“You mean that splendid red-on- 
red silk-and-velvet stuff that looks 
as if it had been woven for a 
Medici?”

That sumptuous-seeming 
material is red vinyl patterned with 
flocking in the sort of design that 
was so favored in the early Nine- 
teenth Century when Dromoland 
was built.” 

It is, in fact, one of several pa- 
pers especially designed by the 
American decorators, Leon Heg- 
wood and Carleton Varney, when 
they were converting the Gothic 
Revival castle into a hotel. The 
Fine Arts Wall Paper Company 
has made a collection of them, 
which are all available on custom 
order. Flocked or screen-printed, 
this pattern, called “Charlotte,” 
can be done on any kind of back- 
ground in any color combination. 
The stylized Renaissance damask 
flower-and-foliage motif is a 28” 
repeat, on a 36”-wide paper. Un- 
expectedly and happily, it can 
change its characteristics with its 
coloration. It’s adaptable enough 
to be used as successfully in a 
French Provincial bedroom as in a 
modern bathroom. It can go with 
18th Century as sympathetically as 
with the trefoil carving of Dromo- 
land’s Gothic paneling. 

We used the red-on-red castle 
version on the Erskine foyer, ac- 
quiring a warm and stately great- 
house flavor by covering the floors 
in’ white-and-black vinyl blocks, 
and installing their record-playing 
equipment in a Gothic oak chest 
flanked by a pair of William and 
Mary chairs. 


I walked into Mrs. Ovington’s 
impeccably groomed living room 
and decided that the lady’s own de- 
scription of it had been devastat- 
ingly accurate. It was indeed, as 
she had said, rather like stepping 
into a bowl of pale butterscotch 
pudding.

The architecture of Palladio suits perfectly the 


climate and tradition of tropical Barbados 


® Architectural “transplants” from one culture to another 
are always risky and seldom succeed. But here is one that 
came off admirably. 

The Ronald Trees, who built this winter home in 1947, are 
students and admirers of the l6th-century Italian architect 
Andrea Palladio, whose houses were built in the hot, humid 
Veneto area surrounding Venice. The Trees saw that the 
climate realities of the Palladian country were nearly identi- 
cal with those of Barbados. So they commissioned their 
architect, G. E. Jellicoe, to create a house using as many Pal- 
ladian devices and proportions as he could in one structure. 

This idea was not inappropriate to. Barbados. For the 
original plantation houses were (and are) of Georgian archi- 
tecture, a style that derived from Palladio. Many Palladian 
floor plans are highly suited for hot, steamy climates be 
cause they are only one-room wide; therefore all rooms get

No climate is uniform in its quality. Often by moving just 
a few feet (from wind exposure to shelter, for example). its 
character and your degree of comfort can change completely. 
In the tropics, these small variants (or microclimates) are 
of critical importance. The more you have of them, the easier 
and better you can adapt to what the day offers. A house de- 
signed around a court, as this one is, offers many choices. 
Sun and wind exposure vary from corner to corner. There 
is always a side where it is shady, a quiet pocket that escapes 


the wind, no matter what the time of day. The structure can 


be either completely enclosed or opened through to any or 
all directions. Its galleria is more than a romantic artifice. 
It serves both as a pleasant, shaded retreat (always with a 
benign side) and a means of keeping the sun off house walls.

various challenges of climate has come an archi- 
tecture that is many-faceted, purposeful, and well 
tuned to the role it must play. Few are the forms for 
forms’ sake. Hard logic and dire necessity lie behind 
most of its easy grace and gentle beauty. 

Your house on the mainland would not work in 
the tropics. Don’t try to bring its thinking with you. 
To live graciously with a climate that is savage at 
heart takes a special kind of house. That is what 
you see on these pages. 

Even the materials are different. Floors of tile 
and terrazzo offer the comforting coolness of a ma- 
terial in intimate contact with earth. They are immune 
to moisture and the problems of blowing-in rain. 
Walls are concrete, masonry, and tile, again low in 
maintenance. Roofs are derived from the same family 
of materials as the walls, with the addition of metals. 
Light colors predominate. They reflect, keep out the 


heat of the sun.

A house that is one-room deep makes it easy to 


have cooling cross-breezes everywhere 


\ breeze won’t enter a house unless it has an easy way to get 
out. A big, easy exit for the breeze is all-important. Here, in 
the photograph at right, shutters push back to open up the entire 
wall. There is no need for any other kind of closure. If you don’t 
want the breeze, you shut the glass at the left side of the room 
and air flow is effectively cut off even though the shutters remain 
open. But most of the time you will want the breeze and plenty of 
it. You aren't comfortable without it. If, in looking at the room, 
you decide it is short of accessories, you are right. You can’t have 
anything around that a stiff breeze will blow over. Lamps, maga- 
zines, vases, and other such objects must be able to pass the test 
of windworthiness, or you had better just forget about them.

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The two most important words when you are building a house in the 
tropics are windward and leeward. You must know where the wind is 
coming from so you can use it for comfort against the heat and humid- 
ity. For maximum breeze, openings on the leeward side of a house 
must be bigger than those on the windward side. The greater the 
differential in size between the openings, the stronger and faster 
the air will flow. The three photographs at top show what can be 
done when the leeward side of the house faces the street. To open 
the house in a conventional manner would be impossible. There would 
be no privacy. A grillework of tile and metal and a forecourt garden, 
however, allow free flow of breezes without any exposure to public 
view. When the openwork front door is locked (center) you are safe 
from intruders, but your house is still wide open to the breeze. Florida 
home of Achille Colpaert; Wahl Snyder, architect.

Nowhere does a roof take a worse beating than in the tropics. 
Only a few materials can hold up for long against the fierce as- 
sault of the sun and jashing of hurricane winds combined with 
deluges of rain. One roof that has proved itself over the years is 
the tin roof. If you think of it only on tropic shacks, the photo 
above will show it does handsomely on fine houses as well. Kept 
painted, it has few equals. It is one more example of how native 
savvy of what is right and best in their climate, learned by hard 
experience, can be turned to good advantage. The roof here ex- 
tends to include a gallery 8’ deep. Here, in its comfortable 
shade, is where you will often find the family. Barbados home 
of Jack Teller (also shown in two lower photographs, opposite).

@ Undoubtedly, there must be human beings whose notion 
of happiness ever after is a log cabin in a snow field. We, 
however, have never happened to meet up with this group. 
Almost universally the get-away-from-it-all dream is a warm 
and golden image bathed in sunshine and balmy air, in- 
volving a flowering landscape and sparkling waters, and the 
chance to enjoy all this at a leisurely. pressureless rhythm. 
Who hasn’t been bemused by such a vision? Who hasn't 
thought, longingly: “That would be the life!” 

It’s the desire to realize at least part of this dream, to 
taste a little of the languorous life, that fills the cruise ships 
and planes that head for tropical and subtropical lands and 
has made tourism a major industry in many of them. 

But one of the phenomena of our times is that the dream 
of eventually settling down, of actually living. in such a 
favored world of your own, has become thoroughly capable 
of fulfillment. This issue shows you a sampling of evidence. 
You will see here all-the-time or part-time homes in Hawaii, 
Florida, the Bahamas, Jamaica, Barbados, Puerto Rico, and 
Guatemala, all representative of the lushly green and sunny 
areas that have sung their siren song to visitors and lured 
them into returning as residents. As you travel, you will be 
astounded at the many places that are feasible future—and 
present—homes, and at the numbers of people who have 
already recognized this and done something about it. 

Right on the American doorstep there are hundreds of 
possibilities. Mexico, from its highland to its beaches, has 
exerted a Shangri-La charm for thousands. The Caribbean 
alone is a whole world of Lost Atlantis islands to be sampled 
and settled on. Even Tahiti, once so identified with faraway, 
unattainable romance that few people even dared contem- 
plate a visit, is practically on the doorstep reachable in 
seven and a half air hours from Los Angeles—and already 
becoming second home to Americans who have fallen in 
love with it.

of going about it. Among the nonretired, the cold facts of 
finance certainly have to bé considered, but generally those 
who have found the stressless, sunny life they were looking 
for have worked into it by degrees. Many an eventual warm- 
climate retirement home started out by being a vacation 
house. Those in the know say that maintaining such a second 
house is not necessarily wild extravagance. because it can be 
rented when the owners arent using it. Others have re- 
arranged their business lives so that they can split the 
year climatically—as. for instance, the people who run 
wintertime shops in Florida and summertime shops in Maine. 
Writers, photographers, artists, designers, those who can 
pursue their livelihood wherever they headquarter, are gen- 
erally conceded to have it made. 

It is also conceivable that the land of your dreams may 
open up new possibilities for supplementing your income. 


Your chances vary, but some places encourage this. Puerto 











Rico and the Virgin Islands offer tax amnesties as benign 
as their climate to newcomers who are willing to invest in 
certain needed industries. In an area that is anxious to 
develop tourism, who knows? You might find yourself run- 
ning a guest house or an interisland freight line! 

If your particular Serendip happens to be under a foreign 
flag, as an American citizen expect to abide by immigration 
restrictions that may affect your ownership of property, your 
earnings within the country, and your coming and going. 

All such considerations should be investigated before 
you make your final decision. You might even pursue them 
between sun baths on a holiday. At home, consulates and 
government development commissions can fill you in. 

Those who have already set up second homes away from 
home emphatically advise knowing your territory well—and 
your own temperamental and physical demand of it—before 
you determine to settle down. Experience the climate and 
landscape in all seasons of the year; evaluate the living con- 
ditions and their costs, the people, the social structure and 
the cultural quality of the community. Realize that as a 
cruising visitor or a pampered resort-hotel guest in a land 
where hibiscus bloom in midwinter, you could be carried 
away by the picture-postcard enchantment of the scene, with- 
out any real awareness of those other seasons you haven't 
experienced. The cultural side of things is especially im- 
portant in planning a future life of leisure. for without some 
stimulating interest, a do-nothing existence can pall. 
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There is no time like the present for testing out the 
potentials this other-home kind of arrangement may hold for 
you. There is a whole world of tropical and subtropical situa- 
tions for you to sample on your travels. We append here 
some suggestions, with practical notes on settling down. 

Florida. One of the best-documented parts of the world 
when it comes to information on living conditions and 
settling-down possibilities. Climate, generally of over-all 
mildness in winter months, varies in temperature and humid- 
ity according to the state’s diversified sections, probably 
warmest on the Gulf Coast and on the Keys, averaging 65°- 
70° in January. Living is not inexpensive, but offers a 
specially advantageous tax system: no state income tax; easy 
inheritance taxes; $5,000 exemption on assessed value of 
owner-occupied homes if owner is a bona fide resident of 
state. Write: Florida Development Commission, Tallahassee, 
Florida. 

Hawaii. Enjoying a great boom in Pau Hana (“finish 
work,” Hawaiian term for retirement). Land and housing 
costs are high. Cooperative apartments start at about $18,500. 
Best buys on Oahu are on the windward side of the island 
and in still undeveloped areas of the neighboring islands— 
Hawaii, Kauai, Maui, and Molokai. Year-round temperature 
averages 75°, humidity between 60 and 70 percent. a com- 
bination considered an ideal climate by many. Write: Hawaii 
Visitors Bureau, 2051 Kalakaua Ave., Honolulu 15, Hawaii.

@ The floor plan of a house in the tropics can often make or 
break a total climate-control system. If you are not careful, 
the room arrangements themselves can hamper the vital flow 
of air, creating dead spaces where hot, damp air will just 
sit. The compactness of the normal temperate-zone house 
must give way to a new exploded-plan concept. 

Under this concept the plan is stretched out (or divided 
into components) so that as many of the walls of a room as 
possible are exposed to the outside. Each room is then able 
to control its own breeze-making openings without being 
dependent upon or affecting the situation in other rooms. 

The house shown here is a case in point. Designed by 
Alfred Browning Parker for an ocean-front site on Grand 
Bahama Island, the main leg of the house (housing every- 
thing except the service areas) runs about 200 feet in length. 
yet is rarely more than 30 feet in depth. All the important 
rooms in the house are open to the ocean on one side and to 
terraces, pool, or patio on the other (see plan on page 85). 

This is, of course, a large house. but the principle of 
the stretched-out, or exploded, plan can apply just as well 
to a small house and is perhaps even (Please turn the page) 


The pool at the right is really in what we normally call the 
front yard. It is just inside the privacy wall and grille seen 
in view at top of page. It was placed here so that the house 
would serve as a baffle for the prevailing winds off the ocean. 
Two-story glass wall creates dramatic stairwell (seen from 
inside, at left). Front door is recessed at the right of the 
glass wall, reached by an areaded walk from the outside gate.

In a hot, humid climate, experience shows that 
you can have more comfort and security 


in a house raised above the ground level 


@ Many a visitor to the tropics has been intrigued by the 
quaint charm and seeming idiosyncrasies of the natives’ way 
of living and building. But, having gone there to live at 
a later time, he has proceeded to ignore the accumulated 
wisdom that these folkways often represent. Perhaps he has 
done this out of a fear of seeming to “go native,” or out 
of a naive belief that modern inventions have made all such 
knowledge invalid and no longer applicable. 

However, when Alfred Browning Parker, an architect 
familiar with the problems of living in such regions, was 
asked to design a house on Key Biscayne for Dr. and Mrs. 
Bruce Alspach, he used such native wisdom advantageously. 

When possible, the natives in tropical regions often build 
their houses on stilts, elevated above the ground. They may 
do this for one or all of several reasons—for the comfort 
gained by being up in the moving air above the barrier of 
ground shrubs, for protection against insects and dampness, 
and for protection from the high waters that occur with 
tropical storms, particularly when near the ocean. 

Ideally, the entire house might have been raised above the 
ground. Economically, it was not possible. This problem was 
resolved by placing the living area at the highest level, 
the most favorable position with regard to view and _ pre- 
vailing breezes and offering the greatest protection from 
possible high water. Oriented to the south. toward the 
view and the breezes from across the bay, the living room 


has been generously opened to a (Please turn the page) 


One clue to the living room’s appropriate- 
ness to a tropical climate can be found in control of 
the louvered persianas used at doorways to 


baleony, an elevated outdoor living area. 





The movable louvers of the persianas give 
ventilation and natural light. 
The glass panels, used during the winter, 
are replaced in summer with sereen panels. 


The view of Biscayne Bay from the dining area reveals much 
about the vulnerable location of house. Near the ocean, it 
faces a sweep of bay that opens to ocean. Although it looks 
idyllic now, during a hurricane there could be high water. 
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the living room can become 
a snug retreat for chilly 
evenings. Its central fire- 
place, reinforced and se- 
curely anchored, is the sup- 
porting core of house. For 
its location see plans and 
cross section on next pages. 


The only other room on the 
top level, the kitchen, is 
serviced by a dumbwaiter 
(not seen here) at the right 
of refrigerator. On floor 
below, itopens near door to 


maid’s room. Pass-through 


at left of windows opens to 


a sideboard in dining area. 
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To protect the house against high water and erosion damage 
during a hurricane, seyeral precautions were taken in the de- 
velopment of the site. In addition to the sea wall already in 
place (at left of photo) a second wall about four and one-half 
feet high provides a second line of defense. See the sec- 
tion drawing opposite.

over the wall, up three steps, in going down to the beach.

The plan directly above is the living area, 
the highest level of house. At an interme- 
diate level are three bedrooms for children, 
at right side of breezeway in plan at left. 
On opposite side of breezeway and directly 
below the living area are the master suite 
and maid’s room. This level, the lowest in 
house and most vulnerable, has some protec- 


tion since it is still higher than sea wall.

balcony, which is an outdoor extension of the living area. 

However, by the use of persianas in the doorways to the 
balcony, a high degree of control over this openness has been 
achieved» with great flexibility in its use. The panels of 
movable wood louvers make it possible, when the doors are 
shut, to adjust the amount of air passing through them. 
These can be completely shut during a hurricane. They also 
provide a means of reducing glare from the sky and water. 
Behind the louvers are interchangeable panels of screen and 
glass for summer and winter use. 

Also raised above the ground, but at an intermediate 
level, are the children’s rooms. The wing containing their 
rooms is separated from the main unit of the house by a 
central breezeway. Air can move through it to make each 
unit of the house, in effect. exposed on all four sides. The 
breezeway, which also serves as an entrance, has sliding 
glass doors at both ends. These make it possible to control 
the amount of air moving through it.

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The living room (see photos on opposite page) 
has three sets of sliding panels that provide 
great flexibility in control of light, view, 
and ventilation.

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From cu Itu ral trad itions @ There are three general ways you can approach the tradi- 
tional culture of a place: as something to be slavishly 
imitated, as something to be completely ignored, or as some- 


come new ways thing to be understood and knowingly used. 


Much so-called traditional design has followed the first 


of bu ild i Ng =a a nd living way and has often produced only shallow imitation. Much of 


modern design, eager to make a complete break with the past 





and believing that it had nothing to learn from it, has 
followed the second. Although this has produced a rash of 
new things, they have very often been much more sensational 
than satisfying. 

More difficult to classify—but much easier to appreciate— 
has been the work of those who have followed the third way. 

By CURTIS BESINGER The house on these six pages represents such work. In its 
design there is evidence of an effort to appreciate and to 
learn from the culture of its location. But more than this, 
there is also evidence that what was learned has been used, 
with the aid of today’s techniques, to produce something 
better fitted to our present needs and ways of living. 

In this house are combined some of the best features of 
Japanese and American architecture. Ht is a synthesis 
that is neither authentically—nor superficially—Japanese. 
It is, however, essentially Japanese in its skillful use of 
wood, its subtlety of natural color, and its clarity, stability, 
and simplicity. Incorporating as it does a considerable num- 


ber of the features of vernacular (Please turn the page) 
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In the plan you can see that the spaces of the house are not 
as compactly organized as they might be for a colder climate. 
The house consists of three elements: two are bedrooms, each 
with adjoining bath and dressing facilities; the other is the 


living room with a galleylike kitchen at one end. These ele- : | 
ments have been placed to achieve a large amount of outside LAGOON 





wall area and with it the possibility of cross ventilation. 
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In the bedroom adjoining 
the living room, louvered 
shutters provide a way to 
control light and ventila- 
tion. Note that the floor 
of this room, since it is 
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at ground level, is tile. 
The living-room floor, an 
elevated wooden platform 
and a few steps higher, 
is ventilated from below.

building in hot and humid climates. it is appropriate for 
life in a semitropical region. 

The living room has two walls composed of several sets 
of sliding panels. These provide complete flexibility of en- 
closure and full control of ventilation and light intensity. 
These sliding panels have been placed so that a gallery of 
space is created between them. This space gives the room 
protection against sudden torrential rain, and at the same 
time helps to set the room deep in the interior. During the 
hotter part of the day, the living room can be made to seem 
a cool, shadowy cavern. When desired, it can also be com- 
pletely opened to the exciting view of the lagoon and Koko 
Head beyond it. This view. carefully framed by the structure 
of the room. is an integral feature of its space, just as a 
Japanese house has an integral relation to its garden. 

The furnishings of the living room are neither authenti- 
cally Japanese nor modern. In the room are modern paint- 
ings as well as two antique Chinese farmhouse chests. The 
furnishings reflect a contemporary way of life in Hawaii. for 


this modest house is not a vacation or (Please turn the page ) 





Although not authentically—or imitatively—Japanese, the 
interior furnishings reflect a personal philosophy closely re- 
lated to Japan’s aesthetic tradition: to collect over the years 
objects that have intrinsic beauty and to present them with 
honesty and ease; to let the attention rest with the objects un- 
disturbed by the cleverness of whoever may be the decorator.

a weekend house. The furnishings specifically reflect the 








personal needs and the philosophy of their owner, himself 
a student of Japanese aesthetics and a teacher of art at 
the University of Hawaii. He says that his desire was “to 
collect through the years objects which have intrinsic beauty 
and to present them with honesty and ease; to let the atten- 
tion rest with the objects undisturbed by the cleverness of 
the decorator.” This statement is closely related to the 
aesthetic tradition of Japan. 

Since this tradition was an integral part of the life of 
the Japanese people, a guide in all of its phases, perhaps 
it is not surprising that something of this aesthetic tradition 
is also reflected throughout the home of a person who has 
made a study of it—and sought to understand its full 
significance. 

Although the other rooms of the house do have this 
quality, the bath and dressing area are a particularly good 
illustration of its presence. This (Please turn to page 122)

To the envious comment, “You're lucky,” she replied, 
“Lucky? Yes, I know I am. But it wasn’t sheer luck that 
sent me to Barbados and Bellerive. I searched this out, 
made a project of looking for a settling-down place when- 
ever I traveled or took a vacation. If possible, I’d rent a 
house or at least stay long enough to get the feel of a place. 
Generally travelers don’t do this. They go only ‘in season, 
which means that they only experience one kind of atmos- 
phere and weather. In Barbados, for instance, the most 
beautiful time of the year is May, when all the trees and 
shrubs are in full flower. But by then most tourists and the 
“winter people’ have departed. Even after I began to feel 
that Barbados was for me, I spent about two years there 
before I made the final decision. The climate, the people. 
and the living conditions can hold no startling surprises.

Bahamian house should face the prevailing northeast winds. 
Avoid the sapodillo tree unless you like fruit bats. A series 
of graduated coral terraces are more effective against the 
sea than one solid wall. A door inset with chicken wire and 
lined with chiffon is a pretty way to overcome humidity in 
a tropical closet. Dig your own well if you can, for the 
water supply on an island is always crucial. 

She has made a few innovations in the old planter’s house. 
for she had no wish to sacrifice 20th-century good sense 
for 18th-century traditions. Because she likes hot food to 
arrive at the table hot, she installed a dumb-waiter from 
the ground-floor kitchen to the dining room and closed off 
part of the encircling galleried porch as a dining-room 
pantry.

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What you need 
to know 


before you build 
in the tropics 


By ALFRED BROWNING PARKER 


@ The tropics offer a setting of rare beauty. A sun-drenched 
location becomes especially appealing in winter to those who 
live in northern climates. It is hardly necessary to describe 
the advantages of the indolent life in the tropics. However. 
from an architectural standpoint there are many problems 
to be solved before a building is able to cope with the 
tropical environment and thus allow us to pursue that easy 
life in comfort. 

In the wet tropics. humidity is an invariable source of 
discomfort and inconvenience. In the rainy season, a build- 
ing can become sodden and damp, with everything dripping 
moisture. Water is necessary for life, but water can be both 
beneficial and destructive. In a tropical atmosphere, moisture 
becomes, perhaps, the single greatest enemy. While damp- 
ness and decay produce exotic fruits and tropical flowers. 
they also create the problems of fungi and insects. Charles 
Darwin described one of the large, wet tropical areas of the 
world as a “great, wild, untidy, luxuriant hothouse.” So the 
delights of the tropics—warm sun, balmy breezes, and in- 
vigorating water—may quickly become three furies. We 
must handle these three forces successfully if our buildings 
in the wet tropics are to be successful. 

Building materials. Materials that can “breathe” are 
best suited for high-humidity areas. Wood is such a porous, 
hence breathing, material. Many species of wood, especially 
those that grow locally, are well suited for construction in 
the tropical regions. A safe guide is to use those materials 
that are indigenous. These local materials will almost always 
help you to build structures that are durable and aesthet- 
ically pleasing. Wood properly suspended in the sun and 
the rain will weather to a beautiful driftwood-gray. If we 
start the wood in this direction by the finish that we use. 
the transition between what is new and what it will eventually 
weather into is almost imperceptible. and our buildings will 
welcome the patina of age with grace. 

Masonry units, whether of natural or manufactured stone. 
such as a concrete block, also have a porosity that permits 
the passage of air. Reinforced concrete is one of the 
materials commonly available in the tropics. Properly de- 
signed, mixed, formed, reinforced. poured, stripped, and 
finished, it is one of the best resources for foundations. 
walls, floors, balconies, and (in some instances) roofs. The 
reinforcing steel is the critical point. This steel is subject 
to extreme oxidation (rust) in salt atmospheres. The steel 
should be encased in dense concrete with good coverage. 
When making concrete, the cement and aggregate should 
never be mixed with salt water. 

Metals are particularly susceptible to disintegration in 
the tropics. Ordinary steel will (Please turn to page 117)

@ Honolulu is probably the city with the greatest number 
of microclimates in the world. Desert conditions may exist 
only a few blocks away from rain forest conditions. The trick 
in buying land is to find a nice balance between extremes. 

About 1880, the early settlers discovered the Nuanu Val- 
ley, which leads up to thrilling Pali Pass, usually swirling in 
fog and rain. Down the valley flows enough moisture and 
cool air to make the valley area cooler and less deserty. 
(Fog and cool air slide down slopes like water.) So the 
earliest great houses of Honolulu were built here. 

This is one of those houses. It was designed in the 1920's 
by the late Harry Bent, one of Hawaii’s greatest architects. 
He was no “break-through” innovator, but he knew how 
people of culture and means have lived and should live. 
And he created abundantly comfortable houses, deeply 
rooted in western classical traditions but with faint over-

So the handful of his houses 
in existence today are the essence of the easy urbanity 
that most people dream of as home. 

The present owners have embellished the original struc- 
ture in a suitable way. At HousE BEAUTIFUL we have a 
theory that a house attracts the right owners, people are 
drawn to the right house—unless they build it. Such has 
been the case here. 

For people living in any climate with warm, humid sum- 
mers, the lanai is the most interesting feature here. Some 20 
feet of glass wall slide away, bundling on solid walls and 
in front of each other—giving a hundred-percent opening.

woman’s fan). In Mrs. Harold Erdman’s home in Honolulu. 
the principal rooms open onto a secluded double courtyard, 
exposed to the late-afternoon sun but also to a thrilling view 
of Honolulu Harbor. A dense canopy of vines extends along 
the roof overhang, shading the bedroom gallery during the 
daytime. More vines shade the rooms on the main floor. 
while a wide arbor in the patio makes a delightful place 
for midday living. During the later afternoon, when the sun 
is low in the sky, the arbor obligingly shades almost the 


entire width of the patio, and the lower portion of the house. 


When sun is high in the sky, a lovely veil of shadow is east 
over cool inner spaces. All is open to the breezes but 


shielded from the intense heat and glare of the tropical sun.

core for house. Facing living room, 


below the living area and at the 
lowest level of house. It could be 
vulnerable in case of high water. 
However. in the planning of the site 
and in placing the house, precau- 
tions were taken to give some pro- 
tection to this level also. As can be 
seen in studying the cross-section 
drawing on page 91, the floor of 
this level is several feet higher than 
the top of the sea wall. This level is 
protected by the sea wall and by a 
second wall between the house and 
bay. These two walls help to break 
up and dissipate the force of the 
water driven by the storm. Note 
that one goes up a few steps to go 
over this wall in going down to the 
beach area.

and quite securely anchored. The 
construction of the house combines 
both masonry and frame construc- 
tion. The studs of the wood walls 
are secured to the foundation with 
steel bolts. The rafters are joined 
to the studs with steel straps. Near 
the center of the house is the brick 
masonry mass containing the fire- 
place. The wooden portions of the 
house have been bolted to this at 
points of contact. This mass has a 
reinforced concrete core and is tied 
to a concrete footing. This is in turn 
anchored to rootlike concrete pil- 
ing driven solidly into the earth.

BOAC flies 
to most of the British and British- 
affliated islands, and British West 
Indies Airlines links practically all 
weve mentioned, including St.

begin to oxidize and rust away al- 
most immediately. Wherever steel 
is used, it should be well protected 
by either corrosive-resistant paint 
or by galvanizing. By a newly de- 
veloped process, steel has been 
made to acquire a protective coat- 
ing of rust. This is a step in the 
right direction, for any attempt 
that we make to capitalize upon 
the natural weathering characteris- 
tics of a material is usually produc- 
tive of long-lasting results. Corro- 
sion occurs on almost all metals. 
However, brass. bronze. and cop- 
per have long been reliable in ship 
construction, and while expensive 
in first cost, their use in critical 
areas of home construction may 
prove to be an ultimate economy. 

The traditional tin roof of the 
tropics, which has good wearing 
qualities when protected by paint, 
has had its useful life greatly ex- 
tended by the addition of titanium, 
turning it into a new metal with a 
very long life. 

There are many experiments 
being conducted with the foaming 
plastics. These materials can be 
placed into molds to produce wall 
and roof panels that are low in 
cost and light in weight. To my 
knowledge, there have been no con- 
vincing demonstrations of the use 
of this material in the wet tropics, 
although the characteristics of the 
material as lightweight insulation 
seem promising. 


What to put on the roof 


Roofs become critical in the wet 
tropics, and materials for roofing 
deserve careful selection. It is difh- 
cult to find one material that satis- 
fies all of the abnormal weather 
conditions found in tropical areas. 
Resistance to hurricane winds, cor- 
rosion resistance, high solar (infra- 
red heat) reflectivity, fungi inhibi- 
tion, maximum adhesion, expansion 
and contraction of the surface, and, 
of course, waterproofing, are some 
of the requirements that we must 
think of in seeking a roofing mate- 
rial. 

A galvanized corrugated metal 
roof, painted white. is an economi- 
cal covering if you can stand the 
noise generated in a rain storm. In- 
cidentally, the white solar reflec- 
tive coating is an ancient and eflec- 
tive device for cooling a residence. 
Centuries ago, the Egyptian phar- 
aohs cooled their palaces in_ the 
African desert by using lime washes 
on their roofs. The metal roof has 
no insulation value. We must de- 
pend completely upon the reflective 


quality of the coating that we ap- 
ply to the top side and the insula- 
tion added underneath. 

Wood shingle roofs have been 
used with success in wet, tropical 
areas. This type of roof is quite 
attractive and when it is properly 
applied on strips, so that the air 
can circulate on both sides, it has 
quite a long life. Shingle roofs can 
also be made of cement, asbestos 
cement, transite, and clay tile. 
These materials are inert, but be- 
cause some are highly  water- 
absorbent, they can become over- 
grown and unsightly in a matter of 
months. Of course, as the roof 
darkens, the infrared absorption is 
intensified. 

Asphalt is another popular roof- 
ing material. It has the advantage 
of economy, but unlocked or un- 
sealed asphalt shingles are subject 
to storm damage. Drying out with 
a resulting brittleness is another 
problem of asphaltic roofing. On 
an absolutely flat roof, pitch (tar) 
is an ideal material. However, 
where the roof has a slope, the 
pitch will tend to soften and drip. 
Incidentally, pitch is a very difh- 
cult material to work; it burns the 
skin unless precautions are taken. 

Concrete roof decks are not, of 
themselves, waterproof. They must 
be given some system of water- 
proofing. 

Many years and millions of dol- 
lars have gone into the develop- 
ment of roofing materials that could 
be sprayed on over wood, metal. 
and concrete. Various coatings of 
plastic have been formulated and 
tested. At the present time, certain 
elastomers and butyl latex combi- 
nations hold the most promise for 
both durability and effectiveness as 
waterproof coatings. 


Methods of construction 


There are ways of assembling 
materials in construction for the 
tropics that have proved to be dura- 
ble and reasonably free from main- 
tenance. When wood is used, it 
should be suspended above the 
ground, preferably on a masonry 
platform. At no point should the 
wood be permitted to make contact 
with the earth. A minimum dis- 
tance between the wood and _ the 
ground should be 18”, although in 
some cases where complete inspec- 
tion is possible this might be re- 
duced to 12”. The wood should be 
connected to this masonry platform 
in a manner that permits every 
board to drain. It is not wise to put

a piece of wood flat against ma- 
sonry; it should be hung alongside 
the masonry so that the water runs 
out and away from the wood. When 
it must contact masonry directly, 
it should be separated by at least 
an impregnated felt paper and 
preferably by a thin sheet of lead 
or copper. Any wood in contact 
with masonry should also be treated 
with water-repellent preservatives 
or impregnated with Wolman salts. 

In fastening wood together, use 
nonferrous materials as far as pos- 
sible. If ferrous products (iron or 
steel) are unavoidable, then be 
sure that they are at least galvan- 
ized. In many of the vast wet tropi- 
cal regions of the world, wooden 
structures are put together using 
wood fastening devices, such as 
pegs or trennels (treenails). 

Before building in the wet trop- 
ics, it is rewarding to observe the 
older structures of the region and 
to emulate the proved methods of 
construction. The best memory of 
the past is felicitously demon- 
strated in its buildings. The meth- 
ods of construction used genera- 
tions ago still afford a foundation 
for progress today. Notice what the 
people who live there have devel- 
oped. Usually, after many years of 
experimentation, they will evolve 
something well fitted for their part 
of the world. The things that sur- 
vive are worth study. 


A good 


building for the tropics is to leave 


rule to remember in 
no sealed spaces. Try to construct 
all parts of your building so that 
air can circulate on both sides of 
the surfaces. Only in this manner 
can the problem of moisture be 
controlled. Anyone who has had 
shoes grow long green whiskers 
because they were sealed in a tight 
closet can appreciate this point. 
Ventilation of roof spaces through 
the eaves should be continuous. 
And be sure to screen these spaces 
against insect penetration. 
Languid breezes in the tropics 
may quickly become hurricanes. 
When the winds soar over a hun- 
dred miles an hour, it is important 
that all parts of your building be 
tied together. The roof must be 
firmly bolted or otherwise attached 
to the walls; the walls must be well 
anchored to the foundations: the 
foundations must be based on the 
ground in a way that will preclude 
any upturn or upsetting from wind 
pressures. It is perhaps well to 
point out that frame buildings can 
be adequately anchored and can be 
as hurricane-resistant as

masonry 


structures. learn to 


counteract the force of the wind. 
Nature can teach us a great deal 
by her ingenuity. The cocoanut 
palm has thousands of wirelike guy 
roots. A good many tropical trees 
have trunks that are rooted and but- 
tressed in order to brace themselves 
against the tropical gales. In plan- 
ning the foundations for our build- 
ings in the tropics, we may learn 
from the natural things around us. 

In any climate, proper methods 
of construction evolve directly from 
the craftsmanship at hand. It is 
especially important in the tropics 
to try to achieve your building with 
the aid and skill of the best crafts- 


men available. 
Design 


One of the keys to the design of 
tropical architecture is a_ great, 
spreading roof. Not only is a roof 
with wide eaves pleasant to see: it 
is also pleasant to live under. In 
the tropical regions of Mexico they 
wear big hats for a reason. Houses 
in tropical climates should have 
big “hats” for the same reason, for 
by shading the sun we reduce the 
glare. A wide. low overhang shades 
windows and doors the way a wide 
hat, worn low, shades the eyes. For 
protection from the sun we must 
create shade. 

Besides reducing sun heat and 
glare, a wide, overhanging roof 
keeps out the rain, except for the 
most severe tropical storms. Practi- 
cally, this means there is no run- 
ning around the house closing and 
opening the windows during the 
rainy seasons. If someone goes out 
and forgets to close a window, the 
furniture isn’t ruined if it rains. 
The large roof should overhang on 
all sides in the tropics, for it is im- 
possible to predict from which side 
the rain will blow. 

The width of the overhang, for 
effective sun and rain protection, of 
course depends upon the height of 
the wall. The width also can vary 
due to the function of the space in- 


volved. It is more important, for 
example, to protect a living-room 
wall than a storage room. 

The cost of construction is in- 
creased by designing wide over- 
hangs, but the long-range econo- 
mies generally outweigh the extra 
dollars required for construction. 
The resulting economy from pro- 
tecting the walls of the house cuts 
down on yearly maintenance and 
day-to-day cleaning. Protected walls 
are cool walls. If the house is air- 
conditioned, the load is less and 
the operation cost is lower. Without 
air conditioning, the natural flow 
of ventilation is more effective if 
the walls are not heated by the sun. 

As has been said, circulation of 
air is a must for homes in the wet 
tropics. The designer can therefore 
make his greatest contribution to 
the comfort of the inhabitants by 
designing ways not only of permit- 
ting the free passage of air through 
the dwelling, but also of actually 
increasing and amplifying the flow 
of free air. 

This is done by first understand- 
ing the basic climatological date 
for any location, such as wind di- 
rection, wind intensity. sun angles. 
temperature ranges. and humidity 
data. Tables giving this basic infor- 
mation can generally be obtained 
from the weather bureau for any 
given region, so the designer can 
study prevailing breezes for those 
periods of the year that are the 
most uncomfortable. 

It is possible to increase the flow 
of air by manipulation of the sizes 
of the openings into a dwelling. It 
is also possible to increase this 
flow by the use of the old-fashioned 
attic fan. Natural ventilation and 
mechanical ventilation can be sup- 
plemented by complete air condi- 
tioning in which the air is cleaned, 


cooled, and dehumidified before 
being circulated to the rooms. 


Complete air conditioning is in one 
sense the overpowering of an en- 
vironment by the sheer power of 
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cooling (or heating). Even with 
complete air conditioning, however, 
it is a very decided advantage to 
locate windows properly and to 
design devices for shading, heat 
reflection, and air movement 
through breezeways and other parts 
of the building. 

The arrangement of spaces in a 
house can be the key for a suc- 
cessful the

tive planning elements. The sizes 
and shapes of openings are also 
of prime importance. (See House 
BreAuTIFUL, August 1963.) 

For window and door openings,

“persiana” has been in use for 
hundreds of years. This design ele- 
ment, which consists essentially of 
wooden slats mounted into a door 
or window, has much validity for 
our buildings today. The slats af- 
ferd directional control of the air 
as well as privacy. Under extreme 
weather conditions, they can be 
closed against hurricanes in the 
same manner as wooden shutters. 
They are in themselves attractive 
enough to serve as a finished deco- 
ration. This tropical device, when 
fitted with glass, can be used for 
air conditioning. When fitted with 
insert screens, it can be used for 
natural ventilation. 

The movable wall is another 
architectural device to increase the 
flow of air and take advantage of 
the natural breeze. Several exam- 
ples of walls that fold back can be 
seen in the houses in this issue. 


The roof simply becomes a pavilion

Proper 
landscaping will protect the house 
from a certain degree of glare. It 
will also afford protection during 
hurricanes at one extreme and sud- 
den showers at the other. There 
are practical, measurable results to 
be obtained from planting shade 
producers near exposed walls to 
reduce the build-up of the sun’s 
heat on and within the wall. It is 
impossible to overrate proper land- 
scaping in adding to the livability 
of your home in the wet tropics.

year. Government has set aside 
land in the Palm Beach area for 
development of private homes. Lots 
from %4 to % acre can be leased 
from $80 to $120 a year; taxes on 
a home built on such land are esti- 
mated at about $100 a year. For 
temporary residence, a U.S. citizen 
needs proof of citizenship, a return 
or onward ticket, a valid smallpox 
vaccination certificate, and sufficient 
means of support, since he may not 
accept employment. For stays long- 
er than three months, fingerprints 
and medical examination are re- 
quired.

Bonaire. Small, quiet, sharing 
the same kind of general climate as 
Aruba and Curagao, at the moment 
a sort of paradise for fishermen, 
skin-divers, water sportsmen, and 
bird-watchers (there is a flamingo 
sanctuary here). This Dutch- 
flavored place may eventually be a 
sleeper as a retirement isle, by vir- 
tue of its seclusion and also by 
virtue of its proximity to Curacgao 
and its free port of Willemstad, 
which can be interpreted as the 
metropolis of the Dutch Caribbean. 
No one seems to be encouraged to 
buy land here. The natives are 
holding on to it. Land is available 
on a 60-year lease basis for those 
who might like to build.

The Lac Bay area is being 
locally considered as a location for 
residential building. Current ac- 
commodations include some guest 
houses, the new 30-room Hotel Bon- 
aire, and the Flamingo Beach Club.

Currently in its 
efforts to develop, it offers many 
inducements to settle down, go into 
business, or retire in its warm cli- 
mate.

culty in owning land and invest- 
ment possibilities are good. 

Tobago, the enchanting Robin- 
son Crusoe isle, with its birds of 
paradise, eerie coconut plantations, 
and lovely beaches, has lately been 
tragically reduced by hurricane— 
ironically enough, one of the few 
that have ever hit it. It would be 
reasonable to suppose that as it re- 
covers, possibilities of investment 
would be good.

The French islands, including 
the scenically and culturally fasci- 
nating Guadeloupe and Martinique. 
and on the other side of the world 
the intriguing Tahiti, invite you to 
come to stay as tourist or tempo- 
rary resident. You may rent prop- 
erty, but French government re- 
strictions do not permit the outright 
ownership of land by an alien. This 
can be controverted by teaming up 
with a French national in the pur- 
chase of property, but legal compli- 
cations need lots of study.

Ways to get out of the midwinter doldrums

the evening the backlog will re- 
flect heat into the room and act as 
a huge glowing coal that supplies 
the additional heat source needed 
to keep other logs burning brightly. 

After the backlog has been put 
in place, the kindling should be 
laid. 
lighter, but the purist sticks to 


Some use newspaper as a 
splinters of lighter wood consisting 
of split-up pine roots or knots. The 
result of either is the same except 
that lighter wood will momentarily 
fill the room with the delightful 
aroma of burning pine resin. 

After placing the lighter mate- 
rial, a handful of pencil-size sticks 
or splinters, preferably of pine, 
should be laid over it, leaning ver- 
tically against the backlog. Above 
this small “teepee” another handful 
of pine kindling of about one-inch 
in diameter should be laid resting 
on the fire logs. A hardwood log 
should be laid in front of this kin- 
dling to hold it together, then at 
least two more hardwood 
should be laid on top of it. One 
good pine log, split, of course, and 
laid directly on the kindling, will 
assure a good start. Now the fire 
is ready to light, and if the chimney 
draws well, a good, bright fire may

be expected to burn successfully. 

For intellect re- 
quires a reasonable approach, even 
to laying a fire, there is method in 
the madness described here. A fire 


those whose 


should be laid so that the logs form 
a dome over the source of heat. 
Heat from the initial flame will rise, 
of course, and if it is constricted by 
the logs over it, the heat will be 
forced through the narrow openings 
between the logs at greater speed, 
thus creating a more powerful draft 
that will keep the fire burning. 


Re however, are not all of a 
kind, and there are other tech- 
niques which can alter the charac- 
ter of a blaze. Logs about the size 
of a man’s arm make a nice fire 


with flames licking between the 
logs in a manner that does not 


give off too much heat but does 
furnish a mobile beauty. Perhaps 
the prettiest fire of all is made of 
round, unsplit logs of about two 
inches in diameter. More of these 
are needed for the initial laying, 
and they will burn more quickly, 
but the round surface allows the 
flames to caress the logs as it curls 
around them, and if the logs are 
laid closely enough to permit only 





a thin sheet of flame between them, 
the effect is heartwarming and ex- 
tremely decorative, particularly if 
the room is not too brightly lit. 

One other requirement for start- 
ing a good fire: a thick bed of 
ashes. Ashes several inches deep 
around the fire logs serve as a nest 
that hatches the young flame, di- 
rects the draft upward through the 
laid logs, and holds the heat of the 
kindling and of the red coals which 
pile up as the fire burns. 

Fires are capricious affairs, and 
it can happen that a fire that went 
off splendidly will suddenly change 
from a blazing glory to a smolder- 
ing heap of half-charred sticks. 
Usually the trouble is in the draft 
created by the logs, and so long as 
a few coals glow under the logs 
there is hope. 

If there is a good bed of coals in 
the ashes, the blaze can often be 
revived by shifting the logs a bit 
to create more draft. If the logs 
are too close together to allow a 
good volume of heated air to rise 
between them, then they should be 
pried apart slightly with the poker. 
When a blaze burns away two logs 
so that there is no appreciable con- 
striction of the rising hot air, and, 
therefore, no force of draft, then 
logs should be pushed close to- 
gether until there is about a half- 


inch space between them. Some- 
times two logs are so burned out 
in the middle that they can’t be 
pushed any closer together. In this 
case another log should be used to 
close the opening and create a 
stronger draft. 


Som contrary fires will not re- 
spond properly to poking and 
call for more drastic measures. For 
instance, one cure for a recalcitrant 
blaze is to shift the logs until one 
end rests on the hearth and the 
other end is supported by the fire 
logs. This brings the logs closer to 
the coals and the slant creates a 
little more draft. 

A fire well laid with good fire- 
wood should take very little tend- 
ing throughout an evening. For a 
comfortable, even blaze over sev- 
eral hours, new wood should not 
be put on too frequently. Wait until 
one of the logs has burned into 
coals before replacing it, and this 
should be necessary no more fre- 
quently than every half-hour if 
hardwood is being burned. Toward 
the shank of the evening, the fire 
should be allowed to burn com- 
pletely down in order not to waste 
wood, and the remaining bed of 
coals will give light and heat for 
an hour or so after all the logs but 
the backlog has been consumed.

go-round with different color and pattern. It may be, if 


youve acquired a varied closet of bed linen, as creatively 
challenging as setting a table or painting a picture. Indeed, 
you can be virtually redecorating the bedroom each time 
you change the bed coverings. A bedroom is most frequently 
seen by night; the bedding revealed when the coverlet is 
removed becomes a major visual part of the decoration, as 
worthy of your esthetic attention as any other furnishings. 

As an added benison to all housekeepers and clinophiles, 
this new kind of bedding makes it now more practical than 
ever to change beds frequently so that they are always in 
a state of smooth, sleep-inviting freshness.

@ Even the French, who are rarely inclined to speak toler- 
antly, let alone favorably, of any cuisine except their own, 
seem more often than not to have a few nice things to say 
about Italian food. The French Michelin Guide to Italy now 
lists several hundred eating places with apparently well- 
weighed approval, and has given the accolade of a star to a 
good many of them. What is more surprising is that the 
French are now importing and consuming an important and 
increasing amount of Italian wine. 

Perhaps, with the Common Market and summer vacations 
and increased travel and all the rest, the French are begin- 
ning to find out what a good many Americans have known 
for a good many years—that if Italian cooking is rarely 
grande cuisine, it is almost unfailingly interesting and ap- 
petizing and inexpensive; that precisely the same thing is 
true of Italian wines; and that the two go together like a 
hand and a glove. 

Unless one gets into the exalted, international class, the 
best Italian cooking is provincial cooking (as is the best 
French cooking) and consists of local specialties, of which a 
housewife’s version is often better than a professional chef’s 
—the dishes that have been making happy homes and con- 
tented husbands in Italy for generations. 

Italian wines are of exactly this same caliber. Italy has 
never been a rich country, so almost all of them are inex- 
pensive. As far as drinking is concerned, Italy has always 
been a temperate country, so most Italian wines are light, 
and low in alcohol (there are a few notable exceptions). 
Italy has never been a wine-importing country, and its local 
food seems almost tailored to go with its local wine. In the 
past 30 years I have, I suppose, eaten my way from the 
Swiss border to Sicily and back half a dozen times, yet I do 
net think I can remember even ten dishes that would have 
tasted as good with Chateau Margaux or Steinberger as 
they did with the modest regional wines of their own coun- 
tryside. There are not ten wines in all Italy that an expert 
could conceivably classify as “great” by French or German

based strictly on geographical regions. 
With a few exceptions, wine names

the town or district in which they

standards, or which are worth over three dollars a bottle. 
Nevertheless they achieve their objective: They are won- 
derful—practically indispensable—with Italian food. 

Most of us who have tasted good Italian food (I am not 
speaking of bad spaghetti or worse pizza) like it very much, 
and we have been eating it for a long time. Macaroni must 
have been part of the American language even before “Yan- 
kee Doodle” was written, and for two or three generations we 
have had Italian restaurants in literally thousands of Amer- 
ican cities and towns. Italian cooking has become part of our 
national composite American cuisine, but it has never lost 
one special, unique characteristic of its own—it cries for 
wine. Nothing is ever better with it than Italian wine. 

In total wine production, Italy is second only to France. 
It produces eight times as much as California, 20 percent of 
all the wine of the world, a billion gallons a year. Every 
province of Italy grows grapes, and one acre out of every 
eight of Italian soil is either given over to vineyards or has, 
at least, its small quota of vines. 

Of course, most of this vast yield is very ordinary stuff— 
actually cheaper in Italy than gasoline—consumed when still 
young, never bottled, and never even considered for export. 
What we get from Italy is the cream, the wines of superior 
origin and character, the best—yet still inexpensive. 

Most of these are what the Italian Government calls Vini 
Tipici, officially defined as to origin and character or type, 
and they carry the red seal of the Instituto Nazionale per 
l'Esportazione (1.N.E.), which is a guarantee of authenticity, 
though not necessarily of quality. 

With hardly any exceptions (though Est Est Est and Chiar- 
etto and Lacryma Christi are such exceptions) Italian wines 
take their names either from the town or district where they 
are made or from a variety of grape. The labels, on the 
whole, are dependable, and the wines honest. It must be 
admitted, however, that as far as vintages are concerned this 
is not altogether the case. Italian wines do vary in quality 
from year to year, but much less than those of Germany 
and France. Italians themselves rarely pay any attention 
to the vintage when ordering wine. Many Italian wines 
would not even carry a year if it were not for the exigencies 
of foreign buyers. Often such buyers prefer an old vintage, 
even on wines that are vastly better when drunk young, and 
many Italian shippers are quite willing to cooperate, feeling 
that the matter is of little or no importance. Vintage years 
on Italian wines are therefore largely to be distrusted. And, 
as a matter of fact, with seven or eight exceptions (all red), 
Italian wines are as good when three years old as they 
are ever likely to be. 


The 14 Best Red Wines of Italy 


These are listed, not alphabetically or by province, but in 
a less conventional, perhaps more helpful fashion, beginning 
with the lightest and ending with the fullest-bodied. Thus a 
person looking for the Italian counterpart of Chambertin 
or Chateauneuf-du-Pape should start at the end of this list— 
with Barolo and Gattinara—and work up. For the person 
who wants a pleasant. fresh, fragrant luncheon wine, the 
best possible first step is Bardolino. 

When it comes to quality, any classification has its ex- 
ceptions, and personal taste, of course, is what really mat- 
ters. Nevertheless, here below, wines likely on the aver- 
age to prove Fair or Good have been given one asterisk 
(*): those that may legitimately be called Superior. two 
asterisks (**); and those truly Outstanding, three (***).

Termite-infested areas of the United States 


The United States is divided into three regions, based on the 
incidence of subterranean termites. Within these broad region- 
al categories, local conditions may create more or less in- 
festation. It is important, therefore, to know your own area 


situation to determine how to apply protective measures.

@ Wood is one of our most important building materials. It 
is a material that has great appeal for many of us. If it is 
carefully selected and properly placed in a building, it will 
withstand both decay and termites. Plants and animals are 
essential in our environment, but in our buildings we must 
constantly guard against them. 

Termites (Termitidae) are white ants whose diet is wood. 
In the hot-climate areas, they live in vast communities where 
they do incredible damage by devouring almost everything 
that comes into their path. Even in temperate zones, they 
find their way into solid wood beams and furniture where 
they completely gnaw away the interior, leaving a thin shell 
to conceal their operations. The damage may not be discov- 
ered until the object is touched and from its weakness falls 
to pieces. I have seen a termite-infested chair completely col- 
lapse, leaving its surprised, unsuspecting occupant sitting 
sprawled on the floor. 

It should quickly be pointed out, however, that termite 
damage is not the rule but rather the exception. Most houses 
give lengthy service without suffering serious damage from 
termite infestation. 

The problems of decay and termites in residential con- 
struction are related. Decay is caused by fungi that thrive 
in the same geographic area as termites. Protective meas- 
ures used against one are effective, for the most part, in com- 
bating the other. Materials that are naturally resistant to 
decay are usually resistant to termite attack. 

In 1956 the Federal Housing Administration made a con- 
tract with the Building Research Advisory Board (an arm 
of the National Academy of Sciences—National Research 
Council) to examine and evaluate the technical and practical 
problems of protection against decay and termites in residen- 
tial construction. A special advisory committee, composed 
of entomologists, pathologists, chemists, architects, and en- 
gineers, was appointed for this purpose. The conclusions and 
recommendations of this advisory committee (of which the 
author was a member) have been used in the preparation of 
this article. 


Decay 


Wood-decay fungi are plants that require the same condi- 
tions for growth as any plant: moisture, certain tempera- 
ture, oxygen, and food. Of these four factors for growth, 
the first—moisture—is the only one that can be used to 
control decay. Dry wood will not decay. Decay fungi are 
common components of the plant life, and their spores are 
usually present in the air. While some woods are more sus- 
ceptible to decay than others, all wood—except heart cypress, 
heart redwood, and heart cedar—will become infected if 
wet for appreciable periods of time. Decay and rot can often 
be traced to infections during the air-seasoning process prior 
to construction. If the moisture content of wood is below 20 
percent of dry weight, there will be little water in the wood 
to permit decay. Once the lumber is in the building. keep- 











ing the wood dry is the most logical and important means of 
decay prevention. 

Structural members at or below the first floor can become 
wet from rain water, plumbing leaks, ground water (rising 
up through low foundations and slabs on the ground), con- 
densation, and green wood. Unseasoned lumber, especially 
green sapwood, may have half its weight in water. There 
may be decay damage to other than the structural members. 
Wall and attic decay can occur from condensation. especi- 
ally in the northern latitudes. when heat insulation is used 
without vapor barriers. Exterior millwork and other lumber 
frequently become decayed from seepage of rain water, 
especially in the south-central and southeast states. 

All these decay problems (with the exception of green 
wood) may be solved by proper design and construction. 
The use of green wood can be prevented only by adequate 
specifications before the lumber is ordered. Incidentally, even 
unseasoned wood can be used in construction if shrinkage is 
no problem and if the wood is installed so that it will dry 
sufficiently during the construction or shortly thereafter. 
Drying out will remove the decay hazard. Such procedures 
with green wood are dangerous, however, if the drying is 
handicapped by vapor-impervious materials and poor meth- 
ods of construction. 


Termites 


There are several types of termites that concern us in 
our buildings. The subterranean termites are extremely 
adaptable to their environment. They exist and destroy 
under extreme variations. They have been known to survive 
in wet or dry environments, in high or low temperatures, 
with or without ventilation. and with or without food. For 
these reasons, precise geographical limits cannot be estab- 
lished. In general, subterranean termites prefer warm, humid 
areas with much wood in the moist soil. In order to survive 
they usually maintain contact with the soil. It is possible for 
them to live in dry soil by burrowing to moisture below. 
However, standing water on roofs, leaking pipes, or moisture 
from condensation around pipes enables termites to attack 
and survive without any direct ground contact. The point of 
attack is usually through or over the top of foundation walls. 
They can carry moisture from the soil and attack dry wood, 
but in most cases, subterranean termites build tunnels of a 
mudlike material through which they travel in 
returning to the ground for moisture. 


darkness, 


The other two types of termites that concern us in our 
buildings are the drywood and the dampwood termites. 
Drywood termites do not need to maintain contact with the 
ground. They will attack dry wood, usually where there is 
a joint or crevice from roof to foundation. 

Dampwood termites prefer moist wood, so contact with the 
earth is not a necessity. Their point of attack is also at 
a joint or crevice where moist wood is available. Once

But here, in El Paso, Texas, where temperatures range from 
106° to -5°, it has been done. And with no penalty to air- 
conditioning costs and no loss in comfort discernible during 
the first August and September after the house was finished. 

You are probably saying to yourself: “But why bother 
about skylighting? Most everybody has gotten along fine 
without it.” Perhaps—but can you remember when people 
got along fine without the automobile, central heating, hot 
and cold running water, etc. All these we now take for granted. 

Back to this news! 

Light from the sky creates a much more comfortable seeing 
condition than light coming horizontally from wall openings. 

It is pleasanter light. And if skylighting can be made 


feasible—in comfort terms—it permits a completely dif- 





ferent approach to room layout. It means rooms can exist 
in the center of a house. It means rooms with no outside 
walls or windows. This permits economies in building costs. 
More walls can be common walls, which means fewer walls 
for the pocketbook to pay for. It also results in fewer outside 
walls to pick up heat on broiling days and through which 
to lose heat on cold days. 

In a nutshell, a compact floor plan is an economical and 
strategically sound proposition—once you solve how to get 
light and sun into inner rooms without paying penalties. 

This house managed to make this step forward, technologi- 
cally, thanks to two cross-linked effects it possesses. This

instead of a ceiling, a skylight glazed with dark gray plastic 
(Plexiglas #2074) which rejects nearly 70% of the solar heat 
of the sun without rejecting the light. This plastic skylight 
is 19 feet above the floor, creating a space 11 feet higher 
than the normal ceiling level of all surrounding rooms. 
As a result, this space acts like a tall-crowned hat when the 
heat gathers. But it also acts like a chimney, since at the 
top of the tall space there are four louvered outlets, con- 
nected to the outdoors by ducts. In each of the four ducts 
are thermostats which open and close dampers to the out- 
side and permit the residents to choose the temperature 
at which they want to evacuate inside air. These dampers 
can work in tandem, east-west or north-south. Or all 
or any can be open, because outside wind conditions 
might possibly deflect and spoil the venting capacity in 
some direction.

@ \ost of the water you drink was prob- 
ably sewage not so long ago. Hf it has 
been sewage only once, you are lucky. 
In some areas, like the Ohio Valley. the 
water that people are drinking has been 
sewage four or five times before it gets 
to their kitchen tap. This is simply be- 
cause there is not enough virgin water 
to go around any more. 

It is easy to calculate how much water 
we, as a country, have and how much 
we need. Every person needs about 50 
gallons a day for his personal use. Nearly 
500 gallons a day. per capita. is needed 
by industry. Another 300 gallons per 
capita is required by agriculture. To find 
out how much water we have, we just 
have to add up all the rainfall over the 
country, subtract such losses as_ those 


from evaporation and the necessary run-

off of rivers. These water assets are short 
of what we need, and the shortage will 
become worse as our population grows. 

Our only alternative seems to be to use 
water that has been used before, and that 
is what we have been doing. But the qual- 
ity of the water we work with is pro- 
eressively declining. 

Let us not tell ourselves it is all right 
to drink water reclaimed from sewage. Or 
that what we drink is so purified it really 
isn’t sewage any more. Run a bottle of 
water from your tap. Shake it. If it doesn’t 
foam up. be happy. Maybe your water is 
really the same sparkling liquid you like 
to think of as flowing in mountain streams. 
But many of our people aren’t so lucky. 
Their bottles will foam. 

The foam they get in their bottles is 
sinister proof that the water in which 





they bathe and which they drink, bac- 
terially safe though it may be, has un- 
savory ancestry. The foam is caused by 
detergents, and they could originate only 
in a sewer, septic tank, or cesspool.

The problem we face 


Raw sewage includes the stuff that comes 
from toilet bowls, kitchen sinks, garbage 
disposers, and slaughtering houses.

Louis, as a typical example, has been 
dumping 300 million gallons of it every 
day into the Mississippi. It dumps. its 
sewage downstream, and takes its water 
supply upstream. So does every other 
river city. Once, a river could purify 
sewage, so that water was clean by the 
time it reached the next city. But now 
cities have become so large and so close 
to each other that the river has hardly 
begun its purification before another city 
is at hand with its wastes. It is from such 
unesthetic material that many municipal 
water supplies are derived. What is true 
of rivers is often true of lakes. 

Even ground water is not free of con- 
tamination. This is rendered bacterially 
safe. but there is no known or easy way 
to filter out many unwanted chemicals 
that can poison and harm us. 

The pollutants in much of our water 
today (besides detergents) include chem- 
icals from industry, such as lethal chro- 
mates and obnoxious phenols and tannins. 
They include commercial chemical ferti- 
lizers, weed killers, poison sprays and 
pesticides washed into streams by runoff 
or put into the water by injudicious over- 
spray. 

Radioactive materials. if not now, may 
soon be our most serious pollutant. The 


presence of strontium-90 in milk has been 


widely publicized. It offers the same 
menace in water. Also present is radio- 
active, body-stored cesium-137. Even 
benzene-5, a known carcinogen, is present. 
Tests have shown that the concentrations 
of most of these chemicals in water are 
too weak to cause anyone immediate 
harm. They have not shown continued 
taking of these chemicals into your body 
will not have an eventual effect.

You won't get 
all of the evils out of water but you can 
remove some of them. 

Water that comes from your municipal 
system has been treated to kill contagion. 
But it hasn’t necessarily been made into 
appetizing water. If it comes from a 
sewage-polluted river or lake, not all the 
litter has been taken out of it. It may 
have taste and odor. It may be cloudy— 
if not in your glass, perhaps in your tub. 
Little of the hardness has been taken out 
of it. It may be so hard that soap won't 
lather in it but instead forms soap curds 
that put a dirty ring around your bathtub 
and make your white clothes gray. If 
your water comes from a well, it may 
have all these faults and more. 

Encouragingly, some of these short- 
comings are correctible. You can’t re- 
move most of the waste contaminates we 
have been talking about. Nothing short of 
distillation will eliminate them, and not 
always then. But others are in suspension, 
and you can filter them out. You don’t 
know what clean water really looks like 
and tastes like unless you filter it. 

You need two kinds of filters (or a 
dual-purpose one). One kind, a clarifying 
filter. will remove suspended matter. dirt. 
rust. algae, and other pollutants. It will 


remove particles as small as five microns. 
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or below. (These are eight times smaller 
than you can see.) Your water becomes 
crystal-clear, sparkling. A bowlful of it is 
beautiful to look at. A clarifying (or 
sediment) filter is easily installed in the 
main water line of your house and will 
clean all the water you use. It employs an 
inexpensive cartridge that must be re- 
placed about every two months. 

But water may be clear and sparkling 
and still not taste good. For water you 
drink and use in cooking, you need a 
second filter at your sink, a taste and 
odor filter.

Other 
bottled waters come from springs or wells 
and may be more wastefree or taste bet- 
ter than anything you can produce in your 
home from your standard supply. 

Many people think bottled spring waters 
have special desirable health properties. 
Whether they do or not, they certainly 
are likely to be purer water. Water from 
deep wells may be 100 years old or more. 
(It’s that long since this water fell as 
rain.) Of all water. it is most likely to 
have been least affected by our civilization 
and its wastes. 

Bottled water may be bought in super- 
markets, fancy-food markets, or be de- 
livered to your home by a bottled water 
dealer listed in your Yellow Pages. By 
arranging an outside service door, you 
can receive delivery of five-gallon bottles 
even when you are not at home, and water 
may be piped to flow directly to one or 
more taps inside. 

In California, the typical price of five 
gallons is $1.10; in New York, $1.75. 
In a few areas the price is as low as 
75 cents, in others as much as $2.50.

understanding of the total proposi- 


tion. To create a “pleasant out- 


door effect” in the center of an air- 
conditioned house is no small feat, 
technically. And it involved more 
than condensers, fans, and the usu- 
al comfort equipment.

early, slightly sweet and slightly 
sparkling; this is not a wine that 
will please all palates, despite its 
bouquet and fruit. 


*Barbera (Bar-bear-ah). Red- 
wine grape grown principally in 
the region of Piedmont (north- 
western Italy) and to some small 
extent in California; and the wine 
made from this grape, deep-col- 
ored, full-bodied, somewhat lack- 
ing distinction, very agreeable with 
Italian food and at its best when 
young. 


***Gattinara (Got-tee-nah-ra). 
Splendid Italian red wine, easily 
one of Italy’s half-dozen best, made 
from the same distinguished Neb- 
biolo grape as Barolo and Barbar- 
esco, but in a different part of 
Piedmont, southwest of Lake Mag- 
giore. Full-bodied, slow-maturing, 
long-lived, with a fine bouquet and 
great depth of flavor, it is a great 
wine by any standards and can 
readily hold its own against the 
best reds of the French Rhone 
Valley. Unfortunately, its produc- 
tion is small, and it is hard to come 
_ by outside Italy. 


***Barolo (Bar-oh-low). Per- 
haps the best red wine in Italy, 
very full-bodied, slow-maturing, 
comparable to the great French 
» wines of the Rhone Valley, such as 
Hermitage or Cote Rotie. It is 
_made from the Nebbiolo grape in 
| Piedmont, south of Turin, in a 
small, strictly delimited, hilly dis- 
trict of which the village of Barolo 
is the center. Generally kept at 
least three years in wood before 
bottling (in “Burgundy” bottles) 
it deserves and almost requires ad- 
ditional aging in bottle before be- 
ing drunk, although it often throws 
considerable sediment. Powerful, 
deep-colored, long-lived, it is defi- 


nitely a great wine and, at its best, 
a quite extraordinary one. 


The Twelve Best White Wines 
of Italy 


Beginning with the driest (bone- 
dry, almost a little tart) and pro- 
gressing toward the softer and 
sweeter: however, all of these ex- 
cept Vino Santo, the last, are on 
the dry side and may be served 
with a meal rather than with the 
dessert. 


**Gavi (Gah-vee). Dry white 
wine, one of Italy's best, made 
from the Cortese grape (it is some- 
times sold as Cortese) around 
the little town of Gavi in Pied- 
mont. It is generally shipped in 
tall, slender, green bottles like the 
wines of Alsace; pale, fresh, light, 
it should be consumed while young. 


* to **Capri (Cop-pree). Dry 
white wine, one of the best of 
southern Italy, produced on the 
island of Capri, near Naples, but 
also, legally, on the neighboring 
island of Ischia and on the main- 
land nearby, the “Capri district” 
being considered to include these. 
Both of them produce wine often 
superior to that of Capri itself. The 
quality of Capri varies consider- 
ably from one shipper to another 
and much of what is exported is by 
no means first rate. 


*Castelli Romani (Cahs-stell-lee 
Ro-mahn-nee). The popular, com- 
mon, inexpensive, and often quite 
agreeable table wine of Rome, pro- 
duced around the villages of the 
Alban Hills, southeast of the city 
and not far from Anzio. The best 
of this (for there are many sorts) 
is a dry white wine with an almost 
amber tinge, usually served in 
carafe and drunk young, rather 
coarse and lacking in distinction 
but by no means unpleasant with 
good Roman food. It comes prin- 
cipally from the villages of Frascati 
(and is often sold under this 
name), Albano, Marino, Grotta- 
ferrata, Genzano, Ariccia, Rocca di 
Papa, Velletri, etc. 


**WVerdiso (Vair-dee-zo). Supe- 
rior white-wine grape and the in- 
teresting, dry white wine made 
from it, around the town of Coneg- 
liano, north of Venice. A sweeter 
still wine and some sparkling wines 
as well are made from the same 
grape in the same district and are 
called Prosecco. This has occasion- 
ally led to some confusion, since 
the word secco, in Italian, means 
“dry,” whereas Prosecco is the 
sweeter of the two Verdiso wines. 


*Lugana (Loo-gahn-na). Very 
agreeable dry white wine produced

around the tiny village of this 
name, at the southern end of Lake 
Garda, in northern Italy. It is 
made from the Trebbiano grape, 
and is generally the best of the 
white Garda wines. 


**Soave (Swa-vay). Excellent 
dry white wine, among Italy’s fin- 
est, produced just east of Verona, 
in the southernmost foothills of the 
Alps. A very large part of the 
total production is crushed by the 
local cooperative cellar, or Cantina 
Sociale, one of Italy's most im- 
portant and best equipped. Shipped 
in tall green bottles, like the wines 
of Alsace, Soave is pale-straw in 
color, light, clean, and fresh on 
the palate, dry without being acid 
—a most agreeable wine, in short, 
though hardly a great one. It ma- 
tures early and shouid be drunk 
before it is three years old. 


** Castelli di Jesi (Cahs-stel-lee 
dee Yay-zee). Wine district in east- 
central Italy, in the foothills of the 
Apennines some twenty miles from 
the Adriatic port of Ancona, which 
produces one of the most interest- 
ing, most popular, and best white 
table wines of Italy. This is made 
from the Verdicchio grape in some 
half-dozen villages of which Cu- 
pramontana is the most important; 
it is usually exported in a special, 
slender amphoralike bottle, and 
often sold simply as Verdicchio. 
Dry, pale, with a freshness and 
breed rare in white wines from the 
south, it deserves its international 
acceptance and increasing fame. 


**Terlano (Tair-lahn-no). Most 
famous and one of the best white 
wines of the Italian Tyrol, pro- 
duced around the village of this 
name in the narrow, deep, spec- 
tacular Adige Valley between Bol- 
zano and Merano. Several different 
varieties of grape are grown in 
the vineyards — Riesling, Pinot 
bianco, Pinot grigio, plus a local 
variety called the Terlano, or 
Blatterle; the quality, and even 
character of the wine often varies 
according to the variety that pre- 
dominates, and it is rarely possible 
to determine this from the label. 
In general, Terlano is a soft, well- 
balanced, dry white wine, pale 
green-gold in color, not especially 
pronounced in bouquet and flavor, 
but delicate and pleasing. It is 
shipped in tall green bottles like 
those of the wines of Alsace. 


* to **Laeryma Christi (JLa- 
cree-ma Kris-tee).Celebrated white 
wine (a little less-good red is also 
produced) grown on the slopes of 


Mt. Vesuvius, near Naples. Made 
from the Greco della Torre grape, 
pale gold in color, it is a bit softer 
and less austerely dry than the 
wine of Capri, produced nearby, 
and in character and flavor not too 
far from a rather dry Graves. The 
name, of course, means “tears of 
Christ,” and there are many stories 
to explain its origin. 


*Orvieto (Or-vee-ate-toe). Fa- 
mous cathedral town in Umbria, 
Italy, and its popular, light white 
wine, occasionally secco (dry), 
abbocato (slightly 
sweet). It is shipped in squat lit- 
tle straw-covered fiaschi called 
pulcianelle. The Orvieto vineyards 


more often 


are like no others on earth: nine- 
tenths of the grapes, at least, come 
from what the Italians call coltura 
promiscua, vines that are inter- 
planted with potatoes or “married” 
to trees, or strung over random 
pergolas or against walls or in the 
cabbage patches—hardly what you 
would normally call a vineyard at 
all. In the province of Terni (Or- 
vieto’s) there are some 3,500 acres 
of true vineyard, and over 125,000 
of coltura promiscua. The wine, 
while hardly remarkable, is often 
quite good. 


*Est Est Est. Light, semisweet 
white wine, made from the Mosca- 
tello grape round the villages of 
Montefiascone and Bolzena, north 
of Rome. It owes its curious name 
(“It is, It is, It is”), to the story 
of the wine-loving German bishop 
who, on his way to Rome, sent his 
servant ahead as a scout and taster. 
The latter was instructed to write 
the word “Est” on the walls of 
every tavern where he found the 
wine especially good. On reaching 
Montefiascone he wrote, not “Est,” 
but “Est! Est!! Est!!!,” and the 
bishop, on his arrival, proceeded 
to drink himself to death. 


*Vino Santo (Vee-no Sahn-to). 
Literally, in Italian, “holy wine,” 
often written Vin Santo; actually 
a rather sweet, golden dessert wine, 
fairly high in alcohol (13-15 per- 
cent), made from partly raisined 
(passito) grapes in many parts of 
Italy, especially Tuscany and the 
Trentino. The passito Trebbiano 
or Muscat grapes are generally put 
to ferment, often on the skins or 
hulls, in small barrels for a period 
of two to four years, and the wine 
then drawn off and bottled.

A high percentage of bot- 
tled water operators sell and/or 
rent water coolers. Some of these 
coolers are electrically operated; 
others are evaporative coolers. A 
cooler of this kind may be difficult 
to fit into an established kitchen 
layout.

The added problem of 
hardness 


By using bottled or filtered wa- 
ter, you may solve the problem of 
the water you drink and use for 
cooking. But you still need water 
for washing and other purposes. If 
you filter your household supply, 
it may look, smell, and taste good, 
but it may still be hard. It may 
have other faults not related to 
pollution. It may be 
acidic or loaded with iron or sul- 
phur.

Definite 
benefits are obtained by softening 
water of five-grains hardness or 
more. Some feel it is advisable to 
soften water of even three-grains

The pros and cons of soft water 


In addition to being superior for 
doing laundry, soft water has taken 
the effort out of many houseclean- 
ing chores. Dishes wash cleaner, 
glassware is spotless, and _ silver 
gleams. It’s better for many per- 
sonal uses, especially washing hair. 
It feels less harsh, and it leaves 
skin smoother. Showering and tub 
baths are pleasanter. 

Soft water has several side bene- 
fits. It is good for your plumbing. 
It doesn’t clog pipes with mineral 
scale deposits or coat the inside 
‘of your water-heater tank so that 
‘it is more difficult (and costly) to 
‘heat water. The regenerated water 












from water softeners may have a 
beneficial effect on septic tanks. 
They have to be cleaned less fre- 
‘quently. Finally, there is the moral 
salve that you are not contributing 
to pollution with detergents. (It 
‘might be your own well you're 
polluting.) 

' There are some misconceptions 
about soft water. Some people ob- 
ject to its “slippery” feel and the 
fact that it seems to make soap 
harder to wash off. When you real- 
ize it isn’t the soap but the new 
softness of your skin, you adjust to 
it. Others are doubtful about the 
increased sodium content of soft- 
ened water and its possible effects 
on health. That there is a higher 
incidence of heart trouble among 
drinkers of naturally soft water is 
a point that has been raised but 
not substantiated. 

As far as most doctors have been 
able to determine, a person in good 
health is not harmed in any way by 
the small amount of sodium in soft 
water. However, those suffering 
from heart, kidney, and circulatory 
‘troubles are harmed by sodium. 
Anyone on a restricted sodium in- 
take should certainly avoid both 
t hard and soft water, and drink only 


distilled or demineralized water. If 
a person in good health doesn’t 
want to drink soft water, it is sim- 
ple enough to bypass the water 
softener for water used for drink- 
ing and cooking—but don’t bypass 
the filter. 

Soft water has some drawbacks. 
Most of them can be avoided or 
corrected. There is some evidence 
that soft water is not good for 
house plants because of the buildup 
of sodium in the soil. If you do use 
soft water, water heavily and use a 
pot with a hole. Or again, you can 
use the bypass. An alleged rela- 
tionship between soft water and 
dental decay was disproved when 
the role of fluoride in dental health 
was discovered. 

Installation of a water softener 
may cause a drop of water pressure 
in your home. If the pressure is 
already low, this may mean a major 
plumbing overhaul. If the pressure 
is too high, however, the drop may 
be beneficial. Water flowing through 
a softener won't be as cold as water 
coming directly from underground 
pipes or a well. The warmer water 
won't be as tasteful for drinking, 
but the tempering will reduce your 
water-heating bill slightly. 

Water softeners cost from $50 
(complete price) for a _ small- 
capacity portable type, which you 
merely connect to your sink faucet, 
to $300 or more for entirely auto- 
matic equipment. You can get semi- 
automatic or manual types at lower 
cost, or you can rent equipment for 
$3.50 to $7 per month, depending 
on the amount of water used and 
its hardness. The only attention 
automatic equipment requires is 
the addition of salt. This may be 
only two or three times a year. 
Yearly cost of salt ranges from 
about $5 to $25. 

Water softeners do more than 
soften. They will remove some iron 
from water. Indications are they 
also remove some radioactive ma-

In washing clothes, you must add it 
to your rinse water as well as your 
wash water. It is a more expensive 
way of softening water, and an 
added nuisance, but it gives you 
control over for what purposes 
and by how much you soften it. It 
is a good technique for renters 
apartment dwellers, or travelers.

You may 
also have a septic tank; a large 
segment of suburban houses now 
being built do. Improper function- 
ing of your septic tank can pose a 
threat to your water supply. Some 
suburban communities, where each 
half-acre plot has its septic tank, 
have been described as “floating 
on a sea of sewage.” This is why 
it is now generally considered good 
practice not to have both well and 
septic tank where lots are small. 

If you can connect to a commu- 
nity or municipal sewer, do so. We 
must save our soil from pollution at 
all costs. If we don’t, what is well 
water going to be 50 to 100 years 
from now? If at all possible, also 
connect to a municipal water sup- 
ply. If its water is not esthetically 
appealing, it is at least safe from 
contagion, and from that beginning 
you can doctor it. 

Recently, a new type of home- 
sewage disposal, modeled after the 
best in municipal systems, was in- 
troduced. Conventional septic tank 
systems are based on the activity of 
anaerobic bacteria-organisms that 
live without air. The new system 
relies on aerobic bacteria, includes 
a pump that aerates the sewage. 
Complete installation for a house 
with seven or eight occupants costs 
from $750 to $900. 

The system is odorless, will work 
by gravity in case of power failure, 
will work where ordinary septic 
tanks can’t. The treatment system 
can be installed to handle the liquid 











nate either your own well or that 
of your neighbor. 

A cesspool reduces soil contami- 
nation by only 25 percent. A septic 
tank is about 50 percent efficient. 
An aerobic treatment system is in 
the neighborhood of 85 percent 
efficient. It will even remove about 
half the detergents from sewage. 
Ordinary septic tanks remove al- 
most none. 


Understanding the pollution 
problem 


The real place to attack the prob- 
lem of getting good water for your 
home is at its source—pollution. 
Efforts are being made on national, 
state, and local levels to lessen its 
hazards. The Federal government 
grants financial assistance to mu- 
nicipalities to help them build sew- 
age-treatment plants. 

But have no illusions about how 
far this program goes. No strong, 
aggressive governmental agency 
now exists to handle the tough job 
of cleaning up rivers and protect- 
ing our water supply. 

Many cities don’t want to clean 
up their rivers and must be forced 
to act. Some toes will have to be 
stepped on. Right now, where there 
should be action, there is only poli- 
tics and interminable squabbling. 

Sewage treatment is expensive. 
Most cities which quit dumping 
raw sewage into our rivers, lakes, 
and coastal areas undertake only 
primary treatment (removing all 
solid matter). This gets rid of only

furniture that you have to shove 
around, or in sliding-door tracks. 
The way to label stored items 
and personal belongings is with 
printed name tapes. You can neatly 
print your own self-adhering labels 
with a simple household machine 
that costs under $10. The labels 
are embossed white letters on any 
of a dozen or more brilliant back- 
ground colors. They are durable 
vinyl-plastic and suitable for lug- 
gage tags, mailboxes, plant mark- 
ers, key chains, name identification 
of all kinds. On a storage wall of 
drawers, they can identify the con- 
tents of each. They will tell you 
which switch controls which light. 
Another kind of label may be 
made with special write-on tapes. 
The tapes are edge-banded in color 
(black, red, blue) and pressure of 
any kind of point on the writing 
surface brings up the same color as 
the edge. Since the writing is under 
a plastic layer, it resists soiling and 
stays bright-looking. You can write 
any length of label you want. 
They’re good for storage cartons, 
bins and shelves, jellies, files, medi- 
cines, storm windows and screens, 
and other usual labeling needs. 
Weatherstripping self-stick foam 
tape stops drafts around doors and 
windows. In addition, it can keep 
rugs from slipping, stop pictures 
from tilting on the wall, and dead- 
en the noise of slamming doors. Be- 
cause of the compressibility of the 
foam, it will give you a better grip 
on hammers, golf clubs, racquets. 
Used under lamps or vases. it pre- 
scratches. It can _ insulate 
cold- or hot-water pipes. (There is 
also a cork-filled insulation tape 
especially designed to stop pipe 
condensation and dripping.)

Invisible tape is especially good 
for decorative purposes. Here. for 


example, is how to use it to create | 


a stained-glass effect. Apply areas 
of colored tissue to an ordinary 
window (with double-coated tape), 
then cover the tissue with strip 
after strip of invisible tape. Now 
with pen or marker you can draw 
any design you wish on the tissue- 
colored glass. It’s easier than draw- 
ing directly on the tissue (no bleed- 
ing problem), and it’s more dur- 
able. As a treat for a child, apply 
this stained-glass technique on a 
water tumbler. It will take several 
washings without deterioration. 


ieee polyester (Mylar) is 
one of the most beautiful of 
the self-adhering tapes. You can get 
it in gold and silver, as well as in 
copper and brass. The metal film is 
under a layer of the clear polyester, 
can’t tarnish, and the tape is as 
flexible as the thinnest cellophane. 
Some manufacturers use metalized 
polyester in decorating appliances, 
instead of using regular metal. Au- 
to supply stores sell it for touching 
up deteriorated chrome on automo- 
biles. In all metals. it comes in 
many embossed styles. 

Masking, freezer, package-seal- 
ing, and drafting tapes superficial- 
ly resemble each other. Some peo- 
ple use them interchangeably. But 
each has special that 
make it do its own job best. Freezer 
tape, for example, will bond to alu- 
minum foil and freezer paper, and 
is designed to hold up at subzero 
temperatures. Drafting tape has 
low adhering quality (1% the stick 


qualities 


of masking tape), so it is easy to 
remove from work. Package-sealing 
tape is made to take stress and hold 
fast. Some are reinforced with rope 
fiber, nylon, or glass filament, are 
strong enough for bundling lumber 
and pipe (strapping tapes). Mask- 
ing tape is designed for thinness 
and to peel away easily. The thin- 
ner masking tape is, the better. It 
eliminates paint build-up at the 
edges. 

Masking tape is low in cost and 
has many uses besides those in 
painting. Contractors use masking 
tape to X windows in new build- 
ings, and as a protective layer be- 
tween dissimilar metais to stop 
their interaction and corrosion. In 
new homes, this tape holds paper

It’s useful 
in protecting adjacent areas when 
sanding, holding things while they 
are being glued, sealing openings 
of closet doors, draft-proofing win- 
dows, sealing paper bags and boxes 
where great strength is not a fac- 
tor. Use it to protect chrome fau- 
cets when you're using tools on 
them. Use it for labeling. When you 
move, keep furniture drawers and 
doors closed with it. The only real 
prohibition is that you must not 
use masking tape for electrical 
work. 

In electrical work, plastic elec- 
trical tape does what it took both 
friction and rubber tapes to do for- 
merly. It provides both wear resis- 
tance and insulation. Most plastic 
electrical tape is black, but red, 
white, and other colors are avyail- 
able. 

Plastic tape for nonelectrical 
uses comes in many colors and in 
transparent, and has countless ap- 
plications. It will stretch to twice 
its length without breaking. That 
makes it excellent for wrapping bat 
handles, hockey sticks, tennis rac- 
quets, fishing rods. It’s a good 
means of repairing cracked han- 
dles, protecting against splinters, 
and giving a better grip. It insu- 
lates metal garden-tool handles so 
they aren’t icy to the touch in cold 
weather. It’s unaffected by sunlight. 

Use plastic tape to repair leaky 
garden hose, plumbing drainpipes, 
overshoes, plastic garments. Use it 
to color-code things (wrapped sand- 
wiches, for example), repair frayed 
electric cords, reduce the hazard of 
sharp edges, like those on some 
children’s toys. It will secure loose 
handgrips, protect metal against 
rust and corrosion, hold the charge 
in bottled drinks, repair inflatables. 
Its an effective way to seal fruit- 
cake in coffee cans. As guide lines 
on the garage floor, it will wear for 
years. Some plastic tapes are spe- 
cially packaged for special jobs— 
like garden-hose patching and pool 
patching. 


Cos tape. like plastic tape. can 
take the place of permanently 
painted stripes. Its plastic finish 
makes it waterproof and washable. 
It’s useful for hinging folding dis- 
plays, edge binding, packaging and 
bundling, reinforcing, weather- 
stripping windows in matching col- 
or. You can cut it into decorative 
appliqués, use it for covering old 
or soiled Venetian-blind tapes. It’s 
good for waterproofing seams, bind- 
ing rope ends. 


There are even more specialized 


tapes. For sailing enthusiasts there 
is a nylon tape (in colors) for re- 
pair of ripped sails. For camera 
fans there is a black photographic 
tape for use in blocking out nega- 
tives for printing, for repairing 
camera bellows leaks, and for seal- 
ing film cans. A self-stick Mylar 
tape makes movie-film splicing 
easy. A phosphorescent tape is use- 
ful in darkrooms. For home-shop 
craftsmen, wood tape (many spe- 
cies of wood) is a means of giving 
a finished edge on plywood. It can 
also be used to give inlay or con- 
trast effects on flat surfaces. It 
comes 2” to 2”, oversize to allow 
sanding, and 4s” thick. 


ye can get rolls of very thin 
(.003”) self-stick stainless steel 
(about 80 cents sq. ft.) This is a 
commercial product, so you'll have 
to be prepared to buy a quantity of 
it. It comes 2’ wide and could be 
used to paper a wall behind a bar- 
becue, cover a flush door or an ap- 
pliance front. Many inexpensive 
self-stick plastic materials come in 
widths of a yard or more, which 
perhaps makes them something 
other than tapes, but they’re good 
for lining drawers, covering shelves 
and counters, and turning boxes 
into decorative containers for your 
closet. 

Reflective materials come in 1” 
and 2” widths. Besides the familiar 
red reflective tape, you can get one 
that’s chrome by day, reflective 
white at night (a stencil pattern 
for numbers and letters is included, 
so you can use the material for day- 
night signs). You can also get red- 
and-white reflective candy striping, 
other reflective tapes in yellow, 
green, blue. Self-stick red stop 
signs, 2” miniatures of the stop 
signs you see at street corners, are 
useful novelties. 

You can get slip-proof fabric 
tape for stairs, ladders, pools, piers, 
boats—anyplace you want security 
underfoot. The tub and shower tape 
mentioned earlier can be used for 
all these other locations as well.

Fungi that cause decay of wood 
in buildings ere distributed all over 
the world. Regional differences are 
based on factors influencing the 
moisture content of the wood, rath- 
er than on the geographical dis- 
tribution of the decay organisms. 
In the northern half of the country, 
we have wetness, generally from 
condensation, while in the south- 
central and southeastern United 
States, rain seepage and soil mois- 
ture are the most prevalent ways 
for wood to become wet. The decay 
hazard is lessened in the dry South- 
west and in the dry portions of 
southern California.

MARGAUX (Mar-go). One of the best sections of the Haut- 
Médoc, producing Clarets remarkable for their bouquet, 
silky texture, and great breed. The appellation now covers, 
in addition to the small township of Margaux proper, most 
of the neighboring communes—Cantenac, Soussans, Arsac 
and Labarde. The finest Margaux wines of course carry a 
chateau label: Chateau Margaux, a grand seigneur, and its 
scarcely less illustrious cousins, Rausan-Segla, Rauzan 
Gassies, Brane-Cantenac, Palmer, Kirwan, etc. 


MARGAUX, Chateau (Mar-go). First Classed Growth of Mar- 
gaux. One of the very greatest of the Bordeaux vineyards, 
producing a Claret of truly incomparable distinction and 
class—delicate, velvety, suave, well-balanced and astonish- 
ingly long-lived, with a bouquet unsurpassed by any other 
red wine on earth. The chateau itself is extremely impressive . 
and the great high chai with its round stone columns is 
hardly less so. The vineyards produces some 15,000 cases 
of red wine a year, all chateau-bottled, plus a small quan- 
tity of dry white wine, sold as “Pavillon Blane de Chateau 
Margaux”; this last, while pleasant enough, is by no means 
remarkable. 


MARQUE (Mark). Simply means hard, in French: marque 
deposée means registered trademark. A vin de marque is a 
wine sold under a trade name rather than a regional or 
vineyard name; it can be anything and come from anywhere. 
No such wine is entitled to an appellation controlée, nor to 


the V.D.Q:S. seal. 


MARTINI, Louis M. One of the leading producers of premium 
wine in California. The large modern winery is at St. 
Helena, in the Napa Valley, and was constructed in 1933. 
There are three vineyards, one just south of St. Helena, 
adjoining Beaulieu; another, south of Napa, was known as 
La Loma in pre-Prohibition days; the third and most re- 
markable, now called Monte Rosso and planted in the 
1880's, is high up in the Mayacamas hills, in Sonoma 
County. In addition to the usual collection of California 
“oenerics’—Chablis, Dry Sauterne, Rhine Wine, Burgundy, 
Claret, Chianti, ete——Louis Martini produces a number of 
varietal wines that rank with California’s best: Cabernet 
Sauvignon, Pinot Noir, a Barbera which is perhaps superior 
to any made in Italy, a first-rate Johannisberg Riesling, an 
interesting Folle Blanche, White Pinot, Sylvaner, Dry Semil- 
lon, ete.

MAXIMIN GRUNHAUS (Max-ee-mean Grune-haus). Tiny vil- 
lage and famous vineyard on the Ruwer, in the Moselle dis- 
| , trict of Germany, which produces, though only in good years, 
white wines of the very highest class. There are 120 acres 
under vines, most of them forming a single domain, that of 
| the Von Schubert family. The labels usually carry an addi- 
| tional indication of vineyard plot, as Maximin Grinhauser 
| Herrenberg, Bruderberg, etc. In 1921 and again in 1959, the 
estate produced a collection of hochfeine Auslese, hosh- | 
feinste Auslese, Beerenauslese, and the like, unsurpassed in 
Germany. 


MAY WINE. Originally a German specialty: a sweetened, light 
white wine flavored with the aromatic leaves of the herb 
Waldmeister, or woodruff. It is served well-chilled, in a 
bowl, with spring fruits, traditionally strawberries, floating 
in it. Very passable May Wine is now made in the United 
States. 


MAZIS-CHAMBERTIN (Mahz-zi Shawm-bair-tan). Admirable 
red Burgundy, and the 3l-acre vineyard from which it comes. 
It directly adjoins Chambertin-Clos de Beze on the north. A 
firm, big wine, slow-maturing but of unmistakable class, 
not far from Chambertin itself in quality. 


MEDOC (May-dawk). Triangle of land, world-famous for its red 
wines, extending some fifty miles north from Bordeaux, 
bounded on the west by the dunes and pine forests along 
the Atlantic, and on the east by the Gironde estuary. The 
good vineyards overlook or are near the estuary; they cover 
a strip of gently rolling, gravelly hills from six to ten miles 
wide, and their average production is not far from two mil- 
lion cases a year. This is a red wine district exclusively, 
and the few whites are entitled only to the appellations 
“Bordeaux” and “Bordeaux Supérieur.” 

Wines labelled simply “Médoc” almost invariably come 
from the lower, sandier, less fine, northern third of the dis- 
trict (called the Bas-Médoc, although this is not a wine 
name); while never great, they are generally well-balanced 
Clarets of good quality and some breed. The Haut-Médoec 
(and this is an appellation) produces wines of a far higher 
class: they are sometimes sold under this name, but more 
often under one of the celebrated village or commune 
names—Margaux, Moulis, St. Julien, Pauillac, St. Estephe— 
but most often of all under the label of a chateau. Well over 
half of the great Bordeaux chateaux (Lafite, Latour, Mar- 
gaux, Mouton-Rothschild, the three Leéovilles, the two 
Pichon-Longuevilles, Cos  d’Estournel, Brane-Cantenac 
Palmer, etc.) come from the Haut-Médoc, and even the 
lesser wines are outstanding. 

To sum up, Médoc is a red-wine appellation well above 
Bordeaux Rouge or Bordeaux Supérieur in quality, less 
good, since less limiting, than Haut-Médoc. However, even 





the least expensive Médoc must, according to French law, 
come from what is recognized as one of the best red-wine 
districts of France, and be made from grape varieties (the 
Cabernets, Merlot, Malbec, etc.) second to none. It is or 
should be, therefore, very definitely a superior wine.

MEUNIER (Vunn-yea). Sub-variety of the Pinot Noir, a superior

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wine grape although far less remarkable than its distin- 
guished cousin. It may no longer legally be cultivated in 
the better Burgundian vineyards but is still rather widely 
planted in the Champagne Country, in Alsace, and in Cali- 
fornia, where it is often confused with Pinot Noir. The word 
meunier in French means “miller,” and this grape is called 
Pinot Meunier because the underside of its leaf is whitish, 
as if it had been sprinkled with white dust or flour. 


MEURSAULT (Were-so). Ancient wine-producing village of the 
Cote d’Or, in Burgundy (its name is supposed to derive 
from the Latin Muris Saltus, meaning Leap of the Mouse, 
though for no very plausible reason). After Pommard, two 
miles to the north, its annual production is the largest of 
any commune of the Cote, averaging about 150,000 gallons, 
practically all of it white. The vastly greater part of this is 
made from the Chardonnay grape, although the Pinot Blanc 
is also authorized, and the best of it, of course, carries a 
vineyard name as well as the general appellation Meursault. 
Leading vineyards in about this order of quality include 
Perrieres (42 acres), Genevrieres (42 acres), Charmes (69 
acres), Poruzot (24 acres), Blagny (5 acres), La Piéce- 
sous-le-Bois (28 acres), Dos d’Ane (7 acres), Jennelotte 
(12 acres), Bouchéres (10 acres), Goutte d’Or (14 acres). 
Even the lesser Meursaults are white Burgundies of high 
quality and real distinction; the finer ones are surpassed 
by only a few great rarities among the dry white wines of 
France. Green-gold in color, full-bodied but racy, rather 
high in alcohol but well balanced, dry but not at all aus- 
terely so, they are remarkable, and fully merit their fame. 


MIDI (Me-dee). In French means both 12 M., Noon, and, in a 
general sense, the South—an accent du Midi is a French 
Southern accent. It is a rather more specific term when 
applied to wine: the Rhone Valley is excluded, so are both 
Provence and the Cote d’Azur. A vin du Midi is commonly 
understood to mean an ordinary table wine produced along 
the Mediterranean Coast of France, between Nimes, Carcas- 
sonne and the Spanish border. 


MONFERRATO (Mawn-fair-rot-toe). Perhaps the finest wine 
district of Italy, and certainly one of the great wine regions 
of the world, although few bottles, if any, ever carry the 
name. It consists of a country of rather steep, rolling hills, 
some sixty miles by forty, directly south of the wide, fertile 
Po River valley, in the Italian Piedmont: the provinces of 
Alessandria and Asti, plus part of Cuneo and part of Turin. 
Its statistics are impressive—the little province of Ales- 
sandria produces more table wine than California, Asti more 
sparkling wine than the United States. Almost all of the 
wines for which Piedmont is famous (Barolo, Barbaresco, 
Freisa, Grignolino, Gavi, Cortese) come from its hillside 
vineyards, and its Moscato di Canelli is the base of most 
Asti Spumante and most Italian Vermouth. 


MONTAGNIEU (Mawn-tan-yuh). Rosé, white and (rarely) red 
wine produced in a district known as the Bugey, in the 
upper Rhone Valley between Lyon and Geneva., Fresh, light 
and attractive, often pétillant, or slightly sparkling, it has 
made many friends, especially at the Ostellerie du Vieux 
Pérouges, near Lyon, where it is featured. As a commercial 
wine, it hardly exists, but is entitled to the V.D.Q.S. seal. 


MONTAGNY (Mawn-tan-ye). In general, the best white wine of 
the Céte Chalonnaise, in Burgundy. Made from the Char- 
donnay grape, dry, fresh, light, and clean-tasting, it deserves 
to be better known. 


MONTILLA (Mawn-tee-ya). Excellent, unusual, and all-too-little- 
known wine, produced in a district of arid, chalky hills, 
round the villages of Montilla and Los Moriles, south of 
Cordoba, in Spain. Until recently a large part of the pro- 
duction was shipped to Jerez and sold as Sherry, and the 
term Amontillado basically means a Sherry of the Montilla 
type, a “Montilla’d” wine. This operation is no longer legal, 
and Montilla-Los Moriles is now the proud possessor of an 
appellation of its own. Its main difference from Sherry is 











in the fact that it is rarely if ever fortified; made from the 
Pedro Ximenés grape grown on upland vineyards under a 
relentless sun, it has 15 to 16 percent of natural alcohol by 
volume, and even more when old. Like Sherry, it is made 
with flor yeasts, stored in ventilated bodegas, blended in 
soleras. During its youth, however, it is kept not in wood, 
but in huge earthenware jars, or tinajas, shaped like Roman 
amphoras, higher than a man. Like Sherry, it has its Finos 
and its Olorosos, though few of the latter and these rarely | 
sweetened. What is ordinarily sold is a very pale, clean, 
dry wine, possibly with less breed and bouquet than a first- 
class Fino Sherry or a Manzanilla, but perhaps pleasanter 
and easier to drink since it has not been fortified. It is 
served chilled both as an apéritif and as a table wine, espe- 
cially with mariscos, or shellfish. There are those, including 
this author, who think it better with clams or oysters than 
any other wine, including Chablis. 


MONT LA SALLE. Principal California vineyard of The Chris- 
tian Brothers, high up in the hills northwest of Napa. It 
takes its name from the founder of the Order, Jean Baptiste 


de la Salle. 


MONTRACHET (Mawn-rasch-shay). Extraordinary 37-acre vine- 
yard of the Cote d’Or, in Burgundy, producing the most cele- 
brated and most expensive dry white wine of France. Over 
half of its area lies within the communal limits of Puligny- 
Montrachet, the rest in Chassagne-Montrachet. It has given 
its name to both villages, as well as to a few specific, small 
plots of vines which directly adjoin it, notably Chevalier- 
Montrachet and Batard-Montrachet. Its wine, like all of 
the finest white Burgundies, is made entirely from the Char- 
donnay grape, and the total production amounts to hardly 
over a thousand cases a year. The name is said to come 
from the Latin Mons rachicensis, which became Mont- 
Rachat, or “Bald Hill”’—the “t” is still silent. and the 
barren hilltop behind the stony vineyards is covered with 
thin scrub and almost “bald,” even today. The vineyard 
itself is nevertheless probably the most valuable agricul- 
tural land in France, despite its small yield per acre, and its 
wine, rivaled in Burgundy only by that of its immediate 
neighbors, is wholly remarkable. Pale gold in color, with a 
hint of green, high in alcohol (rarely under 13 percent), 
with tremendous bouquet, flavor, and class, dry but with an 
underlying trace of luscious softness, especially in good 
years, it is, as someone has said, “not so much a wine as an 
experience.”

MOSELLE (Mo-ze//). (In German, MOSEL, pronounced Mo-z’l). 


The Moselle River rises in France, skirts the little Grand 
Duchy of Luxembourg, and then winds for nearly a hundred 
miles down one of the most beautiful valleys of western 
Germany, from Trier to where it joins the Rhine at Coblenz. 
Even in France there are a few vineyards along its banks, 
and others of greater extent in Luxembourg, but those of 
real consequence and international fame are all in Germany. 
Officially, the wine district is called Mosel-Saar-Ruwer (the 
latter being two of the Moselle’s small tributaries). There 
are some 20,000 acres under vines, of which perhaps one- 
quarter yield superior wine, and the average annual produc- 
tion is not far from 10 million gallons, 

Approximately at the latitude of Winnipeg, these are the 
northernmost commercial vineyards in the world. They are 
planted on unimaginably steep hillsides, on unfertile, slate 
soil, and the Riesling grape is grown almost exclusively. 
Apart from the wines of the two tributary valleys, the Saar 
and Ruwer (and these can be admirable), all of the best 
Moselles come from one central section of the main valley, 
the Mittel-Mosel, extending from Trittenheim some _ forty 
miles to Traben-Trarbach. Thin, tart, even acid in poor 
vintage years, Moselle wines at their best are perhaps the 
most delicate, the most fragrant and most distinguished of 
all white wines. They rarely exceed 11] percent of alcohol by 
volume, and often have substantially less. Pale, flowery, 
spicy, with great breed, they are like no other wines on 
earth. 

The finer Moselles carry on their labels, with a few rare 
exceptions, the name of the village, plus that of a specific 
vineyard, as Wehlener Sonnenuhr, from the town of Weh- 
len; Bernkasteler Doktor, from the town of Bernkastel; 
Ockfener Bockstein, from the Bockstein vineyard in the 
town of Ockfen. Most of them are estate-bottled, and their

Under American wine law, Moselle is considered a semi- 
generic name, and a California Moselle may legally be mar- 
keted, even if made from raisin grapes or table grapes. For- 
tunately, there seems to be little demand for such wines, 
which of course bear no resemblance to the German origi- 
nal, and the designation is now rarely used in the United 
States. 


MOULIERES, Domaine des (Mool-yare). One of the better vine- 


yards of Provence, northeast of Toulon, producing a rosé 
wine of excellent quality, shipped, like many others from 
this region, in a rather attractive, special, amphoralike 
bottle. 


MOULIN-A-VENT (Moo-lahn-ah-Vawn). Generally ranked as 


the finest wine of the Beaujolais, and almost always the 
most expensive; certainly, by a considerable margin, the 
longest-lived. The vineyards are partly in the commune of 
Romanéche-Thorins and partly in Chenas. They cover the 
slopes of a round hill, crowned with the ancient moulin-d- 
vent or windmill, which gave the vineyard and the wine its 
name. A good Moulin-a-Vent of a good year can almost be 
classified as a great wine; deep-colored, sturdy, rather high 
in alcohol (usually over 13 percent), it “fills the mouth,” as 
the French say, and at the same time has considerable

Muscats of 
one sort or another are widely planted in Italy, Southern 
France. Spain, Portugal, Greece, Tunisia, and on almost all 
of the Mediterranean islands, notably Sardinia, Sicily, Elba, 
Pantelleria, Cyprus, and the whole Aegean archipelago, 
also in Alsace, the Tyrol, and Hungary; and, of course, very 
widely in California. 

A catalogue of the various sorts of Muscat would be of 
more interest to a botanist than to a wine drinker: of those 
that produce sweet, fortified wine, perhaps the worst is the 
productive Muscat of Alexandria (and of California) ; 
perhaps the best is the Muscat doré de Frontignan. Then 
there is the Aleatico, which gives a red dessert wine, the 
Muscadelle, used in Sauternes, the Muscat Ottonel of Alsace, 
the Moscatello responsible for Italy’s Est Et Est, ete— 
but the list is endless. 


MUSIGNY (Moos-een-ye). One of the very greatest of red Bur- 


gundies, and the 25-acre vineyard from which it comes, 
directly above and behind the Clos de Vougeot, in the com- 
mune of Chambolle-Musigny, to which it has given its name. 
The total production is well under 2,000 cases a year (plus 
from 50 to 100 cases of an excellent dry white wine known 
as Musigny Blane). In delicacy, distinction, and that in- 
definable combination of qualities often called “breed.” 
Musigny is unsurpassed by any other red wine of the Céte 
d’Or, or indeed of the world, and equalled by few. Lighter 
and sometimes called “more feminine” than Chambertin, 
it belongs in the same noble and incomparable class and, 
especially since World War II, can easily hold its own 
against even Romanée-Conti. 


NAPA. Celebrated California wine district, the valley and county 


of this name, northeast of San Francisco. The valley’s lower 
end, south of the town of Napa, is on tidewater, and touches 
San Francisco Bay; the 1,800-foot summit of Mt. St. Helena, 
at its northern end, is often covered with snow as late as 
March. (This, a famous landmark, was so named by a 
Russian princess after her patron saint, in pre-American 
days. It is an extinct or at least inactive volcano, and 
geysers and hot springs in the village of Calistoga at its 
foot, attest to the fact.) The famous Silverado Trail. of 
which Robert Louis Stevenson wrote, runs up the east side 
of the valley, and vineyards have been planted on the 
gravelly valley floor and the adjoining foothills since before 
1860. 

Thus rich in history and tradition, Napa is also a strik- 
ingly beautiful bit of country, its vineyards running back 
into wooded hills, especially on the west, and a number 
of California’s most renowned wineries are strung along or 
near the main road. These include Inglenook. Beaulieu, 
Louis M. Martini, Beringer Bros.. Charles Krug, the so- 
called Greystone Winery of the Christian Brothers, and 
many smaller ones of considerable local fame—Mayacamas, 
Souverain, Schramsberg—set back in the hills. 

Essentially a district of table wines, Napa produces some 
of California’s best, notably Cabernet Sauvignons that can 
stand comparison with many of the chateau wines of Bor- 
deaux. sound Pinot Noirs and good Pinot Chardonnays, 
interesting wines from the Chenin Blanc (here often called, 
though wrongfully, White Pinot) and many others of the 
better varieties. Even on lesser and generic wines such as 
Claret. Burgundy, Chablis, and the like, an indication of 
Napa Valley origin is almost a guarantee of above-average 
quality.

You will notice that the man-made and synthetic 
are much in evidence in these serviceably elegant 
rooms. You will also notice that the well-known and 
familiar natural materials are still very much on 
the scene, too. Their practicality has been continually 
improving, thanks to such things as stain- and soil- 
resistant finishes, fade- and fume-resistant dyes, and 
moth preventives, to say nothing of the battery of new 
equipment, from air filters to washing machines, that 
help keep soil from accumulating and makes it easier 
to clean when it does occur. (See our special articles on 
built-in vacuum cleaning systems, page 145; on man- 
made fibers, page 148; on new cleaning tools page 
146; and on humidifiers and air cleaners, page 153.) 

The fact is that the natural and the synthetic have 
come to depend upon each other, each contributing its 
own particular virtue. Vinyl is backed with cotton, 
wool may be blended with nylon, leather and cork

Now you can have the extravagant 
softness and rich look of suede in an 


upholstery fabric you can wash clean 


The perishable look without perishability—that is what all 
the furnishings in these elegant rooms promise you. Even the 
high-style look of suede, with its luxurious, pleasant-feeling 
nap, has come into the easy-upkeep ranks. You could spill such 
devastators as port wine, blackberry brandy, coffee, butter, or 
mayonnaise on this suedelike upholstery fabric and have it come 
clean with a sponging of warm water and liquid detergent. Clear- 
ly, peanut-butter-and-jelly sandwiches could be safely eaten here. 
The fabric is basically vinyl, backed by knit cotton and flocked 
with a soft but durable surfacing of nylon. It is waterproof, 
and, because expanded or foam vinyl is part of its construction, 
it has a kind of elastic “memory,” so wrinkles sat into it come out 
of their own accord. It’s called “Nymarra,’” by Cohn-Hall-Marx. 
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durability without affecting the beauty of patina or 
texture, and wood may be laminated with plastics to 
protect its beautiful grain againsi scratch and stain. 

Perhaps the most flattering accolade that can be 
paid to the synthetics is that they have ceased to be 
nine-day wonders and have come inio their own 
proper places alongside the familiar age-old materials. 
In twenty-five years, and sometimes less, those that 
were worthy have proved themselves in performance. 
And because they’ve been subjected to continual de- 
sign refinement they are no longer suspect, as they 
once were, by such quality-conscious eritics as deco- 
rators who used to be reluctant to let a synthetic 
anything darken a client’s door or to be party to the 
novelty of a protective finish. But look at them now— 
elegantly pulling their weight to give you light, bright 
rooms with soft, luxurious appeal, rooms that tend 
not to attract soil to start with, that hardly show soil 


when it’s there, and that always look well cared for.

what materials are chosen?

@ The world of commercial furnishings has to some 
extent served as a testing ground for the durability 
of new materials. Wall coverings, floor coverings, up- 
holstery fabrics, curtains and draperies, and many 
other furnishings often get their start in places where 
durability is a vital financial necessity. In many 
cases, the same materials—or lighter-gauge versions 
of them—find their way into our homes. 

The hotel room offers a particularly tough test 
for any furnishing material. Cleanliness and attrac- 
tiveness are what the hotel has to sell, and it must 
resell them over and over again. The materials, then, 
not only must stand constant cleaning, but they must 
maintain a fresh, new look through it all. 

The rooms seen on the facing page and the two that 
follow are in the new Hilton Hotel in New York City. 
They were decorated by William Pahlmann Associates 
with an eye to both durability and elegance. We have 
identified (in drawings) the basic materials used in 
nearly all the important furnishings. It is interesting 
to note that both the newer synthetics and the tried- 


and-true natural fibers are represented.

Soil-retardant finishes can’t work 
miracles, but they will repel 
waterborne stains, even oil and grease. 


And they ll make grime easier to remove

@ The battle of man (or more often, woman) against dirt is 
as old as Noah’s ark. Just imagine how much of the stuff 
those animals must have tracked into his houseboat as they 
filed in, two by two. And how Noah’s wife and her daughters- 
in-law must have fretted about it! 

Until recent decades, there wasn’t too much anyone could 
do about dirt except deplore it and keep after it with elbow 
grease. Then the giants of American industry turned their 
attention to the subject. About a decade ago. the fruits of 
costly research by many of these large companies began to 
appear on the market. The housewife was beset from all 
sides with news of products and finishes, bearing those syn- 
thetic names that sound like military jargon and seeming 
to promise that life would forever be soil-free. 

Some of the products have since vanished, others have 
stolen silently to the sidelines. A few newcomers have ap- 
peared. The two constants remaining are the householder’s 
confusion—and the dirt, stains, and spots. But don’t be 
discouraged. The fact is that you can do something about 
keeping your home cleaner with less effort. 

There are finishes and treatments that can be applied to 
fabrics, rugs, wallpaper, and window shades to retard soil 
or to prevent spills from developing into minor tragedies. 
Some oi these applications can do both. Most of these pre- 
cautionary measures must be taken at the beginning, when 
you are furnishing or redecorating a room, upholstering a 


chair, or buying new curtains. 
None of them can accomplish miracles. You must realize 
that nothing yet invented will enable you to stop cleaning 


your home or to live recklessly. A white silk sofa kept near 


an open window a Manhattan apartment will not remain 


pristine no matter what you do to it beforehand. 

You must also decide whether the extra expense and the 
extra time of adding these finishes is worth while. If you 
live in an area where the air is clear and sootless, have 


decorated your home with rare furnishings that your well- 
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behaved friends are careful of, then you might well do with- 
out soil-retardants. But if you would like to install rather 
expensive mural wallpaper in your dining room or upholster 
your living-room furniture in pale colors, and you have 
growing children and are fond of giving informal parties, 
then these treatments may be a wise investment. 

Another bit of wisdom is to avoid the urge of do-it-your- 
self. Five or ten years ago, there were several consumer 
versions of these soil-retardant applications. Many of the 
industrial developers of these finishes have either with- 
drawn their consumer products or have refrained from mak- 
ing them. The chief reason is the unlikelihood that an indi- 
vidual can make these chemical discoveries perform their 
best in home bathtub or workshop. Even the “handiest andy” 
can’t be sure of applying the chemical evenly with a spray 
can or of achieving the conditions of extreme heat that insure 
durability of the finish. In most cases, you are better off 
entrusting the job to a professional and turning your talents 
elsewhere. 

Now to the specifics. 

There are two main groups of soil-retardant finishes for 
fabrics, the water-repellents and the fluoridizers. The water- 
repellents came on the market first. You probably heard of 
them in connection with wearing apparel before you learned 
that they could do a job in the home. These chemical 
processes put a kind of invisible slipcover over each fiber 
of the fabric that repels the coffee. carbonated beverages, 
and other liquids that may come in contact with the fabric. 
Some finishes lose their effectiveness after cleaning. Others 
are “durable,” which means that they survive laundering or 
dry-cleaning. 

Syl-mer, a silicone finish developed by Dow Corning, gives 
a fabric water-repellency and wrinkle resistance as well as 
resistance to waterborne stains like the aforementioned 
beverages. They can be blotted off with a cleansing tissue 
or a sponge. Syl-mer is durable. It will not make a fabric 
waterproof nor resistant to grease and oil stains. These must 
be removed by a solution of ammonia and water or a house- 
hold solvent. 

Other waterborne repellent finishes are American Cyan- 
amid’s Permel Plus and DuPont’s Zelan. Most of these 
finishes are applied while the fabric is still at the mill. 
Generally, the consumer has to watch for identifying tags on 
the decorative fabrics she buys to see if they have been so 
treated. Custom applications for individuals are not too easy 
to come by. (Syl-mer is used by many decorative-fabrics 
manufacturers, including Charles Bloom, Riverdale, and 
Burlington. Custom applications may be obtained through 
Artex Finishing, 895 Broadway, New York 11, and Permel 
Plus through Perma Dry Co., Inc., 3 West 17 Street. New 
York 11.) 

From now on you will be hearing more and more about 
the fluoridizers. These are the textile finishes that repel and 
resist oil and grease as well as waterborne stains. Six years 
ago. the Minnesota Mining and Manufacturing Co. came 
forth with its long-awaited Scotchgard, a fluorochemical 
that also works on the principle of impregnating fabric 
fibers with a chemical shield. This finish rejects a trio of 








household hazards—waterborne stains, oil-type stains, and 
dry soil. Spill coffee on a sofa, the upholstery fabric of which 
has been treated with Scotchgard. The liquid will “bead up” 
on the surface. You remove it by blotting it quickly and 
gently with cloth or tissue. Dry soil also sits up on the 
surface until you remove it with a vacuum cleaner or whisk 
broom. If the stain has seeped into the weave of the fabric 
between the fibers, it can be removed by dabbing the area 
with a solvent-dampened cloth. 

Fabric with a Scotchgard finish will not withstand con- 
stant assaults from muddy feet, gooey desserts, and urban 
soot, but under normal conditions it can cut down on clean- 
ing costs. The fabric may be dry-cleaned many times and 
still retain its protective power. 

But query the words “dry cleaning.” According to Jack 
Taylor of Perma Dry, an authority on textile finishes, you 
should specify solvent or “dry” cleaning although it is 
usually more expensive, unless you can be sure that, if a 
foam cleaner is used, all traces of the detergent will be 
removed. If a foam detergent is left to dry on treated fabric, 
the efficiency of the finish is reduced or lost. Be sure, also, 
that your fabric is tested before it is treated. Some imported 
(and expensive) decorative fabrics bleed in the treatment. 

Scotchgard can be applied to your fabric even in small 
yardages. Perma Dry accepts assignments from individuals 
anywhere in the United States. Many major sources of slip- 
cover and upholstery fabrics are offering their products 
ready-treated with Scotchgard (Knoll Associates, Herman 
Miller, Kens Risom, Bloomcraft-Charles Bloom, Riverdale 
Fabrics). It is offered as an extra with some furniture. 

DuPont’s fluorine-based textile finish has just made its 
debut on the market. It also repels and resists oil and water- 
borne stains and is said to be durable. The same cautions 
about dry cleaning that apply to Scotchgard are true with 
regard to Zepel. For the time being, Zepel is being applied 
only in textile mills, so the consumer must look for identi- 
fying tags on the fabrics she buys. As yet, she cannot send 
out her own fabric to be finished. (Spectrum, Charles Bloom, 
Riverdale, Schumacher, Tilbury, J. H. Thorp, Old Deerfield, 
and Edgar Fabrics are some of the concerns who will be 
treating their fabrics with Zepel.) For the time being, the 
availability of Zepel in the home-furnishings realm will be 
also limited by the fact that it is currently being applied 
only with a water solution. Scotchgard comes in water and 
solvent formulas, the latter being used for most upholstery 
fabrics. Many such fabrics, particularly silks, would be 
harmed by a water bath. 

On the question of dirt underfoot, chemists and carpet 
manufacturers tread softly. Textile finishes like Scotchgard 
do not work on carpets, because the friction caused by the 
steady march of feet over the pile soon destroys the protec- 
tive chemical shield. Furthermore, it is difficult to measure 
soil-retardance when it is a matter of soiling less quickly 
rather than actually snubbing stains. 

Several companies have developed products that are sup- 
posed to retard pick-up in carpets by coating them with 
an invisible dirt of their own. DuPont’s Ludox, American 
Cyanamid’s Juvenon, and Monsanto (Please turn to page 176)

® The answer is engineering. The bag and shoes were made with 
upholstery fabric engineered to resist the abrasion and _ soil 
expected in public seating (in trains, buses, airplanes, lobbies, 
etc.). This is a “new breed of cat” in the fabric world, so far 
known mainly to architects and other design professionals. 

How can a fabric be engineered for rigorous wear? 

Take the case of this one from Boris Kroll. Its warp is 
filament nylon, man’s most durable fiber. But it is also twisted 
12 times to be still stronger and more durable. And there are 
172 warp threads (of 200 denier) per inch, which means they 
are pretty tightly packed together. 

Then the fabric was given a finish of Scotchgard, which makes 
it resistant to water-based and grease-based stains; then backed 
with a coating of acrylic, which eliminates seam slippage, im- 
proves rayel resistance, minimizes curling, and improves tailor- 
ing properties. 

The piling up of so many technical capabilities produces re- 
sults, as the bag and shoes show. The handles of the bag where 
the hands hold it—a tough spot—show no soil. The shoes 
(which were never brushed or cleaned) show no spotting or 
staining or soiling, even though worn many times in rain and 
snow. Pretty tough tests indeed. 

Such fabrics obviously cost more than regular fabrics, at 
least initially. But if you figure the cost per year, the picture 
changes enormously. 

The Boris Kroll collection of engineered upholstery fabrics 
varies in price from $18 to $32 a yard, for 54-inch width. There 
are 2] different patterns in 272 color ways. The one used for 
the shoes and bag sells for $18. All must be ordered through

@ Industry has long used built-in vacuum-cleaning systems. 
Now, more than 20 companies are making them for home use. 
They’re expensive (typically, $600 installed), but they do 
a superb job of cleaning and do it quickly and easily. 

Many people think built-in vacuum systems are designed 
primarily for new houses. Actually, most systems are going 
into existing houses. Ordinarily it costs very little more 
than putting a system into a new house, since the small- 
diameter pipes can usually be run through basement or attic. 

Here is how a built-in system works: Located around the 
house are one or more vacuum inlets. They look something 
like electric outlets. They connect by concealed piping to 
a high-powered vacuum producer located in the basement, 
garage, or utility room. When you plug a flexible vinyl 
cleaning hose into one of the inlets, the system automatically 
comes on. Dirt, dust, and debris are sucked away to the 
remote collector. 

Most houses have three to five inlets. You can usually 
count on one inlet for every two rooms in the house, with 
perhaps an added inlet in garage or utility room. The vacuum 
hose and its wand will reach 25 feet, so inlets can be spaced 
40 feet or more apart. Even at this distance, one will always 
be within range. 

A good central vacuum system has a powerful suction. A 
power unit may weigh 75 pounds; you couldn't carry a unit 
that big around the house. It’s rugged. It can pick up 
broken glass or nails without damage. It will even take 
cinders and dirt from your garage floor and clean the ashes 
out of your fireplace. 

It never raises dust because it pulls all the air to the 
central collector. From here, all good central systems exhaust 
air outdoors. Getting rid of fine particles and pollen is 
a special benefit to people with allergies. Heavy dirt is 
deposited in the collector, which usually requires emptying 
every two to six months. One variety of central system 
never requires emptying. It connects to the house plumbing, 
and all dirt is flushed down the drain. 

Because of its extra-strong suction, a central system gets 
the dirt out of the fiber of rugs. Grit down in the threads cuts 
the fibers. and this is what wears rugs out. Pick up almost 
any rug that has no rubber backing and under it you will 
very often find dirt that has sifted through. A central 
vacuum will pull this dirt up through the rug, and out. A 
control on the cleaning wand of some systems lets you vary 
the amount of suction for draperies, upholstered furniture, 
or such light tasks as emptying ashtrays. 

After several months of using a central system, you will 
notice that the house is not as dusty as before. This is 
because dust from all sources—draperies, rugs, cracks in floor, 
tops of door frames—is gradually eliminated from the house. 
The house becomes progressively cleaner and easier to clean. 
It is likely to reduce the load on furnace filters. They will 
require cleaning or replacing less frequently. 

A central system is for all cleaning needs. The vacuum

Man-Made Fabrics’? 


e To insure the rosiness of your housekeeping future, you owe 
it to yourself to know the names of the man-made ingredients 
now used in so many home-furnishings fabrics, and the kind 
of performance to expect of them. 

Chemical companies that supply the raw materials and the 
manufacturers who use them to make finished goods con- 
sistently try to make the public aware of what these materials 
are. Stores attempt to train their sales staffs, and the Federal 
Trade Commission insists that most woven fabrics be labeled 
with the generic names of their fiber content. 

But the burden of learning is still with you, the consumer, 
for it is possible to come across the misinformed sales clerk who 
blandly calls everything “nylon,” and the fiber-content labels 
won't mean much to you if you don’t know how the fibers are 
supposed to behave. As you shop. you will also find blends or 
mixes of different synthetics with each other and with natural 
materials, the idea being that each material will contribute its 
own individual virtue to the fabric. Know the acknowledged 
virtues and shortcomings and you will be better able to judge 
how the fabric will fill your particular need. 

To help you familiarize yourself with the man-made fibers 
and plastics most frequently found in curtaining, drapery, and 
upholstery fabrics, in carpeting and pliable wall coverings, 
here we list them by their generic or family names, with a 
thumbnail sketch of their family traits and some of their better- 
known trade names and makers. Products of individual makers 
may vary. but the essential characteristics will remain the same. 


Acetate—Shower curtains: in blends with other fibers in cur- 
tain, drapery. and upholstery fabrics.

@ The materials you use when you build, remodel, or re- 
decorate will determine how much time, money, and effort 
you have to spend on maintenance. The following are ma- 
terials that require the least attention to stay at their best. 
In most cases you can buy them from your retail dealer. 
If you cannot locate a dealer or if you require further in- 
formation, the addresses of the manufacturers mentioned are 
listed on page 192. 





Much of the soil that comes into the house finds its way 


to the floor. The constant scuffing, scratching, and denting 
from furniture and foot traffic increase the problem of main- 
tenance. The materials that can help reduce maintenance 
are those with sufficient density to resist abrasion and 
ground-in dirt and those with a pattern or texture that tends 
to camouflage the inevitable soiling. 

In general it pays to avoid solid colors, especially black 
or white. A nonshiny, slightly textured surface reveals less 
dirt to the eye than a shiny, smooth surface. The smooth 
surface, however, is easier to clean. 

Even the seams in a smooth material can collect and hold 
dirt. A kitchen 12 by 18 feet, floored with nine-inch tiles, 
has more than 600 feet of seams. The same area covered with 
sheet material six feet wide would have only a single seam 
18 feet long. This is why hospitals, labs, “white rooms,” 
and other places where cleanliness is critical use sheet floor- 
ing. For the ultimate in cleanability, sheet vinyl can be heat- 
sealed at the seams to make it completely seamless. 


VINYL TILE AND SHEET is one of the most-used flooring 
materials today. It comes in a wide variety of finishes and 
patterns. Standard tile is nine by nine inches, a standard 
roll is six feet wide. It comes as solid vinyl 4¢” or 14” 
thick, or it may be a layer of solid vinyl bonded to a backing 
of another material. The wearing surface, however, is vinyl. 
which combines remarkable durability and exceptional brighi- 
ness of color. 

There are solid colors, variegated colors, patterns, and 
“inlay” in both rolls and tiles. Inlaid vinyl is made by 
suspending pieces of colored vinyl in a clear vinyl base. 
The result is a tough, colorful, homogeneous material. This 
is usually bonded to a special backing. 

Flooring laid in sheets tends to hide minor irregularities 
in the subfloor. The heavier (thicker) grades of tile cover 
irregularities better than the lighter grades. And, of course, 
a smooth surface wears more evenly and is easier to clean. 

Vinyl also comes in textured surfaces that suggest flag- 
stone, travertine, or rough-sawn wood (Amtico and Con- 
goleum Nairn). Most major companies make vinyl flooring 


in one form or another. 


VINYL-ASBESTOS is a mixture of these two materials. It 
retains the lower price of asphalt tile—with which it is often 
confused—but adds the cleanability of vinyl. Vinyl-asbestos 
requires but half the maintenance of asphalt, has 25 percent 
longer life span. Compared to solid vinyl, it doesn’t have the 
gloss or purity of color. With less gloss it doesn’t show 
scratches, nicks, or soil as readily. Comes in textured mosaics, 
flagstone, and woodgrain patterns (Kentile). 


VINYL-COATED materials are not vinyl all the way through, 
but only on the wearing surface, where it counts most. The 
clear vinyl surface reveals the character and color of the 
basic material. 

VINYL-COATED CORK is one of the easiest of all floors 








to maintain. It doesn’t show soiling, doesn’t demand 
waxing. (Armstrong Cork). Cork without the vinyl 
surface is considerably more difficult to maintain. 
VINYL-COATED WOOD VENEERS are available in genuine 
walnut, mahogany, cherry, birch, and others. The 
graining helps disguise soiling. Comes in tiles, planks 
(Truwood). 

VINYL-COATED VINYL-ASBESTOS TILE is available in a 
style that contains real marble chips, suggests terrazzo. 
This combination of materials provides durable beauty 
at low cost (Azrock Floor Products). 

VINYL-FINISHED PARTICLE BOARD comes in tiles and 
strips for flooring. It is similar in appearance to cork, 
but has durability of hardest wood (Forrest Industries). 


SPECIAL-FORMULA FLOORINGS produced by individual 

manufacturers are one of a kind, and each has particular, 

useful characteristics. 
LINOTILE is a specially processed linoleum tile. It is so 
dense that dirt does not penetrate or cling to it. It 
requires only sweeping to stay in top condition, can go 
weeks without mopping. The design is utilitarian rather 
than high-style (Armstrong Cork). 
VISTELLE contains Hypalon, a tough, synthetic rubber. 
It looks like all-vinyl, but is more durable, more soil- 
resistant, and more expensive (Armstrong Cork). 
DURESQUE, a combination of colored chips and liquid 
glaze, can be solidified over almost any firm surface to 
produce a seamless, resilient floor. There are no cracks 
to collect dirt. Unaffected by stiletto heels. It is applied 
on the job by professional applicators (Torginol, Inc.). 
URETHANE-COATED CORK combines the beauty of cork 
with a low-maintenance coating. Available in squares 
and random planks (Kentile). 
TERRAZZO is an ancient floor covering of remarkable 
beauty and durability. It is installed by putting marble 
chips in cement and grinding the surface down smooth 
after the cement has set. It is low-maintenance only 
when properly applied. Cheap terrazzo may crack ex- 
cessively, be too porous, and require regular sealing and 
waxing. Properly installed, with initial sealing and wax- 
ing, good terrazzo needs only occasional wet-mopping 
with neutral detergent especially formulated for this 
use. Because good installation is so important, don’t buy 
on price. Use a contractor who is a member of a state 
or national association; most better contractors are. 
EPOXY TERRAZZO has marble chips set in epoxy instead 
of cement. It is only 14” thick, as compared with the 
standard 1” thickness. Has the easy-maintenance char- 
acteristics of quality terrazzo (Union Carbide Plastics). 


FINISHES FOR WOOD FLOORING can preserve the tradi- 
tional warmth and beauty of wood and make it easier to 
care for than ever before. 
CATALYZED RESIN is a new finish for application to 
existing wood floors. Called Target, it is more durable 
than standard varnish, doesn’t have the yellow tinge 
of urethane (Wm. Zinsser). 
URETHANE VARNISH is more durable than spar varnish. 
It’s so tough that roller skating won’t hurt it. Needs no 
waxing or polishing. Sweep or damp-mop. Most major 
paint companies make it. 
EPOXY PAINTS AND VARNISHES are most durable of all. 
These maintenance-free coatings are available for 
wood or concrete. They’re expensive—$15 to $18 a 
gallon. Made by many major paint companies. 


CERAMIC TILE has always been a low-maintenance material 
wherever used. But in the past, the cement (grout) in the 
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joint lines has stained and been hard to clean. Such is not 
the case today. 
NEW EPOXY GROUT that is waterproof and stainproof 
eliminates previous maintenance problems. It can be 
used with any ceramic tile. If your tile man doesn’t 
know about it, tell him it is called UG-II, and can be 
obtained from Cambridge Tile Mfg. Co., Hydroment, 
Inc., L&M Tile Products Inc., The Upco Co. 
FOR REGROUTING existing installations, these companies 
make a formulation called AAR-II. 
FOR CLEANING OLD GROUT, a new product called 
Forum Tile and Grout Cleaner makes this tedious 
job easier to do, but complete removal of deep-seated 
oil stains may be impossible (Miraplas Tile Co.). 
SPECIAL SEALERS for ceramic tile, grout lines, terrazzo, 
concrete, wood, and resilient floors can make main- 
tenance easier (Hillyard). 


FLAGSTONE, SLATE, AND BRICK can be easy to care for 
if well laid and properly sealed and waxed. All they need is 
sweeping and occasional damp-mopping. 
SEALERS AND WAXES are made especially for masonry 
surfaces (Trewax). 


URETHANE is also an effective sealer for masonry. 





Though walls accumulate much less dirt than floors do, 
there comes a time when every wall must be cleaned. If the 
surface resists dirt, cleaning can be less often. If easily done, 
it takes less time. Where furniture goes against a wall, 
abrasion can be a problem. A tough surface is needed. 

The principle of using pattern and texture, to diffuse the 
light and camouflage wear and soil, applies to walls as well 
as to floors. 


UNFINISHED OR STAINED WOOD, particularly rough- 
sawn paneling (like cedar, redwood, fir), requires almost no 
maintenance; an occasional brushing or vacuuming will do. 
A new rough-sawn fir or redwood for use on interior walls 
and exposed ceiling is Weldwood Planktex (U.S. Plywood). 


PREFINISHED PANELING of solid hardwood is available 
with a new clear, baked-on, resin-based lacquers which are 
generally superior to any finish that can be applied after 
installation (Townsend Lumber Co.). 


PREFINISHED PLYWOOD is more durable and mainte- 
nance-free than ever. 
VIDENE COATING, available, in a clear matte finish, 
provides a surface unharmed by alcohol, moisture, 
lipstick, crayon, grease. (Coating from Goodyear Tire 
and Rubber. Finished product, “Permagard,”’ U.S. 
Plywood. “Lifeclad,” Simpson Logging Co., Weyer- 
haeuser Co.) 
CATALYZED RESIN COATING makes plywood resistant 
to stains, mars, scratches, is guaranteed for the life of 
the house (Georgia-Pacific). 


PREFINISHED HARDBOARD provides a new kind of 

decorative surface for this familiar, durable material. 
MASONITE has a new Deco Design series in white and 
off-white panels that suggest leather, travertine, tex- 
tured plaster, wood. Can be coated with lacquer, var- 
nish, or wax for added durability (Masonite Corp.). 
MELAMINE-COATED hardboards are available in high- 
and satin-gloss finishes in solid colors and simulated

save labor on installation and maintenance. Called 
Lamidall (Woodall Industries). 

WOOD FIBER PATTERN of Weytone hardboard has a 
lustrous, baked-on finish, smooth as marble. Needs no 
finish, but can be painted. Resists soil, washes easily. 
Comes in plain or perforated panels, and V-grooved 
plank or block patterns (Weyerhaeuser ). 


UNFINISHED PARTICLE BOARD has a density and varie- 
gated coloration that help keep maintenance down. Especially 
useful for sliding doors. Made by many manufacturers. 


PLASTIC LAMINATES with new brushed finish resist 
scratches. show no fingerprints, clean with damp cloth. V-12 
by Formica (Formica), Lo-Glare by Micarta (U.S. Plywood). 


GYPSUM WALLBOARD, or plasterboard, covered at factory 
with a vinyl plastic fabric such as is used on luggage; repels 
stains, resists abrasion, washes with soap and water. Called 
Durasan (National Gypsum). 


STAINLESS STEEL is easily cleaned once you know the 
secret of using a little ammonia or lemon oil. Especially 
good wall covering to use where there’s heat and splatter. 
STAINLESS STEEL TILES (Vikon Tile Corp. or Metal 
Products Co.). 
STAINLESS STEEL IN ROLLS is a pressure-sensitive “wall- 
paper.” Paper-thin, it relies on a firm backing for 
durability (Fasson Products). 


PLASTIC WALL TILE is available in attractive matte finish 
(Arterest Products). 


MARBLE AND CERAMIC TILE are wipe-clean surfaces in 
a vast range of colors and textures. Install with stainproof 
grout as described under section on Floors. 


MASONRY, such as stone, block, brick, requires only occa- 
sional vacuuming. 
SILICONE FINISH such as Silox makes porous masonry 
much easier to clean (Empire Varnish Co.). 
TILE-LIKE FINISH can be applied with epoxy enamel. 
This is made by many major paint companies. 





Ooi iiirecy 


Although the ceiling is least effected by dirt and abrasion, 
it, too, must be cleaned from time to time. It is the most 
laborious surface to clean, and the easier the job, the better. 
If you want the ceiling to match the walls, choose a material 


that can take the more rugged demands of a wall surface. 


UNFINISHED OR STAINED WOOD provides a permanent 
ceiling that never has to be redone and needs only occasional 
vacuuming. Cedar, redwood, fir. or Western hemlock are all 
good. Low-cost woods such as G-P unsanded sheathing can 


also be used (Georgia-Pacific ). 


UNFINISHED FIBERBOARD SHEATHING can be used to 
create a rough brown surface that needs no attention. A good 


example is Temlok. (Armstrong). 
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VINYL-COATED CEILING TILE for bath, kitchen, or play- 
room is washable and glossy. Called Nu-Wood (Wood Con- 


version Co.). 

MELAMINE-COATED CEILING BLOCKS provide a tough, 
smooth surface that catches little dirt (Marlite). 
SUSPENDED CEILINGS with vinyl or fiber-glass luminous 
panels and washable vinyl-surface acoustical panels are pro- 


duced by many manufacturers. Check with your local elec- 


trical or lighting suppliers. 


Window Sills 





WINDOW SILLS call for special consideration. Wood sills 
require frequent repainting to keep them at their best. The 
surface is affected by sun, cold and, occasionally, condensa- 
tion from the glass. Serious staining is often caused by flower- 
pots on the sill. There are some good new developments in 
weatherproofing this vulnerable surface. 
MARBLE AND CERAMIC TILE are excellent window-sill 
materials. A less expensive substitute for marble is 
crushed marble mixed with special plastic. It is almost 
totally unaffected by stains. Called Bellamar (Bertol 
Industries, Adhesive Products Div.) and Komar (Ko- 
mar Corp.). 
PLASTIC SILLS come with some window units. They 
have a wood finish. Impervious to moisture, clean with 
a damp rag (Anderson Corp.). 
FIBER-GLASS-REINFORCED RESIN sills look like stone. are 
not affected by moisture (Woodall). 
EPOXY PAINT can be used to good effect on window sills. 
PLASTIC LAMINATES, commonly used for counters, 
make durable, wipe-clean sills. 


Counter Tops 





COUNTER TOPS must take the impact and abrasion re- 
quired of a work surface, be easy to clean, and maintain 
their good looks. For cleanliness, seams and joints should be 
avoided wherever possible. To protect kitchen counters from 
cuts and burns, always use a board for cutting and chopping. 
and a tile or metal surface for pans just off the stove. A 
scarred counter top is much harder to clean. 


PLASTIC LAMINATES, widely used for kitchen and bath- 
room counters, can be formed to eliminate seams. No 
plastic laminate is designed to take high temperatures 
or be used as a cutting board. Wood cutting block in- 
serts for existing counters are installed with stainless- 
steel rim (John Marontate Co.). 

CERAMIC TILE AND MARBLE are classic work-top ma- 
terials. They are more useful than ever, now that they 
can be installed with stainless grout. 

STAINLESS STEEL has great resistance to stain and de- 
terioration, and is one of the easiest surfaces to main- 
tain. Can be formed into seamless counters of any 
conformation, with sink included as an integral part 
(Elkay Mfe. Co., Ryan Mfg. Co., St. Charles Mfg. Co.). 
VINYL COUNTER COVERING to match the floor, if desired. 
is a seamless sheet material (Armstrong Cork). 
PLYWOOD COVERED WITH POLYESTER FILM is suitable 
for table tops, counter tops and similar uses. Called 


VyPly (VyPly Corp.). 
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How to clean your house 


by cleaning the air 


A primary source of dirt in your house is 


the air itself. Three machines can help 


eliminate this dirt: 


1. An electronic air 


cleaner. 2. A humidifier. 3. A dehumidifier 


© Most of the dirt that gradually dulls the clean, pure colors 
of your furnishings and becomes a grimy film on mirrors 
and polished surfaces was once airborne dust. Eliminate 
these tiny particles before they land and take hold, and 
you've saved yourself hours of housecleaning. 

An important new way to attack this dust is with a fas- 
cinating new machine called the electronic air cleaner. 
Actually, it is not entirely new. It has been used for years 
in hospitals, laboratories, and other places where clean- 
liness is of vital importance. What is new is that it has been 
scaled down and perfected for home use, and that many 
varieties are now available. 

Ordinary furnace filters remove only five to eight percent 
of the particles in the air passing through them. Electronic 
air cleaners will remove from 80 to 98.5 percent (verified 
by the Bureau of Standards “Dust-Spot test method”) of 
the particles. More important, it will remove the small 
particles, often microscopic in size, that are responsible for 
most staining and soiling. It eliminates the spores of molds 
and mildews and the greasy smoke that puts a dulling film 
on your belongings. Almost nothing can escape it. That’s 
why electronic cleaners are used so widely to bring relief 
to allergy sufferers and why they can make the air in your 
house almost mountain-top clean. . 

An electronic air cleaner can be attached to your present 
warm-air furnace. Replacing a section of return-air duct, it 
will clean the air as it is circulated by your furnace blower. 
Here is how a typical system works. The air first passes 
through an ordinary mechanical filter that removes large 
particles. It then goes through an “ionizer” which gives the 
remaining particles a positive electric charge. Passing into a 
chamber of alternately negative- and positive-charged plates, 
the particles are attracted by the negative plates and repelled 
by the positive ones. The result is that they are hurled with 
considerable force onto the negative plates and stick there. 
Almost everything (even the particles in tobacco smoke) 
gets trapped by these plates. 

Twice a year, usually, the accumulated dust has to be 
washed off these plates. This is done by hand or by a built-in 
wash system. The wash system can be entirely automatic. In 


one case, dirt passes from the plates to disposable mats. 

Typical cost of a central air-cleaning system like this is 
$500, installed. If you have no heating or air-conditioning 
duct system at present, you will have to install one, and 
a circulating fan. This can easily add several hundred dol- 
lars more. Electronic cleaners operate on ordinary 115-volt 
house current, so no special wiring is required. Operating 
cost is roughly two to three cents a day. 

The air cleaner we have described comes in two pre- 
dominant styles. One is the “CFM-rated” or cabinet style, the 
larger of the two and available in 15 different sizes to match 
the particular size and needs of your furnace. The other is 
the “slim-line” style, and until recently it was available in 
only one size to fit all furnaces. Now there is also a larger 
double-celled model, but its space-saving design is still an 
outstanding feature. The aim is easier installation and mar- 
keting. A dealer need stock only one size, if he wishes, and 
he can fit all furnaces. 

In both cabinets and slim-lines you will find different 
brand names on identical cleaners. This is because many 
manufacturers do not make their own cleaner, but distribute 
the cleaner of another manufacturer under their own label. 

Both the cabinets and slim-lines are known as “two-stage 
precipitators.” They all have an ionizing section and a 
charged plate section. 

There is still another kind of electronic device on the 
market for cleaning air. It has only one stage. What it 
amounts to is a mechanical filter that has been given a charge 
of electricity. It thus cleans air by both mechanical and 
electrostatic action. The filter area is large, usually 10 to 15 
times that of ordinary furnace filters. 

These “charged media” systems, as they are called, cost 
less, typically $225, installed, but they may be 40- to 70- 
percent efficient as compared with the 80- to 98.5-percent 
efficiency of the two-stage precipitator type. The filter media 
may not require periodic cleaning. (Some-do.) Most require 
annual replacement. The cost: $15 to $25. 

Many electronic systems offer an activated charcoal filter 
as an option. It removes odors and unwanted gases. Some 


have germicidal devices. Even (Please turn to page 180)

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@ Although people think the chief value of perennials is 
the color they bring to the garden, their foliage is of 
vital importance to the long-term esthetic effect. 

All sorts of foliage, in contrasting groups—bold foliage; 
stiff, spiky, or grassy foliage; graceful, divided leaves—are 
needed for diversity. The beauty of a perennial border results 
from its variety of plants and the contrast of the different 
groups in color, form, and texture. 

Just as we put fernlike or airy, delicate plants, such as 
gypsophila, or dainty white sprays of Stevia into a bouquet 
for the house to soften the effect and enhance the beauty 
of the flowers, so we should use finely cut foliage in the 
perennial border to add grace, lightness, and charm to the 
floral display and to act as a foil for nearby plants with a 
more definite foliage outline. 

One of the best and loveliest for this airy foliage effect 
is the old-fashioned bleeding heart (Dicentra spectabilis), 
which appears very early in the spring and is particularly 
useful for shady spots. Its arching sprays are nearly hori- 
zontal, and the little red hearts swing clear of the stalks, 
a distinctive and charming effect in the border. The lacy 
foliage lasts a long time, particularly if it is not crowded 
and is given plenty of water. 

An even better dicentra, although not so tall-growing, is 
fringed or plumy bleeding heart (D. eximia). The plant 
carries its fine feathery foliage all through the summer, 
growing about a foot high and covered with racemes of 
pretty, narrow, heart-shape flowers of pale pink, which 


bloom over a long period of time. D. eximia grows equally

well in sun or shade—a most accommodating and useful plant. 

There are dicentra hybrids, too, with a finely cut foliage. 
One has handsome blue-green leaves and rosy flowers. One 
has light silvery-green foliage, which forms a perfect back- 
ground for the blush-pink flowers, produced in profusion 
all summer and even into the autumn.

The traditional Bermudian house is 
therefore, in some ways, little more than 
an English cottage adapted to a new set 
of conditions. It was influenced in its 
details. as were the smaller houses of 
England, by the great houses in the 
Italian manner being built in England 
at the time. The same statement could 
be made about the “colonial” houses of 
New England. 

The first houses built on the island 
were wooden, predominantly cedar, and 
roofed with palmetto thatch. But in 
time. because of the growing shortage 
of wood caused by intensive ship-build- 
ing and by a cedar blight, and becaus2 
the palmetto thatch was quite vulner- 
able to the mid-Atlantic winds, other 
ways of building were sought. 

It was found that the aeolian lime- 
stone. of which the island is largely 
composed, was a more than satisfactory 
substitute. It is easily worked when 
freshly quarried. [t soon hardens into 
a material that is quite durable in that 


climate. (It has not always proved so 


has to offer us 


durable in other climates.) This stone 
was used for the building of walls and 
cut into slates for covering the roofs. 
Steeply pitched to make them better re- 
sistant to water, these roofs, with their 
strong horizontal lines produced by 
the thick edges of the stone shingles, 
have become an easily recognized char- 
acteristic of Bermudian houses. Their 
whiteness, also a part of this charac- 
teristic, is the result of a law requir- 
ing that the roofs be given a fresh coat 
of lime at least once each year. While 
this requirement contributes greatly to 
the appearance of the island, it is not 
required for appearance alone. The only 
source of salt-free water on the island

is collected from the roofs and stored 
in cisterns. The repainting helps to as- 
sure a cleaner water supply. 

These roofs, all quite similar in char- 
acter, give a high degree of unity to the 
manmade scenery of the island. This 
unity, however. is delightfully varied by 
the custom of painting the walls, plas- 
tered with cement, in a harmonious 
range of pastel colors. Appropriate as 
this custom seems in this setting, it is a 
little difficult to say how and where the 
practice originated. It is found in most 
of the regions having tropical or sub- 
tropical climates. Quite probably it de- 
veloped out of a realistic recognition of 
climatic needs, because these lighter 
colors are more heat-reflective. (In re- 
sponse to the same climatic problem, 
light-colored roofs are now becoming a 
characteristic of houses in the southern 
half of the United States.) But this cus- 
tom may have developed also because 
these lighter. pastel colors do seem ap- 
propriate in association with the tex- 
tures and colors of the plants of these 
regions. 

The exterior treatment of walls and 
roofs is, however, only a part of a total 
response to conditions that may have 
a determining influence upon the char- 
acteristics of buildings.

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New furniture in the Bermuda tradition 


Inspired by Bermuda’s own distinctive 
colonial design, this new group of furniture 
adapts with particular deftness to the 


needs of modern American living

@ Sojourners in Bermuda, happily involved with its multiple 
vacation joys. don’t always realize that this mid-ocean 
island is also a little treasury of distinctively local furniture 
heirlooms. You will see them in the homes of old Bermuda 
families or in such museums as the Henry Tucker House 
in St. George’s and Verdmont in Smith’s Parish. To Amer- 
icans they have a familiarly satisfying appeal, and well 
they might. for Bermuda’s settlers were English contem- 
poraries of those who settled in our own colonies, bringing 
with them the same kind of design memory and adapting 
it to the practical demands of their new life. 

Perceptively. Kroehler Mfg. Co., aware of this furniture’s 
suitability for American homes, working in consultation with 
Lurelle Guild, historian of Bermudiana. created a group of 
52 pieces. all copies or derivations of Bermuda heirlooms. 


Called “Crown Colony,” it is shown on these four pages. 
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Characteristically Bermudian motifs evolved in early furniture. 
like the St. George arch that patterns the cut-out footboard of 
this “Governor's Bed” and the scalloped semicanopy, which is 
scaled to fit moderate-size rooms. Bedspread, Morgan-Jones.

FURNITURE IN THE BERMUDA TRADITION continued 


The prototypes of this furniture were the Bermudian col- 
onizer’s adaptation of the Queen Anne designs they had 
known in England, a transference of Old World elegance to a 
new climate and way of life. In the hands of the first cabinet- 
makers, who were usually shipwrights trained in a forthright 
and sturdy handling of the island’s indigenous cedar, the 
courtly lines became more substantial, flowery ornament dis- 
appeared, and the bales and hinges acquired the clean brass 
solidity of ship’s hardware.

® The satisfaction of making something useful out of what 
others regard as having no value goes deeper than merely 
saving money. For one thing, it proves we have the eye for 
recognizing beauty wherever we find it, even under coats 
of dust and though it bears the scars and scratches of 
unkind years. We aren’t guided only by price tags. 

For another, it’s an activity that satisfies our creative 
urge. In many cases, we will have taken something that 
has no beauty in itself, but the ingenuity and inventive- 
ness which we have applied to it will have made it beauti- 
ful. In other cases, we will have rescued and given new life 
to something of beauty whose life appeared at an end. 
Giving a fine old door, a wonderful mantelpiece, or a 
fanciful iron fence a chance to live again is like having 
done a good deed. There isn’t enough beauty in the world 
to let any of it perish. 

That’s why getting something for nothing is really only 
part of the reward of scavenging. There are many other 
pleasures in proving your mettle and refusing to bow to the 
precept that what is good is inevitably expensive.

@ You may search, but you're not 
likely to find a plant of any greater 
versatility, or one that’s any easier 
to grow, than the nasturtium. It is 
so nearly failure-proof that a child 
can grow it easily. In fact, the nas- 
turtium is a fine plant for arousing 
a child’s interest in gardening. It is 
something of a botanical paradox. 
If they are grown in rich soil or are 
fertilized, nasturtiums grow masses 
of giant-size leaves but display few 
flowers. 

While some nasturtium species 
are perennials, others are annuals; 
their only difference is that the 
perennial type has tuberous under- 
ground stems. All are herbs. Ex- 
cept for the dwarf type, all can 
climb because of the sensitivity of 
their leaf stalks. They can attach 
themselves to and climb anything 
that they contact. The fact that all 
types of nasturtiums are native to 
a broad region of Latin America 
that

their perennial types cannot be 
over-wintered outdoors in the north- 
ern regions of the United States.

should, in the fall, fill pots with 
soil to which no humus or fertilizer 
has been added and plant the seeds 
in the pots to a depth of one inch.

Seed 
may be sown in August for flower- 
ing in October, or at a later date 
or at intervals for a succession of 
bloom.

Started in either manner, 
the pots should be placed in a 
cool-to-moderately-warm sunny win- 
dow or porch.

used. Their soil should be kept 
moist but never soggy-wet. 


In the garden 


Most persons, nevertheless, treat 
nasturtiums as a spring and sum- 
mer garden subject. As such, they 
should be planted in full sun in 
cooler climates but in light shade 
in hot-summer climates (as in the 
deep South) because they do not 
tolerate too much heat. They thrive 


in dry, sandy, or gravelly soil. 
However, they will grow in any 


gearden loam if it is well drained. 
But the richer the soil. the greater 


their leaf growth and the slower 
they are to flower. And once they 
flower they do so less profusely. 

Nasturtium seed should be sown 
one inch deep in the garden after 
the danger of frost has passed. 
However, they can be started in- 
doors—in the house or in a green- 
late winter and trans- 
planted outdoors when frost no 
longer threatens. Their seed should 
come up in ten days, and their

from six to eight weeks later. They 
should flower profusely for two or 
three months thereafter.

Humidifier or dehumidifier? 


You can attack dirt in the air 
from another angle. It is essential 
that you do if you want air that is 
the best for you as well as for your 
house. You attack it by controlling 
humidity. No heating-cooling sys- 
tem is complete without such con- 
trol. 

When air is dry, as it is in a 
heated house where no provision 
has been made for effectivé humidi- 
fication, there is more dust. Dirt 
particles break up as they dry out 
and these lighter particles are eas- 
ily stirred into the air. Fabrics be- 
come brittle and tiny hairs float off 
into space. 

Because dry air is also conducive 
to the formation of static electricity, 
the dust in the air is attracted to 
many surfaces and materials in the 
room where these static charges 
collect. Like the plates in an elec- 
tronic cleaner, these surfaces liter- 
ally pull the dust out of the air. 

Too-humid air creates housekeep- 
ing problems, too. When humidity 
is high, (upholstery, 
draperies. rugs, etc.) become damp. 
A: damp rag picks up soil better 
than a dry one. and damp furnish- 


furnishings 


ings soak up and hold soil almost 


gs s 
as if they were blotters. Humidity 
also encourages the development of 
molds and mildews. 
electronic cleaner, their spores can 
invade every cranny of the house. 
Mildews not only attack and ruin 
furnishings, but paint on the 
walls isn’t safe from their infesta- 
tion. Finally, high humidity means 
dripping pipes and plumbing fix- 
tures and sweating concrete slabs, 


If you have no 
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and you know what a nuisance they 
are. 

The answer is control of hu- 
midity, adding moisture by means 
of a humidifier when air is too dry; 
removing it, when necessary, by 
means of a dehumidifier. In winter, 
in heated homes, a relative humid- 
ity of 40 per cent (or between 35-50 
per cent) is the usual goal. A rela- 
tive humidity of 40 per cent means 
the air is at 40 per cent of its mois- 
ture capacity. Because capacity in- 
creases with temperature, when we 
heat cold air, its relative humidity 
drops. In a typical house we must 
add about a gallon per day per 
room to bring humidity up to toler- 
able levels. 


The facts about humidifiers 


Good humidifiers can convert six 
gallons or more per day into vapor. 
One type does it by atomization. It 
ereates a thick, finely atomized fog 
of water vapor which is introduced 
into the ductwork of a warm- 
air furnace and thus circulated 
throughout the house. These hu- 
midifiers can also be installed in- 
dependently of the heating system, 
and are available both in portable 
and console models. 

In hard-water areas, atomizing 
humidifiers should be used in con- 
junction with a demineralizer, a 
simple device which removes most 
of the minerals from the water. 
Otherwise you may have a discern- 
able fallout of white mineral dust 
in your rooms. 

Another good humidifier type 
evaporates rather than atomizes the 
water. It employs a wheel, covered 
with an absorbent plastic foam 
which dips through a pan of water 
as it revolves. Warm air blowing 
over the soaked pad absorbs mois- 
ture which is carried by the furnace 
ductwork through the house. There 
is no mineral fallout problem with 
this type of humidifier, but it re- 
quires more maintenance. The pad 
usually must be cleaned two or 
three times during the heating sea- 
son and eventually replaced. You 
can get one kind of drum humidi- 
fier with an automatic flush. That 
reduces maintenance requirements. 

Highest quality humidifiers cost 
about $150-$175, installed. Others 
are available from $25 up, installed, 
some of which give satisfactory 
service, considering their price. The 
cheapest variety is the plate hu- 
midifier. Only the largest sizes of 
these add significant amounts of 
water vapor to the air and their 
efficiency rapidly declines as their 


good service from a plate humidifier 
is to use it in combination with a 
demineralizer. This minimizes plate 
fouling. 

Humidifiers are easily installed 
in existing warm-air systems even 
during the heating season. There 
is no disruption of furnace opera- 
tion. 

A word of caution: There are no 
standards for measuring a humidi- 
fier’s output and a few manufactur- 
ers make excessive and misleading 
claims. They may be truthful in 
stating units evaporate “x” gallons 
a day at 350°, but since few fur- 
naces heat air in excess of 120° 
(many only 85°), obviously no one 
will ever get nearly that much mois- 
ture out of it. 


Dehumidifiers 


If leather goods collect mold, 
and clothing, rugs, and fabric mil- 
dew, if metal rusts, and water col- 
lects on walls and floors, you have 
an excess-moisture problem. A de- 
humidifier can help solve this prob- 
lem. 

Dehumidifiers are available as 
separate portable units, or dehumid- 
ification can be achieved through 
air conditioning. When air is 
cooled, its moisture condenses out 
and can be drained away. Since 
your air conditioning system may 
not always be in operation when 
dehumidification is needed, it may 
sometimes be necessary to run both 
cooling and heating units simul- 
taneously. You cool the air to re- 
move its moisture, then heat it to 
bring it back up to comfortable 
temperature. Many air conditioners 
are available with this “reheat” or 
“yositive humidity control” feature. 
They can both cool and dehumidify 
or dehumidify alone. 

You can accomplish dehumidifi- 
cation with portable units. These 
will remove from 3 to 8 gallons of 
water a day from the air, depend- 
ing on the size of the unit. Most sell 
in the $60 to $100 range. You just 
plug them into an electric outlet 
in the area to be protected. Typical 
daily operating cost is about 3 
cents. 

A 3-gallon unit can protect an 
enclosed area of up to 12,000 cu. 
ft. A heavy-duty 8-gallon unit will 
serve up to 31,000 ft. 

Smaller units have a_ bucket 
which must be emptied. The unit 
shuts off automatically when bucket 
is full. Larger units are usually 
connected to a drain. Permanent 
plumbing isn’t necessary. A garden 
hose can be used.

Continuing along our alphabetical trail 
through the complex world of wines, guided by 


one of the great experts on the subject 


By FRANK SCHOONMAKER 


NATURWEIN (Nah-toor-vine). One of several terms which, on a 
German wine label, guarantees that the wine was made 
without the addition of sugar, before or during fermenta- 
tion. All of the finer German wines are so made, including 
all estate-bottlings. Synonymous with Naturwein are the 
words: mnatur, echt, rein, naturrein, ungezuckerter: but 
wines carrying any of the following designations must also 
be natural, unsugared, even if the word Naturwein does not 
appear: Original-Abfillung, Kellerabfiillung, Kellerabzug, 
Schlossabzug, Wachstum, Creszenz, Gewdchs, Cabinet or 
Kabinett, Fass No., Fuder No., edel, Spatlese, Auslese. 


NEUCHATEL (Nuh-shat-tel). Perhaps the best known, although 
a long way from the best, white wine of Switzerland. It is 
produced by some 2,000 acres of vineyard along the north- 
ern shore of Lake Neuchatel, less than twenty miles from 
the French border; its grape is the Chasselas, here called 
the Fendant, and it is a small, fresh, pale white wine, 
agreeable and inexpensive, as indeed it should be. Usually 
bottled when less than six months old, it is often pétillant, 
or slightly sparkling, in Switzerland, though not when pre- 
pared for export. A little red wine is also produced. 


NEW YORK STATE. Although second only to California in total 


wine production, New York’s vineyard districts are neither 
numerous nor impressively large. Table grapes are grown in 
the Chautauqua area, west of Buffalo on Lake Erie, and to 
a diminishing extent in the Hudson Valley, but no wine of 
much consequence comes from either zone, and what really 
remains, therefore, are the Finger Lakes, especially Keuka 
and Canandaigua. Because of climate and other problems, 
most of the European vinifera vines cannot be grown com- 
mercially in New York, and New York State wines, if 
unblended, come therefore from the native varieties such as 
Delaware, Catawba, Elvira, or recently developed hybrids. 


NIERSTEIN (Neer-shtein). One of the very great names in 
German wine, and easily the foremost wine town of Rhein- 
hessen: first in celebrity, first by far in vineyard acreage, 
and first in quality as well. Its 1.300 acres of vines overlook 
the Rhine south of Mainz, and produce in favorable years 
up to a half million gallons of wine, most of it of good 
quality, little of it, superb. The best is made from the 
Riesling grape and so states on its label; the finer vineyard 
sites, or Lagen, are Rehbach, Hipping, Glock, Auflangen, 
Flachenhahl, Kehr, Orbel, Kranzberg, Pettental, Oelberg,

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Heiligenbaum, Spiegelberg, Fuchsloch, Holle, Gutes Domtal, 
etc., and a vineyard name is of capital importance on a 
bottle of Niersteiner. Through an odd quirk of German 
wine law, practically any wine of Rheinhessen can be sold 
as Niersteiner, or Niersteiner Domtal (this last not being 
considered a vineyard name). To buy Niersteiner or Nier- 
steiner Domtal is therefore to buy the equivalent of just 
Liebfraumilch. Niersteiner, plus the name of a top vine- 
yard, especially if called Riesling and estate-bottled, is a 
noble wine indeed, ripe and racy and fine. Sylvaners from 
these better Lagen are also outstanding, although somewhat 


softer and with less breed. 


«. Wine tasters’ term for bouquet or aroma. This is a neutral 
sort of word (like taste) and there is no connotation of 
superior quality. 


NUITS-SAINT-GEORGES (Nwee San Shorsh). Celebrated Bur- 


gundian town on the Cote de Nuits, to which it has given 
its name. An insignificant amount of white wine is pro- 
duced, but the admirable reds, while rarely of the very top- 
most class, are typical and great Burgundies, generous, soft, 
well-balanced. In certain years those from the less good 
climats (usually sold as Nuits-Saint-Georges, without a 
vineyard name) often have a characteristic earthy flavor, or 
gout de terroir. The adjoining village of Premeaux is con- 
sidered part of Nuits, as far as its wines are concerned. The 
best vineyards of the two communes include the following: 
Les Saint-Georges, Les Pruliers, Les Cailles, Les Vaucrains, 
Clos des Corvées, Les Porrets, Clos des Argiliéres, Les 
Baudots, Chateau Gris, Clos de Thorey, Les Richemones, 
Les Murgers, Les Perdrix, etc. 


OCKFEN (Awk-fen). One of the very great white wine villages 


of the world, in the Saar Valley, near Wiltingen, in Ger- 
many. There are some 200 acres of Rieslings, planted on 


one incredibly steep, slate hillside. In favorable years such 
as 1953 and 1959 these produce white wines unsurpassed by 
those of any other German or French vineyard, and there- 
fore, in the world. Very light, almost steely, elegant, with a 
bouquet that can only be called incomparable, they are 
remarkable, and worth whatever they cost. In secondary 
years, they are hard and often green and acid. Best vine- 
yard sites are Bockstein, Herrenberg, Geisberg, Oberher- 
renberg and Heppenstein. The leading estate, that of Adolf 
Rheinart Erben. has just been sold; others include the 
State Domain, Gebert, Geltz, and Max Keller. 


OLOROSO (0-lo-ro-so). One of the two basic types of Spanish 


Sherry, Fino being the other. Literally, the word means 
“que huele bien,” or “of agreeable odor,” and an old, high 
quality Oloroso possesses in fact as intense, typical and 
recognizable a bouquet as any wine in the world. Darker in 
color than the Finos, ranging from dark gold to deep amber, 
fuller-bodied, generally higher in alcohol (18 to 21 per- 
cent), Oloroso Sherries are developed and matured without 
the flor yeasts which give the Finos their special character 
and quality, although they are matured in Soleras. Few are 
shipped in their natural bone-dry state, but are sweetened 
to please the public palate, and Olorosos can be anywhere 
from not-quite-dry to luscious and very sweet, as Cream 
Sherry and ‘East-India.” They are mostly properly classi- 
fied as dessert wines or after-dinner wines, and are conven- 
tionally served at room temperature although some prefer 
them chilled. 


OPORTO. Second city of Portugal, on the Douro River not far 


from its mouth. It has given its name to what is perhaps the 
most famous of all dessert wines, Port, which is produced 
in a delimited zone up the Douro Valley to the east. Ac- 
cording to Portuguese law, all wines called Port must be 
shipped either from Oporto or from Vila Nova de Gaia. 
directly across the river. It is an attractive and picturesque 
old town, full of the “lodges” and warehouses of the great 
Port shippers, a great many of whom are English. 
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ORDINAIRE (Or-dee-nair). French for common or ordinary. As 
applied to wine, one of unknown or unstated origin, sold 
simply as vin rouge, vin blanc, or vin rosé but of specified 
alcoholic content. It would be safe to say that fully half of 
all French wine consumed in France is so marketed. 


ORIGINAL-ABFULLUNG  (0-rig-ee-nahl-Ahb-fue-lung). Most 

3 widely used of general German terms meaning Estate- 
Bottling. Generally abbreviated to Orig.-Ab/g., it is a posi- 
tive guarantee of authenticity, when followed by the pro- 
ducer’s name, and almost never abused. Only Naturwein 
(unsugared, unchaptalized) may be so labeled, and all 
great German wines carry this designation, or one of its 
equivalents, on their labels. 


ORVIETO (Or-vee-ate-toe). Famous cathedral town in Umbria, 
Italy, and its popular, light white wine, occasionally secco 
(dry), more often abboccato (slightly sweet). It is shipped 
in squat little straw-covered fiaschi called pulcianelle. The 
Orvieto vineyards are like no others on earth. Nine-tenths 
of the grapes, at least, come from what the Italians call 
coltura promiscua, vines that are interplanted with potatoes 
or “married” to trees, or strung over random pergolas or 
against walls or in cabbage patches—hardly what one would 
normally call vineyards at all. In the province of Terni 
(Orvieto’s) there are some 3,500 acres of true vineyard, 
and over 125,000 of coltura promiscua. The wine, while 
hardly remarkable, is often, nevertheless, quite good. 


OXIDIZED. Said of a wine, especially a white wine, which has 
had too much contact with the air, has lost its freshness 
and perhaps darkened in color, and is on the way to becom- 
ing maderised. Such wines never recover, and should either 
be drunk immediately or thrown away. 


PALATINATE (Pal-/at-teen-ate). Major German wine-producing 
district, on the left bank of the Rhine, just north of Alsace. 


PAUILLAC (Paw-yack). Celebrated little town in the Haut-

Médoc, perhaps the most remarkable wine-producing town- 
ship in the world. Within its communal limits are produced 
a number of the very greatest red wines of France: Chateau 
Lafite, Chateau Latour, Chateau Mouton-Rothschild, and 
many others of almost equal reputation and class, as 
Pichon-Longueville, | Pichon-Longueville-Lalande, © Lynch- 
Bages, Pontet-Canet, Batailley, etc., etc. All these, of 
course, carry the words “Appellation Pauillac Contrélée” on 
their labels, and not much wine is sold simply as Pauillac. 
The wines of Pauillac, in good years, are “classic” Clarets 
in every sense of the word; full-bodied, long-lived, with 
great bouquet and a special, incomparable distinction—at 
their best they are beyond praise. An important and well- 
known cooperative cellar exists and sells one of its better 
wines as La Rose de Pauillac. 


PAYS (Pay-ee). Common, widely used French word, of which the 


original and basic meaning is “country”; mon pays can 
mean the village where one was born, a district, the city of 
Paris, France itself. Applied to wine, it has almost equally 
diverse meanings, about which almost all Frenchmen feel 
strongly but rarely agree. The term, however, does not 
appear on wine labels, except very rarely; colloquially, a 
vin de pays is a relatively little known, local wine, mostly 
consumed where made; the vin du pays is a specific wine 
of this sort produced in a specified district. Neither of these 
meanings has any legal standing and both are loosely used. 


PEDRO XIMENES (Pay-dro He-may-nays). Spanish grape vari- 


ety, widely grown in the Montilla, Malaga and Sherry dis- 
tricts. According to a highly unlikely story. it was brought 
to Spain in the 16th Century by a German soldier, one Peter 
Siemens (whence its name), and is in fact the Riesling 
grape of the Rhine Valley. In Montilla where it predomi- 
nates, it gives a fine, dry wine, somewhat fuller-bodied and 
higher in natural alcohol than what the Palomino yields 
round Jerez, and often sold in its unfortified state as a 15 
to 16 percent wine. In Malaga and the Sherry Country it is

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differently vinified—the grapes are laid out in the sun for 
two weeks or more and allowed to raisin, then fermented 
and fortified, so that the resulting wine is very sweet. Well- 
aged, this becomes what is usually called “P. X.,” the best 


of all sweetening agents for Sherry, and the most expensive; 





it is sometimes drunk straight, practically as a liqueur. 


PERLANT (Pair-lawn). French term, not legally defined but 
meaning a wine very slightly sparkling (less so than creé- 
mant or pétillant) and almost always naturally and acci- 
dentally and temporarily so. The German equivalent is 


spritzig. 


PETILLANT (Pay-tee-yawn). French term meaning slight spar- 
kling, or “crackling.” as frizzante in Italian and Perlwein 
in German. By semi-official international accord, such wines 
may not have a pressure in excess of two atmospheres (fovr 
atmospheres is the minimum for wine classified as sparkling, 
including Champagne) and most of the French ones, such 
as Vouvray, where the term is most commonly used, have 
far less. Despite much that has been written on the subject, 
by people who should know better. this sparkle is hardly 
ever accidental or natural, but the planned result of special 
methods of vinification. Such wines are often agreeable and 
fresh and charming, and it is certainly absurd that they 
should be compelled to pay in the U.S., on account of this 
slight effervescence, a tenfold tax as compared with still 
wines. Because of this tax, few are ever imported. 


PETIT (Pay-tee). Means “little” or “small’ in French, and when 
applied to wine, is much more unfavorable than its English 
equivalent. A petit vin is a small wine, low in alcohol, 
deficient in body, of no real value or consequence. 


PETIT SYRAH (Pay-tee See-rah). Name given in California to 
a red wine grape which is presumed to be the Syrah of the 
Rhone Valley in France. There are some 4,500 acres, mostly 
in Napa and Sonoma Counties: it ranks seventh in total 
acreage among red wine grapes in the state. Its wine is 
never better than a satisfactory, full-bodied ordinaire, deep- 
colored, rather common, with little in the way of true varie- 
tal character or bouquet, and after blending it usually ends 
up as something called “California Burgundy.” Far more pro- 
ductive than the true Syrah of Hermitage, Chateauneuf-du- 
Pape, and Cote Rotie, with none of the distinguished quali- 
ties or even the faults of its supposed French ancestor, it 
is probably not the Syrah at all, but a common variety 
called the Duriff, which was widely planted in the Rhone 
Valley a century ago but no longer grown in any French

' gundian vineyards, and another cousin, the Pinot Gris (also 
called the Rulander and occasionally, though wrongly, the 
Tokay) yields excellent wine in Alsace and in Baden, and 
in Northern Italy. 

Transplanted to California, the Pinots preserve in gen- 
eral the distinguished characteristic of their French an- 
cestors. They are shy-bearers, and their wines are more 
expensive than most, but the word Pinot on a California 
wine label is a pretty good assurance of superior quality. 
However, those labelled “White Pinot” are generally made 
from the Pineau de la Loire, or Chenin Blanc, which is not 
a true Pinot, and many of those named “Red Pinot” come 








from an inferior variety to which someone has given the 
advantageous name of “Pinot St. George.” 

In Italy, the Pinot Blane gives an agreeable, dry white 
wine around Alba, in Piedmont, often sold as Pinot d’Alba 
and marketed in tall, slender green bottles; in Lombardy, 
in the neighborhood of Casteggio, both the Pinot Noir and 
Pinot Blane are grown, mostly for sparkling wines; in Tyrol 
there are small plantings of both, and especially of Pinot 
Gris, or Rulander, which is one of the varieties used in 
Terlano.

@ Now, in April. we report on winter vaca- 
tions in Switzerland. for the best of all pos- 
sible reasons. If you want to get in on this 
magnificent kind of top-of-the-world, high- 
mountain holiday, there is no time like the 
present to plan for next year. The serious 
international skiing confraternity has long 
since made the Swiss resorts their winter 
mecca. But now people who never strapped on 
a pair of skis in their life, and have no inten- 
tion of ever doing so, are also discovering 
there is magical therapy way up there in the 
sunny, snowy grandeur of the Alps during the 
season when the ski lifts, chair lifts. and 
cable cars are going full tilt and the costume 
of the hour is parka and stretch pants. Ac- 
cordingly, accommodations are often bespoken 
a year in advance. 

The ski season is considered to be from 
December to Easter—but the incredible Swiss 
networks of cables, lifts, and trains are con- 
tinually stretching up higher and higher into 
loftier snow fields, so in some places, as in 
Gstaad, there can be good skiing into June in 
years of normal snow. 

Where to go? There are at least 120 full- 
fledged ski resorts with all the appurtenances 
and accommodations, from grand hotels to 
pensions. Dedicated, experienced skiers we 
have talked with rate the best-known resorts 
something like this, conceding always that 
personal skills and preferences color opinion: 
Zermatt (in the shadow of the Matterhorn) : 
Davos (with the longest runs) ; Grindelwald 
(slopes here are also accessible from Wen- 
gen); St. Moritz, with clientele sophisticated 
as its runs; Mirren and its famous Kandahar 
run; Arosa, with lots of terrain for the fair-to- 
middling skier; Gstaad. considered very versa- 
tile. Engelberg and Villars seem to be in the 
running, too, and skiers-in-the-know are keep- 
ing an eye on the growing popularity and in- 
creasing facilities of Pontresina, not far from 
St. Moritz. 

Besides ski runs and ski jumps, there is 
usually skating, curling, and tobogganing. 


Some resorts offer the -exciting business of 





skijoring—the skier is pulled by horse or jeep, 
or even by plane. All of them, since they can 
be situated from 3000 to 6000 feet high, in 
usually sunny winter skies, present quite

All passengers ride together in one vehicle. You avoid 
the problems of backing, turning, towing, hitching. and 
unhitching a trailer. Land yachts range in length from about 
8 to 35 feet.

space they are comparable to trailers. But when trailers 
are longer than 26 feet and wider than eight, they are classi- 
fied as mobile homes, and you can’t move them. You must 
hire trucking specialists, who charge from 40 to 80 cents a 
mile, depending on the trailer’s length and weight. 

As this is written, 12 companies are making land yachts. 
By the time you read it, there may be more. A chart on page 
about $7,000 to $30,000 for 
standard models. They can all be customized, like the early

automobiles. Options range from upholstery choices to tele- 
vision antenna and a fold-down railing on the roof to make 
a sun deck. Almost anything is possible. There are rolling 
homes on the road that cost more than $80,000. 

Buying a land yacht is comparable to buying a house from 
a high-class builder, one who is not turning out standard 
models by the hundreds. Most companies make no more than 
two or three a day. Since this is not assembly-line production, 
there is plenty of opportunity to have things the way you 
want them. By the same token, you may want to travel to 
the plant to see what it is you want to have changed.

We'll skip the cost, because 
the entire job was done by the owner, and there’s no way to 
measure what it might cost if you had to pay for the labor. 

The owner, Mr. A. N. Klaas, converted a standard model 
of the Ford Condor into the uniquely personal vehicle you 
see here. He worked on it for three months, using a range 
of his own skills possessed by very few. The best abilities 
of the designer, cabinetmaker, auto mechanic, plumber, 
painter, upholsterer, electrician and radio-repair man were 
all required to do this job.

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Sometimes there’s sense in living 


@ Since before history began, men in certain regions of the 
earth have been raising their houses above the ground. 
Generally they have done this for quite sound reasons. More 
recently. however. a number of buildings have been put up 
on stilts for quite arbitrary reasons. It appears that many 
people do not feel that they are in unless they are up. One 
of the most common clichés currently appearing in archi- 
tecture—especially if one wants to attach the label “modern” 

his work—is the use, In one way or another, of stilts. 
A mention of a few of the “-ationalizations” for this some- 
times irrational act will be reserved until later. It is better 
to point out first some of the more valid reasons for living 
up in the air. Many—but not all—of them are represented 
in the house shown here. 

It is an out-of-town summer house. It was designed by 
Architect Thomas A. Pressly, Jr., and built on a fifiy-foot 
lot in the Port Aransas Marina. Port Aransas is a fishing 
resort on the Texas side of the Gulf of Mexico.

pleasant to be up where there is more air movement. But 
also, being up above ground level in any flat landscape 
enlarges one’s horizon. One has an increased and more 
pleasurable sense of outlook. 

As can be seen in the plans and photos, the lowest level 
of the house was kept as open as possible. Placed at this 
level were only those facilities that were least susceptible 
to water damage or were relatively unimportant in relation 
to it. The largest part of the living space is on the inter- 
mediate level, where the occupants may enjoy the benefits 
of breeze and view. The only room on the top level is the 
master bedroom. It is isolated as requested and has its own 
bath and balcony tucked into the high gable of the roof. 

The roof form, which gives the house its Japanese look, 
was used to meet the owner’s request for a Japanese-style 
house. However, the use of this roof form, the /rimoya, in 
this particular situation was not entirely an arbitrary de- 
cision or based on style alone. 

This particular roof form originated in Japan and in the 


South Pacific. These are areas (Please turn to page 189)

@ For many centuries people have liked a non- 
uniform finish on their furniture and architectural 
woodwork. This look is commonly called “hand 
rubbed.” And it is indeed that. But it is also more. 
The hand-rubbed look is dependent on using differ- 
ent colors for different coats, and then rubbing off 
some of the top coat so the color of the undercoat 
shows through at random. 


This technique has come to be called “an- 


tiquing,” because it gives the wood the look that 


might have developed from age and wear. It pro- 
duces a richness, thanks to come-and-go of color 
and the emphasizing of shadows around moldings 
and carvings, a richness associated with the hand- 
craftsmanship of master cabinetmakers of the 
French courts and Renaissance Venice. 

Now a do-it-yourself kit has been introduced by 
Martin-Senour to aid and instruct you in achiev- 
ing this look yourself. It contains an undercoat and 
a top coat (an overglaze), plus brushes, sand- 
paper, and cloth for the crucial act of rubbing and 
wiping. It is accompanied by a very good booklet 
on how to do it. 

The kit comes in twelve colors—six pale tints 
and six deep tones. The soft tints all have the same 
off-white undercoat. Only the color of the glaze is

have noted a clear surge of interest toward deep, dark 
colors and in color schemes made from them—schemes 
with less sharp contrast. (A high-contrast scheme 
would be blue, red, and white. A low-contrast scheme 
would be mauve, bronze, and brown.) Now upholstery 
showrooms, where fabric tastes show most clearly, 
are a sea of dark, deep tones. Furthermore, the fabrics 
used for upholstery are intricately patterned, master- 
fully combining many colors in one weave or print, 
thus making a richness of pattern as well as of color. 

This turning to deep, dark, rich, and intricate color 
schemes and patterns goes hand in hand with other 
social trends. There is clearly a hankering in people 
for more elegance, less sterility. People who were 
raving about modernistic things 20 or 30 years ago 
have bought old Victorian houses and Belter sofas. 
Old Spanish houses in West Coast cities, which were 
going for a song in the *30s and 40s, are selling for 
remarkably high prices. A new generation has come 
of age, a generation that doesn’t know or can’t remem- 
ber what their grandfathers’ homes looked like. And 
they are discovering this color mood fresh and excit- 
ing. They don’t know that it was the mood of the era 
around the turn of the century. It takes about two 
generations for a style to be forgotten and then found 
interesting again. 

I am not saying that we are about to have a revival 
of Victorianism. I do not think so. But there are cer- 
tain elegant aspects in the Victorian era that seem 
attractive to us now, and which are easily translatable 
into our modern life. These deep, dark, rich color 
schemes are an example of how we can extract what 
we want from an era without taking the whole thing. 

Why are such color schemes relaxing? 

For several reasons. Since they are at the dark side 
of the color domain, they are not demanding to the 
eye. And nothing jars, since there is no high contrast 


between colors, and the eye can ignore it all if it

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chooses. Brightness and strong contrast make dis- 
quietude and busyness. Your eye has to jump and 
refocus. A scheme with brightness and strong contrast 
is more exciting, especially at first glance, but harder 
to live with on a long-term basis because it distracts— 
it isn’t knit together as a whole. You might say it 
falls apart, or flies apart. As a sports car addict put 
it, “A bright, contrasting color scheme has no cen- 
ter of gravity that can be sensed.” 

On the other hand, a deep, dark color scheme knits 
together, each part with the other. The different colors 
relate quietly to each other and make a unified whole, 
with the result that you. feel snugly encompassed, 
cozier, and relaxed. Your room becomes a nest into 
which you can safely snuggle. Nothing is screaming 
“Look at me!” 

But this kind of color scheme is harder to achieve 
than a light, bright scheme. The bright one is more 
primitive, so it takes less sophistication. Also, the 
deep, dark way requires more intrinsic quality in the 
parts to be used. This means you need more experience 
with the world and the myriad stuff available to be 
used. 

Because it is harder to achieve a deep, rich color 
scheme, people can instantly recognize its superior 
quality. The color domain is quite clear to most peo- 
ple, even with no decorating experience, so they will 
respect it more. 

So these schemes, if successful, will have a certain 
value as a status symbol, and should therefore stay in 
vogue longer than the last two vogues. If you ques- 
tion this, remember the wine-red and maroon period 
(1900-1930). It had a 30-year life—twice as long as 
anything that has happened since. 

All this means that if you put your money in fur- 
nishings such as you see on these pages, chances are 
you will still find them pleasing even when they are 


wearing out—10 to 15 years from now.

horsepower, or various attachments, you can easily spend 
twice that amount. Still, it lets one good man do the work 
of four, and that kind of economy quickly adds up. You 
cant get around the fact that horsepower is, in the long 
run, cheaper than manpower. 

Essentially, this machine works like an indoor vacuum 
cleaner, but it is many times more powerful. [ts engine 
drives a fan that creates a hurricane blast of air. On the 
side of the fan where this air is sucked in, there is a tremen- 
dous vacuum. Some machines make use of both the vacuum 
and the air blast, and can be set up either to vacuum or to 
blow. Others function in only one way. A blower is faster 
than a vacuum, but it is usually not as thorough. All types 
have year-around application. 

Leaf-gathering hits its peak in the north during fall 
months, but it is by no means the only time trees are a 
shedding problem.

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What you should know about 


® For all practical purposes, there can be no new television 
stations in this country on Channels 2 through 13. We’ve 
had it. There’s no more room on the air. 

To open the way for more stations, more competition, and 
better programs, another segment of the radio spectrum must 
be used. You'll hear it called UHF. 

The present channels (2 through 13) are in the very high 
frequency range (VHF). The ultra high frequency range 
(UHF) has channels 14 through 82. You probably can’t get 
the channels above 13 on the set you now have. But if you 
buy one made after April 30, it must be equipped to receive 
them all. This is required by law. Ways to adapt the set you 
now have to UHF are discussed later in this article. 

Adding UHF to VHF increases the possible number of 
stations in the country from 650 to about 4,000. This is not 
unanimously applauded. The disenchanted think that more 
stations will multiply the mediocre. The optimists believe it 
will open the floodgates of creativity and bring new life to 
the “vast wasteland.” Time will tell. 

The odds, it would seem, are with the optimists. For 
improvement there must be change. There’s more chance of 
change in the bright new world of UHF than in the tried,! 
true (and limited) field of VHF. There are already 120 
UHF stations on the air, 87 more authorized to be built, 
and applications pending for 57 channels. This totals almost 
half the entire number of VHF stations, and the floodgates 
have just begun to open. Viewers in metropolitan areas may 
eventually have as many as 10 or 15 channels to choose from. 

We judge TV by what we see locally. This is not fair to 
the medium as a whole. If you live where you get just one 
commercial station, TV leaves much to be desired. But if 
you live in Pittsburgh, with six commercial and two educa- 
tional channels to choose from, you have a chance to be 
selective—to pick and choose. The more choices offered you, 
the more likely you will be to choose the better or the best. 

The metropolitan areas will probably be first to profit 
from the new channels. But good things can happen any- 
where. Following are some examples of the broad dimension 
that the new channels can bring to TV. 


Community service 


Channel 31 (UHF, of course) in New York City is a tax- 
supported municipal station. There are no commercials. The 
programs serve as an aid to education for children and 
adults, for civil service training, and as a means of relating 
the public to their government. Children see a range of 
subjects from music appreciation to sewing and dancing. 
Adults learn foreign languages and mathematics. 

The fire and police departments and medical services use 
the channel for departmental training. While a program on 
the care and cleaning of a firehose has limited value to 
the public, the public is interested in televised hearings on 


fluoridation of water, meetings of the City Council, and the 
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full text of important addresses to the United Nations—all 
of which are carried on Channel 31. 

In New York City and Pittsburgh are good examples of 
educational TV started on VHF and expanding—of necessity 
—into UHF. They augur well for the development of this 
service in other metropolitan areas. 

The VHF channel (13) in New York has been in operation 
less than two years and is already a success. Channel 13 now 
uses most of the daytime hours for classroom instruction. 
Some 75 school districts in the area pay for this regular 
service. The remaining time is used for such things as 
language instruction for adults (Russian last year, French 
this year), gardening advice, and panel shows. There are 
also more unusual programs: Jascha Heifetz demonstrating 
the ultimate techniques of violin playing to his master class, 
and a program of satirical song and story on the events of 
the day. Suffice it to say that when you tune to Channel 13 
you know it isn’t a network show. 


‘The viewers help to pay 


The 1963-64 fund drive indicates the public interest in 
Channel 13. Midway through the appeal, more than $1,500,- 
000 was contributed by foundations, corporations, school 
systems, and the viewing public. Contributions from viewers 
are up about 600 percent over the preceding year. It is 
hoped that their contributions will eventually pay most of 
the costs. 

When it became obvious there was need for more educa- 
tional programs, management began planning for a new 
station. Because no more VHF channels are available in 
New York City, the new service will be on UHF. They hope 
to be on Channel 14. If their application is approved soon, 
this channel may be on the air by the end of the year. 

Channel 14 will be used to help the undereducated. There 
will be elementary-school subjects, basic vocational instruc- 
tion, help for illiterates, and English for those who speak 
only Spanish. Typing, American history, and accounting 
for adults will be taught on the air. 

The Pittsburgh VHF educational station, now ten years 
old, is also Channel 13. It has programs for at-home kinder- 
garten, in-school instruction, courses for college credits, 
teacher instruction, public service, and cultural events. When 
the need for more specialized programs developed, no VHF 
channels were available. They could be handled only on 
UHF. So Channel 16 was added. It now shows such special- 
ized programs as business education, sales training, and 
post-graduate medical training. 

Since the all-channel ruling went into effect, five other 
communities have been working with the Pittsburgh station 
to develop similar service on UHF. Matching federal funds 
are available for building stations for educational TV. 

Live and filmed TV programs for classroom instruction 
may be one way to help offset the serious shortage of 
teachers expected in the next (Please turn to page 167)

® Once you get over the idea that rock is an enemy in the 
garden, you can begin to appreciate its inherent beauty. 
Don’t try to blast it out. Don’t try to cover it up. If you 
and play up—the subtle color, the weathered texture, 
and the rugged form of the rock, it can take the featured

role in your garden. 

On these pages you see what was done to develop a garden 
—although not the usual garden—along the rocky shore of 
Long Island Sound. As you study the photographs, you'll 
see that man has used a sensitive hand here to bring out the 
beauty of nature. 

In an outcropping of rock, there is always more than meets 
the eye. The most beautiful shapes and graining may still 
be underground. Without excavating the whole of your gar- 
den, it pays to uncover as much of the rock as you can. Probe 
with an iron rod to establish the contour of the rock below 
ground. Then carefully remove the soil to expose as much 
of it as you wish. Most of the rock in the picture at the 
right was revealed by excavation. 

What you uncover will not have, at the beginning, the 
worn and weathered look of exposed rock. Don’t be dis- 
mayed; it will develop a natural patina in a couple of seasons, 
and continue to improve as the years go by. 

Study your rock from all sides, and consider it from in- 
side the house as well. As you uncover the outcropping, 
and as you choose the plants to (Please turn the page)

go with it, the aim is the same: Do everything you can to 
play up the rock. Take every advantage of its shape, color, 
and texture. 

Use low plantings at the base of the rock to help tie the 
hard surface to the softer lawn. The graceful spreading dwarf 
conifers are best for this purpose, but they are not the 
only plants you can use. It’s best to avoid the dwarfs of 
tight, rounded form. They are too stiff and uncompromising 
to be of help in relating the lawn to the rock. They establish 
a barrier rather than pull the elements together to make 
the whole “read” as one unified part of the garden. 


But whatever you do, don’t try to hide the rock under a

miscellaneous planting of bulbs, ground covers and annuals. 
You will only be making a lot of extra work for yourself. 
The ground cover will get in the grass, the annuals will 
look contrived and out of place, and you'll eventually wish 
that you had left the rock alone. 

The effect you'll get from your rock and its accompanying 
planting will depend largely on the kind of rock you have. 
Rock that is stratified in horizontal layers tends to be more 
picturesque and easier to work with. But don’t despair if 
you have granite boulders; they also have possibilities.

@ “We're having chicken tonight” would sound like a rea- 
sonable comment to most Americans, but actually it makes 
no more sense than to say “We're having cow tonight.” 
Though the variety of meats from a chicken may not be as 
great as the variety of beef cuts, the principle is the same. 
The different parts of the chicken can and should be cooked 
differently to make the most of them. To prove it, you 
only have to remember the many times you have gotten dry, 
overcooked white meat and juicy, succulent dark meat from 
the same roasted bird. 

Years ago, the separate cooking of chicken parts (so the 
whole family would eat the same part) would have been 
pretty expensive. Today we no longer have to face the 
dilemma of how long to cook the whole bird, because chicken 
parts are available almost everywhere. They are sold this 
way either fresh or frozen. 

As a general rule. chicken breasts should be cooked for a 





very short time—from five to twelve minutes, depending on 
the recipe used. Cooked this way, they are tender and suc- 
culent, never dry, stringy, or tough. For many of the recipes 
that follow, chicken breasts should be skinned and boned. 

The boning is a simple process, best done with your fingers. 
Insert your fingers between the meat and bone and_ pry 
away the meat gently. Little knife work is necessary. The 
skin, too, is removed easily by simply pulling it off. The 
result of this minor effort is two lovely, white fillets of 
chicken which can be the basis for many delicious recipes— 
provided you are careful not to overcook the chicken. 
Guarding against overcooking is equally important if you 
plan to prepare the chicken breasts in the conventional way, 
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without skinning and boning them. When you are cooking 
legs and thighs (as well as wings). on the other hand, 
they must be cooked longer than breasts. But unless you 
suspect the meat is from an old bird. the dark meat needs 
far less cooking than most recipes would have you think— 
only 20 minutes over a medium-high flame when being 
sautéed or fried, and 35 to 40 minutes when being sim- 
mered in liquid. 

By buying chicken in parts, not only can you cook each 
part the proper length of time. but the group of parts can 
be used in new ways, ways that would be wasteful if you had 
to buy the whole chicken. The following eleven recipes call 
for only one part of the chicken. Some of them are classic 
recipes for chicken dishes formerly served only in restau- 
rants, where the separation of chicken into parts was normal 
and economically feasible. With packaged parts available 
now, you can duplicate these recipes at home.

Heat it but do 
not allow it to become very hot. Sprinkle chicken breasts on 
both sides with Ac’cent, 14 teaspoon basil, salt and pepper. 
Place chicken in olive oil and sauté over low heat for only 
one minute. Turn chicken over. It will not be brown, but 
just beginning to turn white. Sauté slowly for one minute 
on the second side. Arrange chicken in hot baking dish.

~Herbs 


—and how to grow them 


The range of herb flavors available 

for use in the kitchen is almost unlimited. 
But if you are just beginning to 

find your way in herb cookery, 


these twelve will be indispensable for you 
By GERTRUDE FOSTER 


@ 1. Basil (Ocimum basilicum) in its various forms is a 
middle-size herb reaching a foot in height at cutting time, 
when the first flowers appear. It is the herb of tomato 
cookery and can be started indoors in early spring, along 
with tomato plants. Set out in the garden, basils should stand 
twelve inches apart as they are bushy, succulent plants with 
light green leaves, very susceptible to frost. They may also 
be grown from seed sown directly in the garden plot. and a 
second planting in August will supply little basils to take 
indoors for the kitchen-window garden. [t is possible to pot 
sweet basil at any size, as it transplants readily. However, 
being an annual, it will not last long in the house if it has 
fully grown in the garden. The plant resembles sweet pepper 
in leaf when it is young. 

Bush basil (Ocimum minimum) has myriads of half-inch, 
ovate leaves of the same warm clovelike savor, and forms a 
perfect, round, twelve-inch bush. Sweet basil, purple basil 
(especially the variety known as Dark Opal), and lettuce- 
leaf basil are interchangeable in culinary use. The last is 
larger than sweet basil, with rather crinkled, shiny green 
leaves of considerable pungency. 

For use in cooking, you will want at least six plants of 
basil, perhaps six of Dark Opal of the mahogany-colored 
leaves, too, for using fresh in salads and for preserving 
in vinegar. If the purple basil is used for making basil 
vinegar, it will turn white malt vinegar a brilliant ruby red. 
Herb vinegar is made simply by washing the foliage of a 
single or several herbs, patting it dry, then placing it in 
a glass-top preserve jar. Heat a pint or quart of cider, mali, 
or wine vinegar without bringing it to the boiling point. 
Pour over the herb leaves and seal with rubber ring and 
glass top. Vinegar should not come in contact with metal 
caps. Store for two months and decant to remove herb 
leaves. Use as you would regular vinegar and enjoy the 
delightful herb flavor. 

Sweet basil may be cut at least twice, sometimes three 
times, in a warm, moist season if grown in good soil. For 
the first harvest, pinch out the tips where square flower 
buds appear, and use the herb in cooking. Later, if daily 
kitchen demands do not take sufficient amounts off the tops 
of the plants to prevent signs of flowering, give them a clip- 
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ping about four inches long. The leaves can be put into 
vinegar, dried or frozen, depending on the quantity you have. 

Just before frost, be sure to cut all basil plants right down 
to the ground. Wash the plants and clip them apart to make 
loose bunches of the size that you can comfortably hold 
in one hand. Try not to bruise the foliage while handling 
it, as the oils will cause discoloring where the surface is 
broken. Tie the bunches and hang them, stems up, to drip 
dry. When no longer wet, place each bunch in a large paper 
bag, and tie the mouth of the bag around the stems. Hang 
it to dry in a room that has no dampness. Covering the 
leaves of herbs against the light when drying preserves the 
color. Basils do not stay as bright green as other herbs when 
dried, but the flavor is excellent. 

Three or four weeks later, when the leaves drop to the 
bottom of the bag at pressure of shaking or rolling it be- 
tween your hands, the herb is ready for final crisping. This 
should be done in a cool oven, not more than 100° F. 
Never try to store leaf herbs that are not dry enough to 
crumble through a coarse strainer. They need not be ground 
until ready for use but they must be thoroughly dehydrated 
before bottling. Much of the vitamin content is lost if herbs 
are not kept in airtight containers. These should be metal 
or glass, so that the essential oils are not absorbed by paper 
or cardboard. 

2. Chervil (Anthriscus cerefolium) is a fine substitute 
for French tarragon in cooking. If you cannot locate roots 
of tarragon (an expensive herb plant because it never sets 
seed). you can get a mild tang of the same flavor by sowing 
seeds of chervil. It is a dainty little annual with cut leaves 
similar to but lighter green than parsley. 

Two plantings of about three dozen plants are advisable 
to keep a succession of usable leaves going for omelette 
aux fines herbes, fish sauces, and salads. Chervil runs 
to seed in hot weather but will live over winter if fresh 
seed is planted in August. Scatter the splintery black 
seeds atop the bed, and rake and press them in gently. 
After chervil has reached its last stages of flowering and 
fruiting, an emerald carpet of seedlings will soon appear.

EDITOR’s NOTE: Herbs are primarily for cooking in the 
kitchen, not for show in the garden, though plenty of effort 


has been expended trying to make show gardens only with 


herbs. As a group of plants, they have such varying cul- 
tural needs that they should not be grown together. Some 
need sun; others need shade. Many herbs are thin-foliaged 
plants of uninteresting shape. Many are natural wanderers, 
stealing underground space from neighbors. So the picture- 
book herb garden is, realistically, an impossibility. Each 
plant should be grown with respect paid to its individual 
cultural needs. House BEAUTIFUL recommends two books 
on herb cookery: Herbs for the Kitchen by Irma Goodrich 
Mazza (Little, Brown, $4.50) and An Herb and Spice Cook 
Book by Craig Claiborne (Harper & Row, $5.95).

Let us say 
you are getting adequate VHF re- 
ception with an indoor antenna; 
you may have to use an outdoor 
antenna to get comparable results 
on UHF. But if you are within ten 
or twenty miles of the transmitter 
and get excellent VHF with an in- 
door aerial, you can expect good 
UHF reception with an indoor 
aerial—for both color and black 
and white.

Use the most efficient line. In- 
stall it for optimum performance. 
Keep it as short as possible. This 
factor is so critical that any gain 
made in putting a UHF aerial 
higher can be more than offset by 
the added length of line required 
to reach it. Unless you have signal 
strength to spare, the aerial should 
be as near the set as possible. In 
choosing a location, think more in 
terms of shorter leads than con- 
venience of installation. 

Distance from the transmitter 
does not alone determine whether 
you will be able to get UHF. Some 
locations get a better image at 30 
miles than others at ten. The path 
of the signal makes the difference. 
If you are in the “shadow” of a 
building or a hilltop. you may get 
poor reception although quite near 
the transmitter. 

Check with your neighbors. If 
good UHF

Life on the road in a land yacht 


By THE CALKINS FAMILY 


We may as well face it. This will 
be a partisan report. As a family 
that loves to travel, we were in- 
trigued when first we heard about 
the new breed of rolling home. 
When we had our first trial run we 
were impressed. By the end of the 
first day on the road, we were 
hooked for good. 

The machine we had for our first 
family argosy was the Dodge Motor 
Home. We have also used the Clark 
Cortez. Other members of the staff 
have used the Ford Condor. All are 
typical of the breed. 

Land yachts differ in appearance 
and mechanical details, but are es- 
sentially the same in one respect 
—they are self-sufficient buslike 
vehicles with all the living facili- 
ties of a well-planned yacht. 

As soon as you are under way, 
there’s a refreshing feeling of free- 
dom and independence. Together 
in your small, maneuverable, ship- 
shape world, life seems simple, un- 
cluttered, and manageable. 

When you first see one of these 
machines, it seems tremendous, and 
you wonder how you could ever 
drive such a monster. Then, when 
you're inside, you wonder if there’s 


really space enough for family 
living. 
But as you get to know it, the 


smaller it the outside 
(because it’s so easy to drive), and 


the larger it seems inside, because 


seems on 


it’s so well arranged. 

When our family, with children 
aged nine, twelve, and fourteen, 
drove from Connecticut to Trenton, 
New Jersey to pick up a rented 
Dodge Motor Home, we took along 
a 14-year-old friend for the ride. 
By the time we got back home, the 
accommodations seemed so large 
that we invited him along for our 
first five-day trip. 

The model we had is called an 
“eight sleeper.” True, you could 
count eight sleeping places, but 
all are not equally comfortable. 
The double bed in the back of the 
bus was fine for two adults. The 
double bunks along the side were 


good for children of any size. But 
the fold-down sofa and fold-down 
dinette made beds that are really 
not wide enough for two adults 
or large children to use in comfort. 
They are excellent single beds, 
however. With the eight-sleeper, 
each of the four children had a 
separate bed, and the six of us 
were very comfortable. 

There’s sleeper,” 
without the bunk beds. This ac- 
commodates four adults, or a fam- 
ily of six if some of the children 
are small. 

The Dodge dealer in Trenton 
who handles the Motor Home is 
George Volk. The vehicles are in 
excellent hands. His enthusiasm is 
contagious—and _ road-tested. He 
has traveled thousands of miles in 
a Motor Home with his wife and 
six children. He sells the machines 
and also rents them. Anyone who 
rents one is asked to come to his 
place for a checkout on the equip- 
ment and a test-run at the wheel. 

None of the equipment is com- 
plicated, but there is a good bit 
of it. If you think you are not 
mechanically inclined, you should 
go over the routine a couple of 


also a “six 


times. 

You will quickly learn about the 
convenience and operation of li- 
quid petroleum gas. The two 28- 
gallon propane bottles, neatly 
stored in an outside compartment, 
will run the stove, refrigerator, 
heater, and an auxiliary reading 
light for a couple of weeks of sum- 
mer use. In winter. when you need 
the heater, the tanks will probably 
need replacement every week. 

If you are not familiar with LP 
gas, its versatility comes as a sur- 
prise. It is a real genie in a bottle. 
It will cook your food, ice your 
drinks, keep you warm, and give 
you light to read by. It is available 
in almost every town. Just drive 
into the dealer’s yard. He will lift 
out the empty tanks and replace 
them with full ones. 

A generator with a separate en- 
gine handles the electric hot-water 
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theater, the 110-volt electrical] sys- 
tem, and the air conditioning. Land 
yachts without generators use gas- 
fired water heaters. 

The real marvel of this machine 

is the bathroom, This is what guar- 
antees your freedom on the road. 
Anyone who has traveled with a 
family will appreciate not having 
to depend upon public facilities. 
You stop at service stations only 
for fuel. This is a pleasure, and 
a great timesaver. 
The lavatory, shower, and toilet 
are standard equipment on most 
rolling homes. Waste water drains 
into a holding tank, so you can go 
for a couple of days completely on 
your own. 

The shower is small, but refresh- 
ing when you need it. Because the 
water is in limited supply, you 
can't afford to waste. You learn to 
lather yourself with water from the 
javatory and use the shower for 
rinsing. 

To reduce the solid wastes in 
the holding tank to liquid, enzymes 
are added when it is empty. About 
a quarter of a cup of this dry 
granular material will do the job. 
As the tank fills, the enzymes work 
just as they do in any septic tank. 
The movement of the bus speeds 
the action. 

Dumping the waste every eve- 
ning, as was recommended, was the 
one aspect of our travels that gave 
us pause. It did not seem quite 
proper to be dumping this mate- 
rial on the countryside. Our first 


full tank made us a little nervous. 
As it turned out, the problem was 
less difficult than we anticipated. 

The secret of success is to de- 
out-of-the-way 
places where some 30 gallons of 
high-nitrogen liquid fertilizer can 
be applied without inconvenience 
to anyone. We’re told that seasoned 
travelers look upon this as soil im- 
and of 
public service. We did not attain 
that state of grace. 

Mechanically the chore is simple. 
There’s a handle, like a bicycle

handgrip, that you unscrew and 
pull directly toward you. The liquid 
gushes out, and the deed is done. 
The operation is made less noisome 
by the addition of a deodorizer to 
the holding tank about an hour 
before dumping. It really works.

We were very careful to 
empty the tank where it could not 
be detected—which, after all, is the 
perfect place for it. 

Many gas stations in the West 
and Midwest have dumping. sta- 
tions where holding tanks can be 
emptied. A special septic tank and 
drain field may be installed, or the 
plumbing is connected to the mu- 
nicipal sewer system. Union 76 on 
the West Coast is one of the pio- 
neers of this worthy service.

But in this case, Mrs. Klaas 
drove the Jeep, and Mr. Klaas 
drove the Condor to the first ma- 
chine shop with equipment to fix it. 
As it turned out, the machine shop 
was 900 miles up the road. This 
gives you an idea of the distance 
involved in north-country travel, 
and the need to plan ahead.

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I'll go along with your elaborate 
pretension of ignorance and try to 
explain in simple terms. 

Common sense is your best tool. 
What do you mean by “wet” base- 
ment? Do you really see puddles 
of water? Or do you smell wetness 
—that is to say, do you smell the 
odor of mildew? Whichever it is, 
the answering of these questions 
can immediately narrow the scope 
of your problem. Such moisture 
signs may be mutually exclusive, 
since their causes are quite dif- 
ferent. 

Visible 
means you have water leaking or 
seeping from outside. A mildew 
smell, especially if it occurs in the 
warm, humid months, means that 
your problem is caused by conden- 
sation forming on the walls and 
floor from inside, rather than by 
leakage or seepage. This condition 
is generally solved by controlling 
basement ventilation—by shutting 
out air when it is hot and humid, 
admitting it only when it is cool

and dry. 

It will help you to think of your 
basement as nothing more than an 
open box buried in the earth to 
within a foot or so of its top. Its 
sides are made of porous stuff. (It 
could be poured concrete, concrete 
block, brick, or stone masonry.) 
The walls are probably about eight 
inches thick. Its concrete botiom. 
or floor slab, is also porous and is 
(or should be) from three to four 
inches thick. The soi] around your 
basement-box is relatively moist, 
even in dry seasons. When rain 
totally saturates the earth (espe- 
cially if it rains for days and 
weeks).

If your trouble occurs mostly in 
rainy seasons, you probably have 
hydrostatic pressure building up in 
the ground outside—so much pres- 
sure. in fact, that it will force gal- 
lons of water into your basement

Dry well receives water from down- 
spout, then lets it percolate gently 
through concrete blocks back into soil. 


Would you try to float a porous 
boat? This, in effect, is what you 
are doing. Your basement won’t 
sink, of course, but if its leaky 
sides and bottom aren’t properly 
sealed, it’s going to “ship water” 
over and over again—as you have 
learned to your dismay. 

Your house, which sits over your 
basement, acts as an umbrella to 
keep the water from coming in at 
the top. But the water that falls 
onto an umbrella drips from its 
edges, and this drip plus the water 
falling outside the sheltering pe- 
riphery of the umbrella can still 
get at you from the sides and bot- 
tom—which is why you wear rain- 
coat and galoshes. 

So you have to discover the pos- 
sible sources of underground water 
that can build up into this side and 
bottom pressure; then determine 
how they may be eliminated or 
turned aside before they can reach 
your basement. Fortunately, your 
house was not built over a live 
spring, an underground stream, or 
a swamp. Nor does it sit at the base 
of a mountain or hill that pours 
both surface and subsurface water 
down upon you. (i'll tell you later 
about some of these problems.) But 
you may have a high-water table 
on the land under your house. This 
means the level’ at which water 
saturates the soil. During rains or 
spring thaws, the water table rises, 
but even in dry seasons it can main- 
tain a constant hydrostatic pressure 
against your basement. 

First, make sure that the ground 
around all sides of your house 
slopes away from the foundation 
walls. This will enable ordinary sur- 
face water to run off before it soaks 
in. In some cases, where founda- 
tions are exposed to heavy storms, 
it is necessary to cover the adjacent 
soil with concrete paving to stop 
water penetration. These must be 
carefully sloped, too. 

If you have roof gutters, are they 
large enough to handle real down- 
pours? They should be clean and 
free of leaves so they won't spill 
over and dump water alongside 
your foundation. They should be 
sound and free of present and po- 
tential leaks. If you do not have 
gutters, you should have them in- 
stalled—and make sure they are 
half again as large as customary. 

If you have gutters you have to 
have downspouts. These, too. must 
be cleaned of debris, or water will 
back up into the gutters and turn 
them 


into spillways. Inspect the 


joints where gutters and down-

spout. The bottom end of the down- 
spout should be turned away from 
the house. Downspouts should never 
discharge water directly onto the 
soil. An easy way to divert down- 
spout run-off is to set a long splash- 
block under the opening; you can 
buy precast concrete splashblocks 
from building-supply companies. A 
better way is to have downspouts 
discharge into open. concrete-lined 
sumps, or catch basins, about a foot 
square and a foot deep, with a 
drain pipe leading as far away 
from the house as possible. 
Please don’t think I am a lover 


of gutters and downspouts. They 


are unsightly, expensive, and a nui- 
sance to keep cleaned out. If your 
house has wide eave overhangs | 
recommend that you not have gut- 
ters at all, but simply let your roof- 
water fall into a well-drained “drip 
strip.” Such a strip is easily made 
by digging a trench one foot wide 
and one foot deep directly unde: 
the edge of the roof overhang, lay- 
ing a line of drain tile at the bot- 
tom, and filling it with gravel or 
crushed rock. 
Incidentally. the flow frem a 
drip strip or a downspout sump 
should be discharged ultimately in- 
lo a storm sewer or a dry well, « 
into the soil at a point on the prop- 
erty where erosion or back-flow into 
the basement area cannot occur. If 
your soil is porous enough to af- 
ford good drainage, a dry well 


means of 


a simple and effective 
dissipating a concentrated volume 
of water and getting it gently back 
into the earth. 

The easiest way to build a drv 
well is to dig a hole in the ground 
and fill it with gravel. A slightly 
more sophisticated method is to dig 
a hole and line it with concrete 
blocks set on their sides without 


cemented joints. Any handyman 
could build one for you. The size 
of the well should be determined 
the amount of water vou expect 
to percolate through it. The dis- 
charge trom only one downspout, 
for example, would require a dm 
well no less than three feet square

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sult in an inundated basement. 
Snow should be shovelled away 
from the house at known trouble 
spots. 

I have avoided use of the words 
“prevention” and “cure.” The meas- 
ures we have discussed so far are 
really preventive by nature, yet any 
one, or combination of them, might 
effect a cure. I do hope so. Other- 
wise, you will have to enter the 
realm of purely curative measures 
—inside hydrolithic waterproof- 
ing. This is where you should turn 
to the professional waterproofer, 
unless John is handy enough with 
tools to do it himself. Tl] tell you 
briefly about the methods the pro- 
fessional uses, however, so that you 
can decide for yourselves how best 
to proceed. 

There are many so-called damp- 
proofing “paints” available which 
a homeowner can brush onto his 
basement walls. The moisture which 
penetrates a porous material (such 
as concrete block) by the process 
of absorption—the way coffee is 
soaked up by a sugar cube—can 
sometimes be stopped by these coat- 
ings. But they will not resist hydro- 
static pressure. And once such ma- 
terials are applied and found to be 
ineffectual, they preclude the ap- 
plication of true waterproofing seal- 
ants over them. 

There are two types of true seal- 
ants in the family of hydrolithic 
waterproofing—metallic and epoxy. 
Metallic waterproofing 
around for a long time—at least a 
hundred years. It involves the mix- 


has been 


ing of granulated iron aggregate 
with sand and cement to produce a 
mortar that is then plastered onto 
the basement walls and floor with 
a trowel. The concrete surfaces need 
not be dry, which is a great advan- 
tage in dealing with stubborn cases. 
But they must be thoroughly chip- 
ped, or roughened, to remove sur- 
face impurities and flakiness, so 
that a proper bond will be insured. 
As the mixture cures, oxidation of 
the iron particles takes place. This 
causes an expanding action that 
offsets the natural shrinkage of the 
mortar and produces a compact- 
ing, void-filling condition. 
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Curtain drain at foot of sloping 
driveway diverts water, carries it 
off to sides. Set-in iron grille per- 
mits cars to cross without damage. 


The result is a virtual iron bar- 
rier against 
strengthens under the onslaught of 
more moisture. That is, more mois- 


moisture, which 


ture produces more rusting which 
produces more expansion—hence 
an ever-increasing density. The life 
expectancy of this method is in- 
definite, but will probably exceed 
the life span of your house. Oxida- 
tion may produce a black, splotchy 
appearance on the treated surfaces, 
but this can be covered by adding 
overcoating 


a cement-base paint 


which does not contain iron par- 
ticles. 
The cost of materials used in 


metallic waterproofing is very low. 
Commercially packaged products. 
such as Embeco Pre-Mixed Grout. 
come in 100-pound sacks and cost 
about ten cents a pound.,,. 

Epoxy sealants are five-year-old 
newcomers to the waterproofing 
field. Accelerated testing methods 
indicate that they will probably 
have a good life expectancy, but 
only time-testing under all field 
conditions can corroborate this evi- 
dence. A membraneous coating, or 
film, of epoxy properly applied to 
a concrete surface will resist hydro- 
static pressures in excess of 5,000 
Ibs./sq.ft. (40 Ibs./sq.in.), which 
far exceeds those met in basement 
waterproofing problems. 

Application of epoxy requires 
somewhat less mechanical skill than 
metallic waterproofing, since it is 
put on with a brush. Still, great 
care is necessary in both mixing 
and (Manu- 
facturers’ directions should be close- 


painting operations. 


ly followed—especially temperature 
recommendations.) Epoxy is a ther- 
mal-setting material that generates 
its own heat. It is mixed by pour- 
ing two liquids into a wide-mouthed 
container (the more air it gets, the 
slower it sets) and must be applied 
promptly or it will harden before 
you can get it on. 

Epoxy can be applied only to 
dry, clean surfaces. This is where 
expert judgment is essential. Only 
a trained eye can tell if a surface 
is really free of moisture and con- 
tamination. Epoxy is no better than 
the surface to which it is applied. 
Any evidence of paint from previ- 


ous waterproofing or decorating 
attempts must be completely re- 
moved before application. Voids

ing. Thorough brushing is essential. 
Skips or pinholes will necessitate 
recoating. 

Caution: Epoxy is toxic, and in 
poorly ventilated areas — which 
many basements are—must be used

If a house is located below a 
mountain, or even at the foot of 
a driveway that slopes down from 
a street above, a “curtain drain” 
could solve the excess-water prob- 
lem. This is a drainage trench dug 
across the path taken by the water 
in its downward advance toward 
the house. Situated at the foot of a 
landscaped hill, such a trench need 
only have a line of drainage tile 
and a gravel fill. Where it crosses 
a driveway, it should be a concrete- 
lined trough covered with an iron 
grating. Curtain drains intercept 
the water and conduct it safely 
around or away from the building. 

If you were building a new house 
and were starting your basement- 
box from scratch (say with the 
help of an architect and a build- 
ing contractor), you would put a 
raincoat and galoshes on it before 
launching it into the wet earth. 

You would cover the below-grade 
basement walls with a coat of 
cold, fiber-reinforced asphaltic mas- 
tic. (Or you might wrap it with 
a layer of heavy felt building pa- 
per, well tarred at the joints.) A 
line of 4” drainage tile—generous- 
ly surrounded by gravel or crushed 
rock—would run below the junc- 
ture of the footing and the wall.

\s a seasoning plant, cut often 
for garnishing, chervil is not more 
than six inches tall. When it bolts 
to seed, the dainty white flowers 
stand twelve inches tall.

excuse for letting it get to 
or two for seed production. Other- 
wise. chervil will scarcely need thin- 
ning, as plants can stand four to 
six inches apart without loss of 
stature. 

Chervil is one of the best herbs 
for freezing. Its evanescent taste 
is lost in drying, but the frozen herb 
is almost identical in flavor to the 
fresh. Wash the leaves, drain, and 
place in individual plastic bags or 
envelopes. Staple together and en- 
close in a larger pliofilm bag with 
needed, the 


a label inside. As 


smaller containers, with a few 
handfuls of chervil leaves in each, 
may be taken from the freezer bag 
without disturbing the rest. Chop 
while still frozen or tie into an herb 
bouquet to dunk in soup or sauce. 
The method is the same for freez- 
ing all leaf herbs. No blanching is 
necessary as the foliage has pre- 
servative oils which eliminate en- 
zyme action, the cause of flavor loss 
in frozen vegetables. 

3. Dill (Anethum graveolens) is 
the tallest of the annual herbs. 
It may reach five feet in height 
when in bloom. Do not sow the 
whole packet, or fill the entire 
space reserved for dill at once. 
When the yellow flowers, followed 
by flat brown seeds, develop, the 
blue-green, threadlike foliage di- 
minishes in quantity. If fresh dill 
is a favorite with your family for 
potato salad, lamb, and fish dishes, 
you will want a succession of young 
plants to pick from. The mature 
dill, which is used for making dill 
pickles by laying flowers and seeds, 
layer on layer, with young cucum- 
bers in vinegar brine, allows few 
leaves for garnishing. Three sets 
of six dill plants, spaced six to ten 
inches apart, sown at monthly in- 
tervals will see you through the 
season. The last seedlings may be 
potted to bring indoors where they 
will make nice feathery plants less 
than a foot tall until spring. 

4. Sweet Marjoram (Majorana 
hortensis) is a tender perennial 
that is treated as an annual in the 
herb garden. The seeds are very 
fine, slow-growing, and hard to start 
in the open. Therefore, it is best 
to invest in a dozen plants unless 
you have a good place for starting 
seedlings indoors in March. The 


soft, gray-green foliage of sweet 
marjoram makes a charming con- 
trast to the other herbs for the fore- 
ground (chervil and parsley). It 
doesn’t exceed ten inches in height, 
even when allowed to flower in late 
summer. The stems are short and 
woody, making this an herb to dry 
on a screen in a darkened room. 
The pungency of the leaves is re- 
tained for years, so two cuttings 
will be a worthwhile harvest. 

Set plants out six inches apart 
and have at least a dozen. Frost 
will not affect sweet marjoram and 
some of the fresh leaves may be cut 
until Thanksgiving, even if you 
have made two cuttings previously. 
Sweet marjoram is a fine subject 
for the window garden, since it 
becomes a graceful, lighter green 
plant with softly drooping foliage 
when potted. It can be 
through the winter that way, then 
divided in the spring to make sev- 


carried 


eral new plants out of one. Even 
indoors the tops should be clipped 
often to keep the plant thrifty. 

5. Parsley (Petroselinum hor- 
tense) is almost too familiar to 
mention but it is one of the most 
rewarding herbs for a long season. 
Seeds take up to three weeks to 
germinate, so save some out for an 
August planting to have seedlings 
for potting for winter window 
growing. Using parsley as a border 
for a vegetable garden leads to a 
good supply. This herb is too often 
considered just a garnish. Actually, 
none of its curly greens should be 
wasted because it is one of the 
most nutritious of garden plants. 
Dried parsley has the remarkable 
quality of retaining most of its 
vitamin C. It also contains vitamin 
A in great measure and B complex 
and important minerals such as 
copper and manganese. 

Parsley is one exception to the 
rule ef not using artificial heat to 
start the drying of herbs. If it is 
washed, drained, and placed in a 


400° F. 


then allowed to remain in the oven 


oven for one minute and 


while it cools, with occasional stir- 
ring to turn over all the leaves on 
the metal screen or cookie sheet, 
the finished herb will be crisp and 
bright green. It should be rubbed 
through a coarse strainer and bot- 
tled at once to preserve the vitamin 
C. Dried parsley is easier to use 
than fresh in foods that require 
long cooking such as meat loaf, 
breaded meats, and others. 

6. Summer savory (Satureja 
hortensis) is the last of the annual 
herbs in our dozen. It is a slight 


plant with widely spaced, narrow 
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and stew. 


leaves of the distinct flavor that 





produced the adjective. Another 
‘term for it is “bohenkraut” or bean 
herb, so great is its affinity for 
green beans. If a few sprigs of 
‘savory are added to cabbage or 
broccoli while it is cooking, the un- 
pleasant odors of the vegetable are 
dissipated. 

Sow seeds where plants are to 
remain and thin to stand ten inches 
apart. As the willowy herb branches 
and blossoms, it is a good idea to 
hill up the main stem to keep the 
plant from flopping over and _ be- 
coming pinned down in the mud. 

Two cuttings of savory to be 
dried should be made, as well as 
taking sprigs for vegetable cookery 
daily. When the season is over, 
summer savory turns a purplish 
shade, with many small pinkish 
white blossoms in the axils of the 
opposite leaves. The whole plants 
may be cut at ground level, after 
frost, and hung up to dry, as sug- 
gested for basil. Not a leaf of 
savory should be wasted, so useful 
is it in poultry dressing, pea soup, 
However, one clipping 
for drying before the blooms ap- 
pear yields far more leaves than if 
the whole plants are taken up 
later. The proportion of foliage to 
stem is greater just before leaf 
herbs come into blossoms, and the 
essential oils are stronger then too. 

Summer savory stands between 
the low-growing group (sweet mar- 


_joram, chervil, and parsley) and 
'the middle-sized basils in place- 


ment in the garden. It averages 


twelve to fifteen inches in height, 


and plants can stand six inches 
apart. Twenty-four savories are not 
too many for cooking and drying. 

7. Chives (Allium schoenopra- 
sum), perhaps the best known 
cooking herb, is spoken of in the 
plural because the plant is a clus- 
ter of onionlike bulbs which throw 
up grassy, tubular stems of deli- 
cate flavor. Even in the city little 
pots of chives herald the coming of 
spring in the market. Few people 
realize that the poor, scalped, little 
plant that begins to yellow on the 
window sill a month later could be 
set out in the garden to grow hap- 
pily for many years. In the herb 
bouquet, or bouquet garni, used to 
season soups and sauces, (which 
must have one herb of the onion 
family), the usual choice for a deli- 
cate onion tang is chives. 

Chives are hardy perennials, eas- 
ily multiplied by dividing the 
clumps in the spring. In May they 
produce very pretty purple blos- 
soms. If the cook will have the 
heart to clip single leaves of chives 
around the plant instead of bob- 


bing it, the gardener can have 


fresh chives in salad and flowers 
blooming at the same time. Plants 
which store up strength in bulbous 
roots, need their leaves to manufac- 
ture food. Even something as vigor- 
ous as chives suffers with constant 


clipping that reduces its leaves to | 
stubble. After blooming, the flower |

In late August the 
plants produce lively white star- 
shaped blossoms, eighteen inches 
tall, whereas regular chives are 
twelve, which have the fragrance 
of tuberoses. A very hardy peren- 
nial, garlic-chives does better than 
regular chives as a pot plant since 
it does not seem to need freezing 
to stimulate a second growth. It 
self-sows freely which means that 
frequently there are seedlings to 
pot up for wintering indoors after 
the first year. 

Shallots (Allium ascalonicum ), 
another member of the family, are 


very easy to grow by planting the | 


divided cloves in the fall, as you 
do with tulips and digging them in 
July, or after the tops die down. 
Some sections of bulbs may be left 
in the ground and there will be 
green tops for garnishing and shal- 
lot bulbs to harvest the next sea- 
sen.

11. French tarragon (Artemi- 
sia dracunculus) has the reputation 
for being a finicky herb, probably 
because you cannot grow it from 
seed. All seed of tarragon offered 
to gardeners is of the coarser, fla- 
|vorless Russian tarragon which is 
/not worth cultivating. French tar- 
ragon is a sterile variety which has 
been handed down from generation 
to generation for its distinctive, 
somewhat licorice savor. 

All the Artemisias, including tar- 
ragon, are in the chrysanthemum 
family. This gives a clue to their 
cultivation. They are shallow- 
rooted and exhaust the nutriment 
in the soil in one season. Tarragon, 
especially, needs lifting and re- 
planting about the third year as the 
roots become intertwined and 
choke one another. The new stolons 
at the edge of the clump produce 
fine material for propagation if 
taken with a piece of root attached. 
The reason for not doing this every 
year is that tarragon grows rather 
/more slowly than the rest of the 
chrysanthemum clan and too often 
moving weakens the roots. They 
should be kept free of weeds and 
grass at all times and be given a 
side-dressing of balanced fertilizer 
after the first cutting in late June.

We 
have not yet, in most parts of the 
country, developed our apprecia- 
tion of rock as an ornament in it- 
self. But if we add plantings as 
simply as possible and study the 
nature and character of rock be- 
fore we do, can gain greater 
appreciation.

a blower can gather them in piles 
for disposal. 

A hose attachment permits you 
to clean leaves out of flower beds, 
ground cover, planter boxes, and 
other places you can’t get to with 
the machine itself. You can use a 
suck the 


debris up out of basement window 


hose to clean stairs, or 
wells. A four-inch hose is good for 


picking up stems, nuts, small 
leaves, and other plant droppings. 
It can get the tiny bits and pieces 
out from among the stones in a 
Japanese gravel garden, or from a 
bed you don’t want to disturb by 
raking. Because of its small diam- 
eter, it has a high-velocity air flow, 
and is best for smaller, heavier 
stuff. A six-inch lower-velocity hose 
is good for leaves and bulk. These 
would clog a smaller hose. 

The higher-velocity principle al- 
so works when you are blowing. 
Some blowers have openings that 
you can partially shut down. By 
narrowing the opening and deflect- 
ing the air stream downward, you 
get higher velocity and can blow 
away branches, sticks, even small 
stones. Hose attachments are avail- 
able for blowers as well as for 
vacuums. 

Blowers and vacuums can even 
iessen indoor housecleaning. They 
can get up all the fine dirt from 
your entrance paving and garage 
floor, so it isn’t tracked in. This is 
the kind of dirt and grit ordinary 
sweeping won't remove. 

A vacuum can help you keep 
your lawn greener through the win- 
ter. It sucks up grass that has been 
matted down by snow and gives it 
a better chance to flourish. Vacu- 
uming is a springtime tonic to start 
new growth early. Vacuuming also 
helps reduce the spreading of 
weeds by removing their seeds and 
keeping grass in better condition. 
Grass clippings can choke your 
lawn. Either a vacuum or a blower 
can remove them periodically. 


Nyece wouldn’t buy a car without 
trying out several makes and 
models. The same applies to blow- 
ers and vacuums. Shop around. See 
them demonstrated. Some dealers 
are happy to demonstrate right on 
your own grounds. 

Don’t judge a machine by its 
size. Judge it first by its horse- 
power. It’s horsepower that does 
the work, and invariably the more 
horsepower, the better. 

What kind of an impeller (fan) 
does the machine have? In a blow- 
er, a lightweight impeller may be 


an advantage. It puts less load on 


the engine. But in a vacuum, it 
might be damaged by stones or 
metal objects. What about the hous- 
ing around the impeller? Will it 
take rough treatment, or will a 
stone crack or break it? 

is the ca- 
pacity of the bag? If you are doing 
a big job of picking up, you don’t 
want to be forced to empty the bag 
every minute. A good-size bag may 
hold 100 pounds. 


On a vacuum, what 


HH easy is it to remove the bag 
for emptying, and then attach 
it again? Is the fastening device 
well-thought-out and designed, or 
merely the cheapest way out? Some 
bags have a zipper vent at their 
back. On grass or paving, you keep 
the vent open for added suction. On 
dirt, you close it, so that you pick 
up what’s on the dirt but not the 
dirt itself. 

Some machines are self-pro- 
pelled. Others are not. If the ma- 
chine has good-size tires and flat 
going, self-propulsion is not so im- 
portant. When there are many ups 
and downs, you need it, You also 
need more horsepower. You lose 
one horsepower or more in gaining 
propulsion. 

In shopping for a machine, con- 
sider its tires. Are they pneumatic 
or merely semipneumatic? Pneu- 
matic tires make for easier han- 
dling and reduce the shocks of 
bumpy going. They’re like the big 
tires on a wheelbarrow; you don’t 
sink in when the ground is 
or track up the lawn.

bed, which would also have to 
pinch-hit as a sofa.

These fabrics are actually 
more Moorish in feeling than what 
most of us think of as African...” 

At that point the phone re- 
ceiver resumed its heated crackling 
with the message that she had no 
ambitions to live like a sultana, 
that she collected pewter, 
pierced brass, and simply wished 
me to address myself to the prob- 
lem of finding an upholstery fabric 
for her Martha Washington chair. 

One of the things a decorator 
has to learn early is how to con- 
tend with the hermetically sealed 
minds of clients like Mrs. Wake- 
field. who judges things more by 
their labels than by their essential 
appropriateness. So, when my turn 
came to speak, I simply said, “Very 
well. [ll be up to see you with 
some samples.” And was—fiend- 
ishly certain that I’d fix her wagon 
this time.

Continuing along our alphabetical trail 


through the complex world of wines, guided by 


one of the great experts on the subject 


By FRANK SCHOONMAKER 


POMMARD (Po-mar). Perhaps the best known and most popular 


of all red Burgundies, especially in English-speaking coun- 
tries: three times as much Pommard is shipped to the 
United States as ved Burgundy under any other single 
appellation. Only a fraction of this is of truly superior qual- 
ity. The name Pommard alone, unless followed by that of 
one of the few truly outstanding vineyards of this little 
commune, is anything but a hallmark of quality. The village 
is just south of Beaune, and bounded in turn on the south 
by Volnay. Its 846 acres of vines produce more wine 80- 
100,000 cases a year) than any other commune of the Cote 
d’Or. Nevertheless, it is a long way from certain, despite 
strict controls, that everything sold as “Pommard” is really 
genuine. The estate-bottled wines from outstanding vine- 
yards, on the other hand, are not only dependable but fine— 
soft, gracious, well-balanced, not too deep in color, fruity 
and attractive, with considerable breed. The best climats 
are Rugiens (which adjoins Volnay and gives a rather full- 
bodied wine, with a wholly typical and rather agreeable, 
special gout de terroir), Epenots (also spelled Epeneaux) 
which adjoins Beaune and is remarkable for its finesse and 
class, Clos Blanc, Arvelets, Chaponiéres, Pézerolles, Pou- 
tures, Chanlins Bas, Les Croix Noires, La Platiére, etc. All 
of these yield red wine exclusively, but there is an insig- 
nificant amount of white produced by a tiny vineyard known 
as the Coeur des Dames. Two cuvées of the Hospices de 
Beaune, Dames de la Charité, and Billardet, carry the 
Appellation Controlée “Pommard” and bring high prices. 


PORT. Certainly the most famous of all dessert wines; origi- 


nally and properly a sweet, heavily fortified wine from a 
delimited district in the upper Douro Valley of northern 
Portugal. In most countries no other wine may be sold as 
“Port,” and even in the United States the name is to some 
extent protected—the domestic product must be labeled 
American Port, New York State Port, or California Port. 
California, incidentally, produces nearly ten times as much 
“Port” as Portugal, but only a tiny fraction of this vast 
output is at all comparable, in character and quality, to 
the Portuguese original, 

However, both in Portugal and in this country, Port is a 


wine which owes its sweetness to the high sugar content of 


the grapes from which it is made. These. crushed, are put 
to ferment, but at some carefully determined half-way point 
in their fermentation the juice is drawn off into casks or 


tanks which contain a predetermined amount of high-proof 
grape brandy, This, of course, immediately arrests the fer- 








mentation, and the result is a wine of 19 to 21 percent 
alcohol by volume, still quite sweet, the raw material of 
Port. What it becomes thereafter depends, to a large ex- 
tent, on the quality of the grapes from which it was made, 
their variety and their vineyard, and on the cellar care 
which the crude new wine receives. 

Port has been made in this way in Portugal, though of 
course vastly less well than now, since about 1450, and has 
been well-known and popular in northern Europe, in Eng- 
land especially, for nearly three centuries. It has never, 
except in its cheap, inferior, domestic version, acquired 
much acceptance in the United States. 

Various types of Port are now made in Portugal, and they 
vary widely. The most expensive are vintage Ports. These 
are selected lots of wines of exceptionally good years, un- 
blended, bottled young (more often in London than in 
Oporto). They require anywhere from fifteen to fifty years 
to reach their peak, throw a heavy sediment or film or 
crust in the bottle, have to be decanted with great care, 
and at their best are of quite extraordinary quality. They 
are regarded with a respect approaching reverence by their 
British devotees. Good recent vintages include 1960, 1955, 
1950, 1947, 1945, 1942, 1935, 1934, 1927, 1924. Only the 
oldest are considered by connoisseurs as ready to drink. 

More generally available and interesting is something 
called “Crusted Port” or “Port of Vintage Character.” This 
is a blended wine, bottled early, and it too, throws a 
heavy sediment. 

Most of the Port shipped to the United States, however, 
is aged in wood and ready to drink when shipped. One, 
properly called Ruby Port, is fairly young, fruity, attrac- 
tive, although its quality depends entirely on its shipper 
and its price. Tawny Port has spent more time in oak, thus 
acquiring a lighter color and a brownish tinge. It is softer, 
rounder, more mature and usually, quite properly, more 
expensive. There exists, in addition, White Port, consider- 
ably less esteemed by experts, made precisely as the red is 
made but from white grapes, principally the Rabigato, 
Malvasia, Gouveio, etc. The leading red wine varieties in- 
clude the Touriga, Bastardo, Tinta Francisca, Tinta Car- 
valha, Tinta Madeira, Mourisco, Tinta Cao, ete. 

As the result of recent plantings of Tinta Madeira and 
Tinta Cao grapes, a limited amount of quite good Port is 
being produced in California, and the word Tinta usually 
appears on its label. But according to American wine laws 
and regulations, “Port” may be made anywhere, out of any 
grapes, including native Eastern varieties, or even table 
grapes, raisin grapes, or culls. It may be well and prop- 
erly aged in oak, or it may, and often does, go to the 
consumer when under six months old. There is no guide to 
quality other than the rather untrustworthy one of price, 
and the producer’s name or brand. 


PORTUGAL. When it comes to wine, most people tend to think of 


Portugal in terms of Port, yet hardly two percent of Portu- 
guese wine is Port, and more than half of this is exported. 
What the Portuguese themselves prefer, and consume in 
happy abundance, is table wine. About as large and as 
populous as Ohio, Portugal produces four times as much 
table wine as California and drinks over three times as 
much table wine as the United States, some 25 gallons per 
capita per year. 

Most of this, of course, is simply consumo, or vin ordi- 
naire, agreeable enough, and cheap. The reds are on the 
whole more deeply colored and slightly higher in alcohol 
than their French or California counterparts; the whites 
are rather coarse and common, as might be expected at 
this latitude; some of the rosés are refreshing and good. 

A great deal of progress has been made in methods of 
vinification and cellar care over the past decades, and a 
number of superior Portuguese table wines are beginning to 
find a place in the world market, especially in England and 
to some extent in the United States. While they can hardly 
be called distinguished, these are often very agreeable, and 
good values. Several are sold simply under a brand name (as 
Lancer’s, Mateus, etc.) without any precise indication of 
origin; others, and increasingly, carry a geographical ap- 
pellation strictly defined by the Portuguese government. 

The more important of these are, 1. what is known as

Vinho Verde (literally, “green wine,” but 
the sense that it is young and fresh and lively), from 
northern Portugal, red, white, and rosé; 2. Dao, from a 
small mountainous district south of the Douro Valley, once 
again red, white, and rosé: 3. Colares, a fine, light red 
wine made from the Ramisco grape, planted in sandy coastal 
vineyards west of Lisbon; 4. Bucelas, a rather sweet, white 
table wine made just north of Lisbon. 

In addition to these, Portugal produces one of the most 
famous muscat wines of Europe, the golden Moscatel de 
Setubal. which is almost a liqueur. And of course Port 
and Madeira, to round out a truly unique range of great 
fortified wines. 


POUILLY FUISSE (Poo-ye Fwee-say). Excellent dry white wine 
made from the Chardonnay grape in four small communes, 
or townships, just west of Macon, in southern Burgundy. 
Pouilly itself is not a township, but is officially ranked as 
a hamlet (hameau) in the commune of Fuissé; the others 
are Solutré, Chaintré, and Vergisson. The average annual 
production is not far from 400,000 gallons, much of it 
consumed in Lyon and Paris when still young. The best, 
usually estate-bottled, is a dry, green-gold, racy, fruity wine, 
with exceptionally good balance and fine bouquet—perhaps 
not a great wine but very nearly one, somewhere between 
Meursault and Chablis in character. Most Pouilly-Fuissés 
are now bottled before they are a year old, and they do not 
improve past the age of three. 


POUILLY FUME (Poo-ye-Few-may). Also POUILLY-BLANC- 
FUME, the terms being interchangeable. Excellent white 
wine, generally dry though sometimes with a trace of sweet- 
ness in great years, produced around the village of Pouilly- 
sur-Loire. Made entirely from the Sauvignon Blane (or 
Blane-Fumé) grape, pale, racy, fruity, usually bottled when 
less than a year old, it has acquired in the last ten years a 
great and well-merited popularity. The total production, 
often radically reduced by spring frosts, rarely exceeds 
100,000 gallons a year. 


POUILLY-SUR-LOIRE (Poo-ye sewer Lwahr). Small town on 
the Loire River, not far from Nevers, in centra] France. 
The wine-producing district of which it is the center in- 
cludes the adjoining communes of Les Loges, St. Andelain 
and Tracy. There are approximately a thousand acres of 
vineyard, about two-thirds planted to the common Chasselas 
grape, and one-third to the admirable Sauvignon Blanc, 
here known as the Blanc-Fumé. The Pouilly vineyards 
therefore produce two entirely different wines—that sold 
simply as Pouilly-sur-Loire is made from the Chasselas: at 
best it is a fresh, agreeable carafe wine, short-lived, without 
much character or distinction. The vastly superior wine 
made from the Sauvignon Blanc is the Pouilly-Fumé. 


PROOF. System of measuring and expressing alcoholic content; 
there are two scales. According to that used in the United 
States, proof is the double of alcoholic content by volume 
at 60°F.; an 86 proof brandy, for example, will contain 43 
percent alcohol by volume, and a 100 proof bonded whiskey, 
50 percent alcohol. In Great Britain, proof spirit contains 
57.1 percent alcohol by volume: liquids containing less are 
said to be “under proof,” and those containing more, “over 
proof.” 


PROVENCE (Pro-vawnss). Historically and traditionally, an 
ancient province of France where a separate language, 
Provencal, by no means just a dialect or patois, was and 
still is, to some extent, spoken. Aix-en-Provence was its 
capital, and it was considered to include the modern 
départements of Basses-Alpes, Vaucluse, Bouches-du-Rhéne, 
Var and part of the Droéme; it became part of France in 
1487. As far as wine is concerned, its modern meaning has 
been somewhat differently defined: Vaucluse, Basses Alpes 
and Drome are outside the limits of viticultural Provence 
whereas some vineyards in the département of Alpes Mari- 
times are now entitled to the Appellation “Cotes de Pro-

vence” although they were not part of France until 1860. 


PRUNING. Complex agricultural science, which has been the con- 
cern of vineyardists and vine-dressers since the time of 
Noah. by which vines are cut back (in almost all cases 
during their dormant season) so as to form and train them 


systematically with some specific end in view. This end may 
be increased production, high quality, a longer life for the 
vine itself, or any combination of these and many other 
desired results; literally thousands of books have been writ- 
ten on the subject over a period of more than twenty cen- 
turies. A capsule condensation of them is impossible and 
has no place in a Dictionary of Wine. 

From the wine-drinker’s point of view there are perhaps 
a few generalizations that may be helpful: 

1. Within definite limits, imposed by soil, climate, rain- 
fall (and/or irrigation), almost any grape variety can be 
pruned so as to produce twice or even five times its minimum. 

2. Again within limits, the commoner grape varieties do 
not yield markedly better wine when pruned to produce less 
per acre—a wine made from Carignan grapes by a man who 
harvests three tons per acre is not worth twice as much as 
a wine from his neighbor who gets six tons per acre. 

3. The few wine grape varieties which can properly be 
described as “great” (perhaps a dozen, surely less than 
twenty) always give better wine if severely pruned so as 
to give their minimum crop, providing they are planted in 
districts suited to them. 

1. There are many intermediate varieties (Sylvaner, 
Gamay, Merlot, Grenache) yielding wines best drunk young, 
which gain nothing and even lose quality if their production 


is too restricted.

white wines of France. The most celebrated vineyards in- 
clude Montrachet (about half in Chassagne), Chevalier- 
Montrachet (all in Puligny), Batard-Montrachet (nearly 
half in Chassagne), Bienvenue-Batard-Montrachet (all in 
Puligny) and Griots-Batard-Montrachet (all in Chassagne). 
These are all sold under the yineyard name alone, with no 
mention of Puligny or Chassagne.

RAINWATER. Odd name given to one of the lightest and palest 
of Madeiras. In the early 19th Century, at least according to 
tradition, a gentleman and connoisseur of Savannah, Georgia, 
by the name of Habisham, developed a special and secret 
method of clarifying and handling his family Madeiras, 
shipped in cask by clipper ships from Funchal, so as to 
render them not only excellent but uniquely light-bodied 
and pale. They soon became famous as “Rainwater Madei- 
ras” and their originator no less famous as “Rainwater 
Habisham.” The word, long since in the public domain, is 
now used by many Madeira shippers. 


REGIONAL. Wine that takes its name from a district or region 
rather than from a specific town or vineyard, generally in- 
expensive and generally a blend. Wines labeled “Anjou,” 
“Médoc,” “Cote de Beaune,” for example, are regional 
wines. 


RESERVE (Ray-zerv). Word often found on commercial wine 
labels. It has no legal or real meaning, except what the 
producer or shipper sees fit to give it. 


RHINE WINE. Properly and sensibly, a wine from the Rhine Val- 
ley. Unfortunately, under American law, almost any white 
wine under 14 percent alcohol may be so labeled, no matter 
where made or out of what sort of grapes. Those who wish 
to find some sort of an American equivalent of a German 
Rhine wine should look to Johannisberg Riesling and Syl- 
yaner from California, or even (although they are vastly 
different in flavor) the better varietal wines from the Finger 
Lakes district of New York State. 


RICHELIEU, Armand, Cardinal de (1585-1642). French cardinal 
and statesman, who asked: “If God forbade drinking, would 
He have made wine so good?” 


RHEINGAU (Rhine-gow). In the opinion of many experts, the 
greatest white-wine district in the world. It covers the foot- 
hills of the Taunus range, west of Wiesbaden and more or 
less opposite Mainz, in Germany, and overlooks an extraor- 
dinary reach of the Rhine which here, on its way north from 
Switzerland to the North Sea, makes a great bend and runs 
slightly south of west for over twenty miles. The vineyards, 
therefore, strung along the right or generally east bank of 
the river, have here the most ideal exposure, nearly due 
south, and the benefit from the warmth of the reflected 
sunshine off the Rhine. Legally, the wines of Hochheim, 
east of the Rheingau proper, and overlooking the Main, are 
Rheingau wines, as are also those of Assmannshausen and 
Lorch, on the steep slopes of the Rhine gorge on the north. 

The Rheingau’s total production is extremely small by 
international standards and amounts only to some 2’ mil- 
lion gallons a year, a good part of which is drunk locally. 
There are about 5,000 acres under vines, well over 70 per- 
cent of them Rieslings, and this variety predominates wherey- 
er good Rheingau wine is made. The cheapest wines are 
generally sugared to bring their alcoholic content up to the 
desired minimum, and these carry just the name of a village 
on their label, as Riidesheimer, Johannisberger, Hochheimer, 
etc. Of course, all the better ones bear the name of a spe- 
cific vineyard, and are estate-bottled. Assmannshausen pro- 
duces a few red wines of fair quality and there exist random 
plantings of red grapes elsewhere, but apart from these all 
the Rheingau wines are white.

Such wines as are fit for bottling and for export come 
almost exclusively from a small central section known as 
the Mittel-Haardt, between Neustadt and Bad Durkheim. 
There is a good deal of ordinary red wine, made mostly 
from the so-called Portugieser grape, and a great deal 
more white, that worthy of note made mostly from the 
Riesling and some from the Sylvaner. 

Four especially favored villages produce wine of top 
class: from north to south, Wachenheim, Forst, Deidesheim, 
and Ruppertsberg, but Bad Diirkheim, Kallstadt, Leistadt, 
and Kénigsbach can all be ranked not too far behind. 

The wines have a special character of their own: the 
lesser ones a Bodengeschmack, or taste of heavy soil; but 
the Rieslings from the better vineyards are truly of the 
highest quality—fine, fuller-bodied than the Rheingaus but 
hardly inferior to them. They have considerable bouquet 
and breed and go better than most other German wines 
with food. The Beerenausleses, etc., of great vintages are 
much sought after, and bring astronomic prices. 


RIESLING (Reece-ling). One of the very greatest of white wine 
grapes, apparently a native of the Rhine Valley. It has been 
grown there since Roman days at least, and no acceptable 
evidence exists to show that it originated elsewhere. Stories 
to the effect that it is identical with the Sercial of Madeira 
and the Pinot Ximenes of Spain are unworthy of credence. 
In modern times it has been transplanted into many other 
countries, and has almost always yielded superior wine, in 
Chile and in California, in Austria and Switzerland and 
Italy. It gives its best and wholly remarkable wine where 
it is not asked to produce too much, in cool districts, and 
on slaty or stony soil. 

Thus it is the one variety cultivated in all of the more 
distinguished Moselle vineyards, and in all the best of the 
Rheingau. [t is widely planted in Rheinhessen and the 
Rheinpfalz, and immeasurably outdistances all its rivals in 
quality, if not always in acreage. Its wine is the best of 
Alsace; it does well in Austria and Switzerland and in the 
Italian Tyrol. The Chilean “Rieslings” (some of which may 
well be made from the more productive Sylvaner), shipped 
in flagons. or Bocksheutel, are by far the most widely ac- 
cepted South American wines in the United States. 

In California (and even in New York State) there has 
been a good deal of confusion, some of it a long way 
from accidental, with respect to the variety and its name. 
Here the true variety is known as the “White Riesling” or 
“Johannisberg Riesling,” but wines may be labeled “Ries- 
ling” if made from the Chauché Gris (“Gray Riesling”) 
or the Sylvaner (“Franken Riesling”), or the “Emerald 
Riesling” (a modern hybrid), or even the “Missouri 
Riesling” (a native American vine, probably the Elvira). 
The same sort of loose popularization has taken place in 
Europe, and we have crosses such as the “Main Riesling” 
and vines such as the “Wélschriesling” which have no 
possible proper right to the name. 

In California the true Riesling grape, without the benefit 
of peurriture noble yet grown farther south and under 
sunnier skies, gives a fine dry white wine of good bouquet 
and considerable distinction. It is almost always labeled 
“Johannisberg Riesling.” 


RHONE (Rone). One of the great rivers of Western Europe, 
rising in Switzerland, traversing Lake Geneva, emptying 
into the Mediterranean west of Marseille. Vines are grown 
along its banks throughout a large part of its whole length 
and a great variety of different wines are produced—those 
of the Valais, the Vaud, Lavaux, and what is called La 
Cote, in Switzerland: Seyssel, between Geneva and Lyon, 
and all those known as Rhéne wines, or Cotes-du-Rhone, 
between Lyon and the Mediterranean. These include Céte 
Rotie, Condrieu, Chateau-Grillet, Crozes, Hermitage, 
Cornas, St. Péray, Gigondas, Chateauneuf-du-Pape, Tavel, 
Lirac, etc. Also a French département, that of the Beau- 
jolais country and the city of Lyon.

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ROMANEE-CONTI (Ro-ma-nay Cawn-tee). Perhaps the most 
celebrated of all red Burgundies, traditionally the ne plus 
ultra of red wine, often, especially in pre-war years, fully 
worthy of its extraordinary reputation. The vineyard is of 
roughly 44 acres and its average production is about 500 
cases, although less than 100 in 1945. Previously in old, 
ungrafted vines (Pinot Noir, needless to say), it was re- 
planted in 1946 and is now producing, from vines grafted 
on American root-stocks, wines increasingly close in quality 
to what it yielded before. It takes its name from the Prince 
de Conti, its owner from 1760 to 1795, and was acquired 
in 1869 by M. Duyault-Blochet, the leading vineyard-owner 
of Burgundy of that day, and great-grandfather of one of 
the present proprietors, M. de Villaine. It now forms part 
of the Domaine de la Romanée-Conti, the most famous 
single estate of the Cote d’Or; this comprises Romanée- 
Conti and La Tache, both in their entirety, a large part of 
Richebourg, and important holdings in Echezeaux and 
Grands Echezeaux. All of these, grands seigneurs in every 
sense of the term, are vinified and bottled in the estate 
cellars and have what might be called a certain family 
resemblance—believed, by certain experts, attributable to 
some secret of vinification. Romanée-Conti commands the 
highest price of any of these, and, in most years, the 
highest price of any red Burgundy. It is a great rarity 
and a very great wine. 


ROMANEE SAINT-VIVANT (Ro-man-nay San-Vee-vawn). Ad- 
mirable Burgundian vineyard, directly adjoining Romanée- 
Conti and Richebourg, in the township of Vosne-Romanée. 
It takes its name from the Priory of Saint-Vivant, having 
been conveyed as a gift to the monks of this priory (some 
three miles west of Vosne) by the Duchess of Burgundy in 
1232; it remained their property until the French Revolu- 
tion. Twenty-three acres in extent, divided among several 
owners, its maximum legal yield is some 2,800 cases, al- 
though in practice rarely half of that. One of the finest 
of all red Burgundies, full, soft, with great bouquet, it has 
the incomparable distinction of the Romanées, and there 
are few if any better wines in France. 


ROSE (Ro-zay). French word for pink, when applied to wine, 
now pretty much part of the English language, and used 
in almost every country where wine is produced or drunk. 
A true vin rosé is by no means a blend of red and white 
wines, but a special product, usually made from black 
grapes alone, and owing its color to the fact that it was 
neither fermented entirely with the grape skins (like all 
red wines), nor entirely without (like all white wines). 

Rosés of some sort are produced in almost all wine-growing 

countries, the best of them from the Grenache, Pinot Noir, 

Cabernet Franc, Gamay, and several Italian grape vari- 

eties. They should be served chilled and drunk young. 

Several excellent rosés are now being made in California 

above all from the Grenache grape: the best French come 

from Tavel, Marsannay, the Loire Valley, the Beaujolais, 
northern Alsace, and Provence. 


ROSETTE (Ro-set). Rather agreeable white wine, not entirely 
dry, made north of Bergerac in the département of the 
Dordogne. It comes largely from the Semillon grape, plus 
some Sauvignon Blane and Muscadelle; production amounts 
to some 75,000 gallons a year. 


RUFINA (Rue-fee-na). Town and small district in Italy’s Chianti 
Country, in the valley of the River Sieve, some twenty miles 
northeast of sold, almost in- 

variably, simply as Chianti and are among the best of those 

not entitled to the classico designation, full-bodied, deep- 
colored, with fine bouquet.

RUFFINO (Rue-fee-no). Well-known brand of nonclassico Chi- 
anti, produced and shipped by the firm of this name at 
Pontassieve, up the Arno from Florence.

e My husband presented me re- 
cently with a new address book— 
fat and white and hospitable look- 
ing. I had half expected he would, 
because only a few days before, 
when I was almost finished sending 
out the invitations to our daughter’s 
wedding, I had asked him to ad- 
dress and mail the last half-dozen. 

Two of the invitations promptly 
came back marked “Not At This 
Address.” In looking them up in 
The Book, as we imaginatively call 
our ancient address book, he had 
failed to see that the Yosts’ Pitts- 
burgh address, where they had once 
lived in an apartment for about six 
months, had been penciled through, 
and the more recent one, in a 
Boston suburb, scribbled into the 
margin vertically (for lack of room 
because this certain-to-be-always- 
blank “Y” page, except for the 
Yosts, had been filled in long ago 
with “Christmas Card List, 1944”), 
went unnoticed. The other invita- 
tion that was returned, the Howard 
Walkers’, had been addressed to 
their house in Iowa City, even 
though they had written a lyrical 
letter at least five years ago from 
their new house in the country— 
the one they had spent years plan- 
ning and saving for. I had inserted 
the country address, but incon- 
spicuously at the very top—the only 
blank space left on the page. 

A fresh start—a new book listing 





in order. The old Book, dating 
from the year of our marriage, 
1939, is packed as full of people 
as a Mack Sennett street car. Many 
of our friends have died, some have 
disappeared—our last letters re- 
turned, perhaps years ago, marked 
“Address Unknown.” 

And so, with the old Book and 
the new one side by side, I begin 
to transfer at “A”—Mr. and Mrs. 
Martin Ackley, 1810 Highland 
Road. When I was young, I spent 
half my days with the Ackley chil- 
dren on their tennis court in the 
back yard (where now there is a 


parking lot) or, on rainy days, 


playing jacks on the front porch 
where five mail boxes now hang 


beside the door. Whenever, in 
thumbing through the A’s in search 
of an address, my eye lights on 
Mr. and Mrs. Ackley of 1810, I go 
back fleetingly and happily to those 
years. Now they will be blotted 
out by my efficiency. 

The names “Mr. and Mrs. Amos 
Allen” punctuate the “A” pages 
like wayside stations along a com- 
muter-train line. Their first address 
was on West Madison, wasn’t it? 
They had just married and Amos 
had a job at a nearby gas station. 
From that time (all through the 
A’s), it’s hop, hop, hop for the 
Amos Allens—Detroit, Fort Wayne, 
Washington, D.C., Chicago, Mil- 
waukee, and up, up, up in the same 
oil company whose oil he once dis- 
pensed in that first job, until now, 
in Chicago again, Amos is “top 
brass.”” Here—in our shabby Book 
—is the story of their lives. 

Two of the most joyful years of 
our married lives shine between the 
final, pencil-slashed lines: Sylvia 
and Bil] Atkinson, Long Lake 
Road, Bloomfield Hills. They lived 
in a cottage on one side of the 
lake; we lived in a barn of a house 
on the other; and we kept in daily 
touch in summer, by means of a 
secondhand rowboat, and in winter 


by skates or skis. Over the years we | 


have clipped articles about Bill 
Atkinson, sports clothes designer, 
out of Motor Boating and other 
magazines, but it is those two lines, 
those two years, that are important. 

I have a feeling that in the “B’s” 
and the “C’s” 
“Z's”, there will be this same dis- 
orderly and crowded unreeling of 
the past quarter-century. So I have 
decided, for this very reason, to 
keep the tattered old address book 
and keep wedging in, somehow, the 
changes. I will wrap up the new 
address book my husband gave me 
in tissue paper and give it to our 


daughter for a wedding present. 


It’s a large book and should last

How a gentleman-cook

(ovens and burners) are along one wall in the large central 
room. On the way to the dining room is a large butler’s 
pantry with additional storage. This pantry has its own bar 
sink and substantial work counter. Around the pantry are 
stored the table appointments for the formal dining room. 

As unusual as its floor plan is the unexpected decoration 
of the room. Silver tea paper covers most of the walls. It 
makes a rich contrast to the red plastic laminate counters. 
Rattan furniture. Chinese porcelains, and pandanus matting 
(used below the windows) continue the Far East flavor of 
the house.

together, can help shorten this traffic pattern. We show eight 
examples on these four pages. 

An island is any freestanding base cabinet out in the 
middle of the kitchen floor. In a sense it is a latter-day 
version of the old kitchen table. The difference now is that 
it may accommodate a sink or a cooking top in its work 
surface and have cabinet storage underneath. A peninsula 
is simply any counter extending out from the wall so it’s 
accessible from three sides. Both islands and peninsulas, by 
the added facilities they provide, can significantly cut kitchen 
mileage. They help traffic in other ways, too. 

There’s more to good circulation in a kitchen than the 
efficiency with which the cook gets around. There’s also 
the problem of how to keep people out of each other’s way. 
Islands and peninsulas can help do this by isolating various 
areas of activity and by routing people passing through the 
kitchen so they don’t cross work areas.

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The kitchen 


is no longer

@® The kitchens of today are unsurpassed in storage, con- 
venience, and equipment. But in appearance and location, 
very few have found their rightful relationship to the house 
as a whole. It has been a long time since the kitchen was 
just a work place for servants, but we still treat it as if it 
were a room apart. 

The way we live today makes the kitchen one with the rest 
of the house. We no longer eat only here or in the dining 
room. We eat (and cook) in the garden, we serve hot hors 
d’oeuvres in the living room, and we have breakfast in bed. 
There’s good reason for putting a kitchen right‘in the middle 
of things so it can serve in all directions. 

Count the hours you spend in the kitchen, and you'll realize 
that it is really a “living” room and deserves the highest 
standards of design and finish. 

Shown here and on the following four pages is a beau- 
tiful kitchen, completely compatible with the rest of a fine 
house. It is centrally located in the floor plan, and it has 
the same esthetic character as the adjoining rooms. This 
kitchen is literally surrounded by the areas it serves directly ; 
it is not far from any room. 

Sliding panels on two walls offer the convenience of an 
“open kitchen” plus complete enclosure when required. With 
the panels open, kitchen and adjoining rooms are an entity. 
They are accessorized and finished as such. 

The view at left, for example, is from the entryway pass- 
through. When this is open for use as a bar, there’s no 
visual conflict with the other rooms. The kitchen is simply 
a part of the house finished with the same care (and many 
of the materials) as the living and dining areas. 

The pass-throughs are not just holes cut through a wall. 
Each one is a definite architectural element that relates to 
the larger design of the surrounding area. When open, it 
looks as if it is meant to be open; when closed, as if it is 
meant to be closed. It is, therefore, always unobtrusive. In 
each case, there’s generous work space on both sides. 

\lthough it can accommodate considerable help for large 
parties, this room is designed to suit the needs of the 
lady of the house, who loves to cook. It’s a good-sized

@ Kitchen floor-planning is one of the toughest design jobs 
in the world because the irresistible forces of food traffic 
meet the immovable objects of walls, counters, and cabinets. 
The need for continuous work space and cabinet storage 
interferes with easy movement from place to place. 

The pass-through is often the solution to this dilemma. 
It works in a straight line—the shortest distance between 
two points—and it works two ways. It takes the food from 
the point of preparation to the point of service; it then takes 
the dirty dishes right back to the cleanup center. 

The simplest form of the pass-through is from the kitchen 
to the dining room, to save steps and a number of trips. 
(There is an auxiliary benefit too: The fewer times you 
carry food, the less chance there is of spilling it.) More 
sophisticated versions of the pass-through speed up traf- 


fic within the kitchen or take food to the outdoors. 





This is the view from the kitchen side of the divider wall at 


left (glasses can be seen racked on closed doors). Advantages 


of pass-through are obvious. Food is prepared on range at left, 
passed through to the family room. Then dirty dishes are passed 
through opening right to sink-dishwasher where they should be. 








In the new scheme of things at home, the kitchen func- 
tions as the hub around which life revolves. The develop- 
ment of the pass-through in all its variations makes this 
new life of the kitchen possible. We are eating all over 
the house, not just in the dining room, and the kitchen must 
serve food in more than one direction. Operating as a 
center this way also cuts down the duplication of facilities. 
(Complicated outdoor-cooking equipment is not necessary, 
for example, if kitchen-prepared food can be passed simply 
to a terrace just outside. ) 

The pass-through can be open and obvious. with no closure 
needed or wanted. Or it can be concealed in the larger face 
of a wall, using such devices as hidden hinges, touch latches, 
and sliding hardware to make the opening easily accessible. 

On these two pages is shown a kitchen using two pass-

@ A major new breakthrough in the design of kitchen 
storage cabinets appears in the rotating drawer units of 
Orbit Kitchens, shown on these two pages. Created by Indus- 
trial Designer David Humphrey, these modular drawer sys- 
tems are pivoted to swing around at the touch of a finger, 
bringing the total storage area of each drawer within easy 
reach. Surprisingly, these drawers have as much or more 
storage capacity as conventional pull-out units, and they 
will not sag, bind, warp, stick—or fall out. 

Constructed entirely of plastic laminates, all inside and 
outside surfaces can be quickly and easily cleaned. Mounted 
off the floor on stainless-steel shafts fixed between counter 
top and floor, an entire bank of drawers can be swung open 
to allow scrubbing and waxing of floor right up to the wall. 

Wall cabinets and base units other than drawers have 
tambour roll-away doors that slide smoothly around corners 
and disappear into a storage pocket. This leaves cabinet 
interiors completely visible and easy to reach. The doors 
move in aluminum tracks. They are made of vertical, double- 
faced plastic laminate slats bound together with continuous 
interior strips of rubber webbing. 

Each storage unit is independent, so that base and wall 
cabinets can be grouped in any combination. The flexibility 
allowed by complete interchangeability of parts together 
with the wide variety of colors and wood-grain patterns 
available in plastic laminates provide an unlimited number 


of design and decorating possibilities.

@ There is a school of thought that wants no part of flowered 
chintz or quaint touches in their kitchens. They want them 
to look and be efficient workrooms.

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Luminous Ceilings 


where and how to use them 


When you want light spread softly 


and evenly over a large area, the answer is a luminous ceiling. 


It lights a room the way the sky would do it 


By DAVID X. MANNERS 


@ A luminous ceiling is like the sky. It spreads a broad, 
soft-glowing canopy of light. Use a luminous ceiling to light 
an interior, and you are lighting it the way the outdoors is 
lighted—from above, and from a broad source. That is why 
a luminous ceiling is such good light, and why it can keep 
an interior or windowless room from seeming confining and 
oppressive. 

Typically, a luminous ceiling consists of translucent panels 
of plastic supported in a grid of wood or metal. Fluorescent 
fixtures behind the panels supply the light. There are count- 
less variations. Often it is one of the least expensive ways 
of getting both a ceiling and lighting. Invariably it is a 
beautiful way. 

In kitchens and bathrooms. luminous ceilings make the 
most sense. They can be designed to give a high level of 
light, but if you want to reduce the light, you can use a 
dimmer. In entries, hallways, and other areas where natural 
lighting is inferior, luminous ceilings can be designed for a 
lower light intensity, or can be dimmer-controlled. In entries 
and hallways they may have important design value. They 
make it possible to reduce ceiling height. This reduction 
can be exploited to accent the height of adjoining, more 
important spaces. 

Other excellent luminous ceiling applications are in utility 
areas, home workshops, and basements. In basements, the 
ceiling provides an easy maintenance finish, and the remoy- 
able panels allow ready access to pipes, ducts, and wiring. 

Luminous ceilings can be achieved in many ways, and can 
serve a variety of purposes. In almost all cases, a luminous 
ceiling is architectural lighting. That means it is built into 
a house the same way that windows, stairways. or other 
features are built in. Its selection merits the same kind of 
care and esthetic consideration given to other detailing of

the house. It can be a neutral element, like a plain, plastered 
ceiling. Or it can be a form-giving element, rhythmically 
echoing other design motifs and patterns. 

A luminous ceiling need not and should not be commercial 
in appearance. It should not make any area in your house 
reminiscent of a bank or a supermarket. If the ceiling is 
designed when the house is built, you are on safe ground. 
The architect will supply the needed harmony between light- 
ing and structure. If it is being added as a remodeling 
feature, competent design help may not be so readily avail- 
able, and the temptation to proceed on your own greater. 
The first questions you must ask yourself are: What will a 
luminous ceiling do for the beauty of the room and the house 
as a whole, and what kind of ceiling should it be? 

Hung lighting areas need not be square or rectangular. 
They can be circular, cruciform, or any other shape that 
suits your purposes and requirements. They need not be 
confined to one room. They (Please turn to page 223)

every inch of space count 


if @ Everybody complains about kitchen storage space but nobody 
does anything about it. Why not? It may be because most people 
don’t understand the nature of storage space. In big quantities, it 
looks good but is hard to handle. In small chunks, cut down 
vertically ard horizontally, it begins to make sense, to be usable. 
Give your present pantry (or cabinet) shelves a good hard look. 
How many of the shelves have just one or two items taking up 
the full height? Suppose you separated all canned and dry foods 
by height? Could you rearrange the shelves and add one or two 
or even three more?

A kitchen buried inside the house 


@ The kitchen’s relation to the rest of the 
house has been changing markedly during the 
last decade. The coming of skylights, of 
luminous ceilings, air conditioning, and gar- 
bage grinders has freed the kitchen from hav- 
ing to be put where it was previously put. 

It can have abundant light and fresh, sweet 
air—yet have only one window to call its 
own. The kitchen on these three pages is a 
wonderful example of this trend. For it has 
only one outside wall and one window. Yet, 
thanks to two pass-throughs, it can benefit 
from a distant view (across the breakfast 
room) and a view of the terrace and patio.

For homes equipped with freez- 
ers, there are now freestanding 
“all-refrigerators” of anywhere 
from 10 to 15 cu.-ft. capacity; about 
96 percent fresh food storage.

When 
showering, you can turn the water 
off while lathering up, and get the 
identical temperature when you 
turn it on again.

Some single-control faucets re- 
turn to a middle point between hot 
and cold when you shut them off. 
This is a safety feature, for you are 
less likely to accidentally turn on 
the water at an unwanted preset 
temperature. Flow and temperature 
in this type are controlled simul- 
taneously. 

The single lever can mean more 
than one-hand control. There are 
some lever varieties you can push 
with your wrist or elbow. This can 
be a help when your hands are 
full, or for those who may be inca- 
pacitated. It’s the easiest kind of 
faucet for a child to master. Some 
faucets that regularly come with a 
ball end are also available with a 
spade-end lever if you prefer. You 
will find that the longer the lever 
and the greater the arc of its 
swing, the finer your control. But 
on lavatory installations you want 
to be sure the lever is not so long 
it gets in your way when you bend 
over the basin. 

Single-lever faucets are better 
mechanically and require less 
maintenance. Most old-fashioned 
two-handle faucets work on a com- 
pression principle. When you turn 
the faucet handle, you are tighten- 
ing or loosening a screw. At the 
end of the screw is a washer that 
you grind down tight over the valve 
entry to shut the water off. The 
wear on such washers means they 
must be replaced periodically. If 
they aren’t replaced, water drips

can conceivably make incursions in- 
to other rooms or to the outdoors. 
In a long hallway, one may be a 
combination of shapes, if that is the 
solution the situation asks.

cost and ease of installation. Typi- 
cally, they merely snap together 
and are hung from the ceiling with 
wires or straps. Any handyman can 
assemble them. No special tools or 
skill is needed. In areas 
price is paramount, they provide 
the answer. They serve well and 


where 


unobtrusively. 

The more interest you have cre- 
ated in the supporting structure of 
a luminous ceiling, the simpler you 
are likely to want its translucent 
material. In many respects, frosted 
glass is excellent. It’s inexpensive, 
doesn’t deteriorate, and won't sag. 
Ordinary window glass can be sand- 
blasted on one side for about ten 
cents extra a square foot and given 
the right opacity for use. Its draw- 
backs are that it’s heavy and that 
breakable. Because of this 
breaking hazard, some _ building 
codes won’t permit it. 

The closest thing to glass is 
acrylic plastic, sold 
trade names as Plexiglas, Lucite, 
and Acrylite. It’s one-fourth the 
weight of glass and nonshatterable. 
Like most plastics, however, it will 
sag if you overextend it. A quarter- 
inch panel will safely span: three 
feet, but in that thickness it sells 
about $1.60 a square foot. 
That’s expensive, but acrylic is one 
of the most permanently stable and 
long-lived of the plastics.

In addition to translucent opal, 
which is the most useful variety for 
luminous ceilings, acrylic plastic 
is available in sheets that have em- 
bedments of cloth, fibers, leaves, 
decorative materials.

Some of the thicker acrylic panels 
are heavily textured concretions of 
plastic and stained glass. Others 
have bubbles, or frostlike patterns 
produced by internal stresses when 
the plastic set. Silk-screen panels. 
can be applied to acrylic panels. 
Or panels may be sand-blasted, or 
a special frosting lacquer used to 
give them opacity. 

Both glass and plastics offer the 
possibilities of color. Stained glass 
is well known. Plastics are avail- 
able in similar color ranges. When 
you think of color, think of the 
muted tones as well as the more 
brilliant ones. An effective design 
might be made, for example, with 
just two shades of white. The dark- 
er shade might be no more than a 
narrow defining ribbon 
along on each side of a lighter- 
toned central area. 

Many vinyl plastic materials 
available for ceilings are very light 
in weight, hardly thicker than 
parchment. For added _ strength, 
they may be corrugated or shaped 
into pans, some elaborately em- 
bossed. They are low in cost and 
easily washable, but sagging and 
yellowing can be problems. If it is 
claimed that a product resists yel- 
lowing or resists becoming brittle, 
you are forewarned that it is not 
proof against these failings. 

Among other panel varieties are 
open ones, patterns such as 
miniature egg-crate, linked-circle, 
and hexagonal designs. These are 
pleasant geometric shapes and har- 
monize with many situations. They 
have the third dimension of depth

to add interest, and their thick 
construction gives them greater 
strength and rigidity. Further, their 
openness permits air circulation 
and also transmits more light. Yet 
despite their higher efficiency, when 
viewed from an angle they don’t 
look as bright as other luminous 
ceilings. Their drawback is that if 
you look straight up you can see the 
light tubes and whatever else is be- 
hind the panels. If there are mir- 
rors or shiny surfaces, they may re- 
flect the tubes. To overcome this 
problem, one linked-circle type 
has a median divider of plastic, so 
that the circles are closed. 

These “louver-type” materials 
are available both in plastic and 
metal, and in color. Aluminum egg- 
crate panels are offered in a variety 
of anodyzed metallic tints, includ- 
ing gold. 

Where the purpose of a luminous 
ceiling is more decorative than 
utilitarian and a high level of light 
is not required, as in an entry, 
perforated metal or filigree panels 
of wood or hardboard can be used 
under glass, cloth, or thin plastics. 
These panels offer added support 
and impart to the ceiling their own 
overall pattern. 

Wood grilles are available with 
white translucent plastic laminated 
between two 14” thicknesses. They 
come in such patterns as diamonds, 
squares, linked circles, elephant 


ears, interlocked rectangles, etc. 
The pattern and size of the perfora- 
tions in any panel determines how 
much light gets through. Most 
plastics used in luminous ceilings 
let through only about half the 
light to begin with, so the use of a 
perforated grille or screen below 
them may mean that less than 20 
percent of the initial light gets 
through. 

Fluorescent fixtures are almost 
the universal choice as a_ light 
source for luminous ceilings. The 
reasons are many. They give three 
times as much light as incandescent 
bulbs for the current consumed and 
they last seven times longer. They 
burn coolly. Since it’s desirable to 
close off the ends of a luminous 
ceiling to seal out bugs and dust, 
this is especially important. It’s 
heat that speeds up the deteriora- 
tion of plastics. Finally, fluores- 
cents have a continuity and spread 
that incandescents can’t 
Even so, panels must be kept a 


match. 


minimum of seven or eight inches 
away from the tubes or they will 
make a “hot line” instead of dis- 
tributing light uniformly over the 
entire panel. One new fiber-glass- 
reinforced acrylic panel reduces 
this requirement to four to five 
inches. 

A fluorescent tube gives off all 
its light at its sides, none at its

A luminous ceiling is a good covy- 
erup for a deteriorated ceiling, but 
the old ceiling still has an impor- 
tant role to play.

above your luminous ceiling. Oid 


ceilings should be painted a stark 
(matte) white to get the best re- 
flectivity out of them. Flat white 
paint is 90 percent reflective, bare 
wallboard 55 percent, a very dirty 
surface, 40 percent. If the luminous 
ceiling covers rough, unfinished 
joist space, as may often be the 
case in a basement, it may be sim- 
pler to get fluorescent fixtures with 
their own white-enamel reflectors 
rather than try to paint the uneven 
surfaces. If a ceiling is installed 
over clean new plasterboard, paint- 
ing is still necessary. As the plas- 
terboard ages it will turn an unre- 
flecting brown.

Just be sure you have enough clear- 
ance to get them out when relamp- 
ing is necessary, You'll have less 
chance of television interference if 
you get rapid start fixtures. Avoid 
low-cost “C” rated slimline fixtures. 
They are likely to be noisy. 

For low light levels (as in halls), 
you will need a minimum of one 
48” fluorescent for every 24 sq. ft. 
For medium light (powder rooms, 
basements), you need a minimum 
of one every 16 sq. ft. For the high 
light requirements of a_ kitchen, 
you need a minimum of one every 
eight sq. ft. When tubes are set be- 
tween joists spaced at 16” intervals 
(as in a basement) you may need 
two tubes in each space. You need 
a proportionately higher number of 
tubes in a small room because pro- 
portionately more light is absorbed 
by the walls. 

You don’t have to worry about-a 
ceiling’s looking too bright unless 
you have dark walls. Even ceilings 
with highest light levels won’t be 
uncomfortably bright if surround- 
ing walls and curtains are light in 
tone. You don’t want a sharp con- 
trast where ceiling meets wall, es- 
pecially where a ceiling is large or 
unusually low. 

If you plan to use dimmers with 
your fluorescents, you must get 
fixtures with special dimming bal- 
lasts, as recommended by the dim- 
mer manufacturer. You can also 
get a degree of brightness control 
by use of multiple switching. Each 
successive activation of the switch 
turns on an added bank of lights. 
The last click turns all lights off. 

Luminous ceilings can be effec- 
tively combined with skylights. The 
same panel that is sky-lighted by 
day, with artificial lighting con- 
tinues to glow after dark. 

If you are interested in a ready- 
made rather than 
luminous ceiling, you can buy such 
prefabs in complete kits tailored 
to the exact measure of the area 
you wish to cover., Most of these

divide a ceiling into a gridwork 
of squares each measuring two feet 
by two feet or two feet by four. 
They offer a variety of translucent 
panel materials. These ceilings are 
low in cost (usually $1.15 to $1.50 
per sq. ft., including fluorescent fix- 
tures for moderate light level) and 
except for electrical wiring are eas- 
ily installed by any handyman.

e “Enchanting” is an easy word for 
a gardener to overuse. But it ex- 
actly suits the Epimedium. This is 
one of the choicest small] plants, 
and the most artistic of all ground 
covers. It can also be used to great 
advantage in many other ways, and 
lends a special grace wherever 
it is planted. 

It would be wonderful in clumps 
along the edge of a shady border 
or along a woodsy path. It’s per- 
fect for the shady rock garden, and 
is one of the best plants for the 
margins of shrubbery. 

The name is derived from the 
the

fectionately called “Happy Medi- 


Greek, supposedly because 


ums,” and have definite charm. 
The foliage is pinkish as it un- 
folds, light green in summer, and 
assumes a lovely soft bronzy tint 
in autumn. Leaves are handsomely 
marked and sharply toothed, with a 


leathery texture and_ distinctive 
shape. The leaves are unevenly 
heart-shaped with an “angel’s 


wing” effect. It is like no other 
plant. Once you see it, you'll know 
it forever. 

The foliage is attractive at all 
seasons. It is excellent for cutting 


and most useful for flower arrange- 
ments. In most climates the plants 


hold their leaves all winter, espe- | 
cially in sheltered spots under trees | 


and shrubs. 

The wiry roots make a perma- 
nent clump and in May and June 
the many slender pale green stems, 
growing about nine inches high, 
bear panicles of delicately lovely 
flowers.

What could be more satisfying 
than picking fresh chives from a 
back-door garden minutes before 
serving them? The only problem 
would be which dish you would sea- 
son and glamorize with the chives 
‘—soup, meat, salad, vegetable, or 
bread? Their bright green succu- 
lent leaves, finely cut, add zest and 
color to almost any dish. The early 
Dutch settlers liked the taste of 
‘chives so much they planted them 
‘in their pastures so that the cows 
would give chive-flavored milk. 

' You often hear people say, “Any- 
‘thing is good with onion in it.” The 
‘same applies to chives, with added 
jmeaning. Anything is good with 
‘chives in it, and most people who 
cannot eat onions can eat chives 
with no bad aftereffects or a last- 
ing smell on the breath. 

| The chive (Allium Schoenopras- 
um) is a member of the onion fam- 
ily and like all its cousins has an 
onion flavor. But unlike onions, it is 
_smaller in size, milder in taste, less

To freeze chives: It is simpler 
to freeze chives than most other 
vegetables. Others have to be 
blanched stop enzymatic action 


that leads to spoilage. Luckily, 


chives are immune to this. Simply 


wash them lightly so as not to 
bruise leaves or otherwise disturb 
their volatile oils; it is these oils 
that preserve chives in the freez- 
ing process. Chop by cutting with 
scissors. Hold the bunch evenly in 
one hand, the scissors in the other. 
Cut letting 
these fall into a small plastic box. 
Fasten tightly; put into freezer. 
These are spoken of as “chopped

chives.” 
for salads 
seasoning in soups and stews, they 
may be frozen whole. To do so, 
place them in plastic containers 
with lids, in glass jars with screw 
lids, or in plastic envelopes sealed 
with a hot iron. The problem of 
freezing anything is in retaining 
the original moisture in the food. 
Naturally, a whole chive will re- 
tain more moisture and flavor than 
a chopped one, because the latter 
tends to “bleed” and thus lose its 
moisture. It is not feasible to chop 
chives after they have been frozen, 
because they are too limp. But 
freezing both whole and chopped 
in separate containers prepares 
chives for either kind of future use. 

To use frozen chopped chives, 
remove container from _ freezer, 
quickly dig out as many spoonfuls 
as you need; then replace the lid, 
and return container to freezer. To 
use whole chives, take out of jar 
or bag and put right into the soup 
or stew. No thawing is necessary, 
since this occurs immediately. 

What is the result of freezing? 
Chives retain their blue-green col- 
oring but lose their crisp texture 
and flavor, the chopped ones more 
so than the whole ones. 


I, SUMMING up, the best proce- 
dure is to grow your own chives 
either in a garden, a cold frame, or 
indoors in a window box. Your sec- 
ond-best is to use frozen chives 
from your freezer or from the su- 
permarket. Your third choice is to 
use dried chives. The very essence 
their volatile oils, is al- 
tered in drying.

to have something special. 

To dry, hang a bunch of chives 
in a paper bag so they do not touch 
the paper (the paper is to exclude 
dust). Keep in the bag for several 
weeks. until dry; then finish their 
drying in the oven at 100° for only 
a minute, and seal in tight jars.

store sells herb seeds in packages. 
A 15-cent package of chive seeds 
will plant a 25-foot row. The time 
to plant seeds depends upon your 
the North, 
May and June; in the Midwest, be- 
April and June; in the 
South, between March and Oc- 
tober; in the Gulf section and 
Southern California, between Sep- 
tember and May. 

To plant chive seeds, use a bed 
like the one used for transplanting 
the bulbs from the pot. Sow the 
seeds 14-inch deep in rows about 
18 inches apart. When the seed- 
lings are about three inches high 
(they will look like grass but will 
have two blades in the shape of a 
“Y”), thin to rows about six inches 
apart. This process of thinning is 
necessary so that the bulbs will 
form and have space to expand. 

Whether to plant the seeds in a 
cold frame or not depends upon 
the coldness of the weather and the 
planting time as indicated on the 
package. It might be easier to start 
your seedlings in a soil-filled shal- 
low box. This will save bending 
down to a garden row. When you 
transplant to an outdoor garden, 
mulch your soil well. In a few 
weeks your chives will be waving 
their tender green shoots skyward, 
eagerly asking to be cut, and you 
will be grateful because by this 
time you can hardly serve a meal 
without them.

Since chives have been known to 
cooks for hundreds of years. it 
would be impossible to give all the 
interesting uses of this versatile 
and flavorsome herb. We are con- 
tent to list a few, knowing that 
other ideas will come to any cook 
tantalized by the availability of her 
own chive patch. 

Summer soups: Garnish frozen 
cream of tomato, asparagus, mush- 
room, or with 


vichyssoise sour 


cream; sprinkle with chopped 
chives. Garnish jellied soups with 
thin slices of avocado and chopped 
chives. 


Salads: Add chives to any fresh 





cucumber-and-dill combination; or 
garnish cucumber “boats” stuffed 
with a mixture of cottage cheese, 
chopped chives, and dill with red 
caviar, with more chives added for 
color. 

Vegetables: To curried green 
beans (cooked), add butter sea- 
soned with more curry powder and 
chopped chives. 

Bundle canned white asparagus 
into pepper rings and garnish with 
mayonnaise sprinkled with chopped 
chives. 

Baked potatoes: Slit open while 
hot and insert red caviar sprinkled 
generously with chopped chives. 

Hot chive bread: Season a whole 
French or Italian loaf just as you 
would for making garlic bread, re- 
placing the garlic in the butter 
with chopped chives. Wrap in foil 
and heat in oven. 

Hot herbed biscuit: Mix two 
tablespoons chopped chives into 
dry biscuit ingredients (for a batch 
of 12) just before milk is added. 

Chive-covered croutons: Pour 
melted butter and sprinkle chopped 
chives over cubes of crisp bread. 
Scatter upon a cream soup or add 
to a salad. 

Green butter: Mash chives into 
a paste with a mortar and pestle 
and use twice their weight in but- 
ter. Use to garnish grilled meats. 

Chive mayonnaise: Mix 14 cup 
of chopped chives into a cup of 
mayonnaise and use as a dressing 
for salad, a sauce for meats. 

Herbed chicken: To herb a 
chicken or other fowl], mix with but- 
ter one part each of chopped fresh 
chives. parsley, and tarragon. In- 
sert into openings made to get your 
fingers in between the skin and 
flesh around the neck of the chick- 
en. Sew openings closed before 
roasting. 

Smoked salmon roll: Lay on thin 
slices of salmon a mixture of sour 
cream, chopped chives, dill, and a 
dash of paprika, and roll salmon 
firmly; secure with toothpicks.

e In these days of high building costs, prospective 
home builders or buyers are forced to settle for less 
and less space if they want to stay within their 
budgets. This presents a problem and a challenge: 
how to create the visual pleasure of large spaces 
in a small house. 

Architect Mark Mills has accepted the challenge 
and solved the problem in this small hillside house 
that he built for his family with his own hands. 
The house contains one thousand square feet of 
living area and represents a total cash outlay of 
$11,000—not including the owner’s labor. (He esti- 
mates that it would have cost about $21,500 to have 
the house built for him.) 

Mr. Mills has achieved a remarkable sense of 
space by arranging four principal plan functions— 
entry, living room, dining area, and kitchen—in 


one great room, and then covering the whole with 





a common, soaring sweep of roof. As these are 
merge, they borrow overhead volume from each 
other and create the illusion of on-going, not- 
clearly-defined spaciousness.

entities. The means are simple but the end is the 
result of considerable planning skill. 

The kitchen peninsula, for example. when seen 
on the plan, seems to obtrude into this space. 
Actually, it is a freestanding enclosure whose 
walls are only high enough to conceal kitchen 
activities. The ceiling is allowed to go its unin- 
terrupted way above. The placement of the kitchen 
enclosure automatically creates an entry passage 
on one side of the room and a secluded dining area 
on the other. 

Another key to this successful solution lies in 
the unique roof system. Conventional roof framing, 
whether sloping or flat, usually consists of a series 
of structural members—rafters, ceiling joists, roof 
joists, trusses, and so on—sheathed on the top 
and bottom with “skins” of roof covering and 
ceiling. This house employs a roof framing system 
of laminated. set-on-edge 2” by 3” Douglas fir

wood “slab” fulfills not only the load-carrying, 
space-spanning requirements of roof framing, but 
at the same time provides top and bottom surfaces. 
This eliminates extra, time-consuming sheathing 
operations. A simple roof covering of sheet alumi- 
num serves to keep the weather out, and the ex- 
posed, resawn underedges of the laminated boards 
provide a pleasing ready-made ceiling. 

The roof form is asymmetrical—a long, gentle 
slope countered by a shorter, sharply slanted “roof- 
wall.” This roof-wall rests on a waist-high retaining 
wall. which is set into the slope of the hillside, and 
carries one end of the long roof span. Ordinarily. 





such a high, steep surface would seem like a for- 
bidding wooden cliff. but Mr. Mills has pierced it 
with triangular, faceted glass gables which function 
as both windows and skylights, and relieve any 
brooding quality the wall might otherwise have.

When the newness wears off— 
what is left?

e In recent years, and in all areas of design (apparel. 
furnishings, architecture), too much importance has 
been given to newness. “What's new?” seems the 
most important of questions. To say that something 
is novel or different appears to be the best of 
recommendations and the highest of praise. 

This attitude has prevailed not only among the gen- 
eral public but among publications to whom people 
look for guidance in matters of taste. The ones who 
are generally believed to be well-informed and who 
are expected to be seriously searching for valid and 


enduring qualities have given themselves up to an irre- 


sponsible—and mindless—search for the sensational. 

Newness and novelty. as many are now learning, 
are very short-lived qualities. After a thing has ceased 
to be new and novel—it happens shortly after the first 
excitement has passed—is it to be replaced with an- 
other product whose only virtue is also newness? Or 
an it have more lasting qualities to endear it to us as 
a work of art or craftsmanship—or both—and which 
we may continue to enjoy long after its newness has 
passed?

resulted from certain ways of handling the age-old essentials 
of architecture: space and light; openness and enclosure; 
scale and proportion. So follow us carefully. 

A study of the plan of the house (on page 108) and of 
the photos of the interior will reveal that the interior space 
centers around and radiates from a strong masonry element. 
This element contains chimneys, serving the fireplaces in 
the living and family rooms and flues for the wood stove 
in the kitchen and for the heating system of the house. 
Its function is both esthetic and utilitarian. It is the heart 
and hearth of the house, the place around which many 
of the family’s activities are centered. It is marked on 
the exterior of the house by the higher roof over the 
kitchen area and by the masonry mass that rises through 
the roof. 

From this strong center, the space of the house extends 
in long, low lines along the tree-covered hillside, making 
possible views of a beautiful, mid-Pennsylvania mountain 
valley from a majority of the rooms.

® Some of the most beautiful building materials are the 
least expensive. But separating the true bargain from the 
merely cheap calls for the special knowledge of an architect. 
By virtue of his profession, he has an eye trained for beauty, 
he knows how materials will perform, and he has the experi- 
ence to exploit their potential.

materials used. Exterior siding of oak, put up green (with- 
out drying), cost about one-fourth as much as conventional 
siding. Details on how this was done are given later. 

The Douglas fir ceiling planking is standard grade, which 
costs about 12 percent less than the construction grade 
usually specified. Field stone for the fireplace came from old 
walls on the place, and was thus the least expensive masonry 
material possible. 

To save money, the roof was finished with 90-pound roll- 
roofing ordinarily used on barns—the least expensive ma- 
terial available. By using redwood battens over the seams. 
it was related to the exterior siding and given a touch of 
style. Further economies were made by keeping the house 
as small as practical, building-in some furniture, and having 
other pieces made to order of inexpensive lumber. 
and all 


materials and finishes were carefully selected for optimum 


Most lighting fixtures were built in, surface 
service with least cost. The living-room carpet is white 
nylon. At $5 a yard, on sale, it was the least expensive 
carpet the owners could find. They decided at that price 
it could be renewed in a couple of years if necessary. 
It is still good after five years (Please turn to page 172)

IT’S THE VISTAS WITHIN A HOUSE continued 


In order to work successfully, the plan of a house must 
be designed to meet the requirements of the climate, the 
site, and the owners. This is a country house for people 
who like to be out-of-doors. It is located in the California 
desert, where days are hot and nights are cool. There are 
few trees tall enough to create shade. 

Post-and-beam construction makes eight-foot-wide over- 
hangs possible and cuts down intense glare of desert sky. 
Every room has cross ventilation and access to the out-of- 
doors. There are jalousies in each room for use when the 
air-conditioning system is not operating. 

The principle of open planning has been applied judicious- 
ly, and the gain in optical illusion is space. There is a free 
flow of space where it can be most enjoyed. But the owners 
preferred a kitchen which, though not entirely closed off, 
is not visible from the rest of the house. 

The plentiful closets have been brought together into a 
central storage wall. which not only separates the living 
and sleeping facilities but also serves as sound insulation. 
An extra bedroom and bath for a visiting grandchild are 
conveniently near the master suite. A completely separate 


guest suite adjoins the garage. (Please turn to page 153)

How can you get more than you pay for? 


The quick answer is “good design.’ But design is such an intricate blend of materials, colors, 


and shapes. that it is best shown by good example—such as this house. By CARROLL CALKINS 


e The creating of a house is always a compromise. What 
you can spend must be balanced with the amount of space 
and quality of materials and finish that you are willing to 
accept. If you have good design, the compromise is seldom 
obvious to the eye. 

This is not a large house, but it seems larger than it 
is. Most of the materials are inexpensive, but they do not 
look cheap. There is not much luxury. but what there is 
shows up and counts for a lot. This seeming magic was 
accomplished in a variety of ways. 

Savings start where a house starts—with the site and 
the plan. There was minimum grading required, and the 
house sits lightly on the land. This is esthetically pleasing 
and saves money. To stay within the budget. the owners 
settled for one bathroom. They would have preferred two, 
but this would have meant sacrificing something else. The 
cost of enclosed space was about $16.50 a square foot. 
Built-in lighting and furniture brought this up to $17.00 
still an excellent price. 

The kitchen is a balance of what they wanted and what 
they wanted to spend. It is small. There is no place to 
sit down and eat, and there are no windows. But a skylight 
and the easy flow of space into the dining room make il 
a pleasant room despite the lack of windows. and a wall

Some of the 
fixtures are inconspicuously recessed, and others are 
decorative as well as functional. Everything in the house 
is carefully scaled to the size of the rooms. Nothing is 
larger than it need be. Clutter is scrupulously avoided. 
The eye moves easily from place to place. Interior areas 
flow together and visually borrow space from one another. 
Thus the house as a whole has an open airiness that belies 
iis relatively small size. The living-room floor extends 
through the glass wall onto the broad deck, further rein- 


forcing the total sense of space. (Please turn to page 154)

¢ Perennials with the dramatic quality of height, perennials 
with style, simplicity, and character have a special use and 
attraction in the garden. They will lift your planting far 
above the commonplace. 

The occasional accent of a strong vertical line, leading 
the eye upward from shorter-growing plants. will vary the 
outline and add interest to any flower bed or border. To 
illustrate the principle, imagine New York City with all 
its buildings the same height; how dull it would be without 
its towers! 


These tall plants need not be rare or unusual—sometimes 





the old favorites are the most effective—but they should 
stand out from the other plants in the border. Perhaps the 
word “stately” best describes them. They should have that 
indefinable quality of style that will give the border a 
feeling of elegance and substance. 

There are not too many such tall border plants, for many 
of the tallest lack the necessary dignity and character. But 
there are some wonderful ones. These are best used as accents 
and should be placed carefully and sparingly. Variety in 
outline gives pleasant contrast and relieves monotony, but 
too many accents are as bad as too few. They make the 
garden seem jumpy and destroy its restful feeling. 

To be called stately, a plant should have tall. strong 
stems. attractive foliage, shapely form and habit of growth,

e [t's no fun having a pool if you work all the time just 
to keep it clean. It’s no fun swimming in a pool if you're 
batting away mosquitoes and gnats all the time. A screen 
enclosure such as you see here solves both problems at 
once, yet maintains a completely open, outdoor feeling. 

If you can keep things from dropping into the pool, a 
big part of your maintenance job just doesn’t exist. Leaves 
arent the only problem, because all kinds of other tree 
droppings and debris are blown into the pool. It happens 
the year round. Ask any pool owner. The screening you see 
here keeps out all but wind-blown dust. And if anything 
collects on the screen roof, the lightest breeze will carry it 
off the gentle pitch. 

Bugs are another problem. Every locality has its own 
particular brand of nuisance. A screen enclosure can make 
night-and-day swimming a reality regardless of the fauna. 

This pool is located in Ojai, Calif. It has a remarkably 
even climate all year—warm days, cool nights. Because 
the pool is heated, the owners can swim at any time. Even 
when the night temperature is 40°, they can step from the 
warm living room right into the pool. 

When the owners decided to add this pool, the only rea-

e If you are planning to buy a new 
piano, you can now get one that also 
plays itself. The player piano is back on 
the market, after more than twenty years. 
There have always been used ones 
around, but from 1936 to 1959, new ones 
were not being made. 

When the Pianola was reintroduced 
in 1959 by Pianola, Inc., there were 
very few in the business who thought it 
would sell. Today, there are nine makes 
available. No matter where you live, 
chances are there’s a dealer in range who 
can sit you down to play a few rolls. 

The new players are not the large, 
ornate instruments they used to be. The 
player mechanism is neatly incorporated 
in a piano case of standard size and 
design. It doesn’t affect the tone or 
action of the piano for regular playing. 
The added cost is from $300 to $400 
more than for a standard piano of the 
same quality. The total cost ranges from 
about $1,000 to $1,500. . 

The player has, among other things, 
the happy facility of producing the 
unique and appealing sound of the piano, 
without requiring that you know how 
to play. This is not sound on tape or 
disk. Real hammers hit real strings, and 
vou hear it happen. If the piano is out 
of tune, the roll plays it out of tune.

Some re- 
wind the roll when finished, and at 
least one has a replay that auto- 
matically rewinds and repeats. 

All players have a speed and 
volume control. With practice and 
a feeling for the music, these con- 
trols can be used to create con- 
siderable individual expression. 
The pumping force also creates 
variations. There are those who be- 
lieve that foot pumping provides 
a rewarding sense of participation 
in the music. Others are content to 
leave the artistry to the piano and 
the roll. 

On some models there are op- 
tional extras that can add to the 
fun of a player. One is the “rinky- 
tink”—also called the “ukelano,” 
“mandola,’ or mandolin attach- 
ment. This is a latter-day version 
of the old barroom pianist’s trick 
of sticking thumb tacks in the felt 
hammers to produce a metallic 
whang. The new attachments give 
a good tinkly sound and do no 
harm to the piano. 

If you do much group singing, 
you know there’s always someone 
for whom the song is “. . . not in 
my key.” The problem is simplified 
by the transposer attachment avail- 
able on some player pianos. This 
ingenious mechanism shifts the 
roll on the tracker bar to change 
the key. It can be shifted two notes 
up or two down for a choice of five 
keys, which is enough for almost 
anyone. 

The heyday of the player piano 
was in the mid-twenties. Their 
popularity was phenomenal. But 
by 1930 the boom had ended. The 
radio and phonograph brought 
something new and different, and 
the piano roll could not compete 
with the adventures of Amos and 
Andy and the golden voice of 
Enrico Caruso. 

The player piano is an authentic 
mechanical marvel, with some in- 
teresting mechanical relationships. 
It is distantly related to the clock, 
descended from the power loom, 
and has some kinship to the com- 
puter. 

As soon as a way was found to 
keep dependable time with clock- 
work, the dreamers began to look 
for ways to make music mechani- 
cally. 

By the 15th century the hand- 
cranked barrel organ was in use. 
The pin-and-cylinder action of this 
musical machine was later com- 
bined with a spring-wound motor 
to make the familiar music box.

The notes and the pianistic 
shadings were recorded in the 
perforations on the special rolls. 

The first of these marvelous 
machines, the Welte Mignon, was 
built in Germany in 1904. The 
American phase of the reproducing 
piano began in 1913—and has not 
quite ended yet. 

The Aeolian Company put a spe- 
cial player action in a custom-made 
Steinway and called it the Duo- 
Art. Welte Mignon opened an 
American branch and made a re- 
producer under that name, and in 
1916 the American Piano Com- 
pany developed the Ampico repro- 
ducer. These three dominated the 
field, although there were others.

It also 
cuts cost, because the actual struc- 
ture is the finished ceiling. On the 
outside of the ceiling planks there 
is a layer of insulation board, and 
on this a built-up roof topped with 
a layer of gravel. 


The exterior is fir. It is treated 
with an preservative 
(Cuprinol), which reveals and re- 
tains the natural finish of the wood. 

The house is not fully insulated. 
As a vacation house, there’s really 
no need for it. 

It is probable, however, that it 
will be used at some time the year 
round, so there is some added pro- 
tection from heat loss.

Panels of thick cork are used on 
both the inside and outside at the 
ends of the house. This adds color 
and texture as well as insulation. 

To save money, the windows are 
plate glass instead of the insulat- 
ing glass that would be best for 
year-round use. But with Milium- 
lined draperies, cold can be kept 
out if required. Warm air is dis- 
tributed through ducts above the 
luminous ceiling in the hallway. 
The cold air return is at the fur- 
nace. 

Rigid fiberboard insulation un- 
der the floor helps to keep it warm.

In a cost-plus contract the 
builder charges for the materials 
and labor, plus a fixed percentage 
for his profit. He can provide an 
estimate, but the total cost is not 
guaranteed as it is in the usual 
method of bid and contract. The 
final cost of this house was within 
two hundred dollars of the original 
estimate. 

While cost-plus can be the most 
economical way to build, it is sub- 
ject to abuses and error. It is not 
recommended unless you

One of the criteria for judging a good house is that of siting. Does it rise 


reasonably and agreeably out of the ground on which it rests? It should be- 


come the landscape, and the landscape become the house. Both should become 


one thing. This house does all that, rising like a growing plant with roots. 


is further reduced by the continuity 
of the inside and outside ceiling 
planes. The reduction of separat- 
ing elements between inside and 
out puts the viewer in a closer 
association with the view. 

In addition, this handling of the 
opening presents the scene to the 
viewer in such a manner that it 
seems an integral feature of the 
interior. Instead of being seen 
through the usual punctured hole 
with a frame of some kind around 
it, the view is captured between 
elements in the construction of the 
building and which define its 
space: the horizontal planes of the 
ceiling and the desk top which ex- 
tend toward it and which direct at- 
tention to it, and the supports at 
either side of the opening. Treated 
in this manner the view, whether 
near or far, becomes one of the 
limits of the space in which one 
lives. The opening through which 
one sees this view is something 
other than a hole which admits 
light and through which one can 
also look. 

These openings, however, are not 
the only source of daylight. Natural 
through 
clerestory windows placed between 


light is also admitted 
the overlapped planes of the flat 
roofs. These clerestories do pro- 
vide Jight for interior spaces that 
might otherwise be dark. But they 


also play a role in emphasizing and 
making evident the changes in the 
vertical dimensions of the interior 
space. These changes, resulting 
from changes in floor and ceiling 
levels, give scale and importance 
to the interior spaces. For example, 
as one enters the house and walks 
into the living room, he moves 
from an intimate, low-ceilinged 
foyer and down a short flight of 
steps into the living room. In doing 
this he moves from a space that is 
a little over seven feet high into 
one that is about ten feet high. 
This high space and the tall mass 
of the living room fireplace at one 
side of it are lighted by the clere- 
story windows overhead. The light 
from this high source not only 
makes the different planes of the 
ceiling apparent, but it leads the 
eye upward and makes the height 
of the fireplace mass and of the 
space more evident. A strong ver- 
tical movement is established at 
this point. One can then move fur- 
ther into the room and again into 
the intimacy of a_ low-ceilinged 
area—a contraction. Note that the 
high spaces in this house occur 
around the center 
previously referred to. The place 
that is the most important is also 
the highest. The height emphasizes 
this importance. 

The interior 


gravitational 


space of many 
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houses is essentially two-dimen- 
sional in quality. It lacks this kind 
of emphasis. In effect, at least as 
the space is handled, nothing im- 
portant ever happens. It is like 
music without accent, without cre- 
scendos and diminuendos, without 
acceleration and retardation. With- 
out changes in the vertical dimen- 
sion and other means of emphasis 
and accent (such as light), one 
lives, in effect, trapped between 
two parallel planes that are a du- 
plication of each other. No matter 
how exciting the facade of the 
house may be, its interior may lack 
the ebb and flow, the expansion 
and contraction, the openness and 
enclosure, the systole and diastole 
which are vitally essential to both 
our physical and emotional well- 
being. 

The importance of the handling 
of the “overhead” element cannot 
be too strongly emphasized in 
achieving this vital dimension. 
(The word “ceiling” has been con- 
sciously avoided here since it is apt 
to mean the common lack of “come 
and go” in the vertical dimension 
of many houses.) It is this dimen- 
sion which aids in giving spacious- 
ness to a house. It is this dimen- 
sion which can be a continuing 
source of delight, particularly 
when it is combined with the dy- 
namic element of light, its endless 
capacity for change and variation. 


er ieSicnrss is essentially a 
sense of freedom of movement. 
As a quality it can be obtained by 
the use of large scale interior vol- 
ume; one feels that he can move 
freely in a space with large di- 
mensions if it is not crowded with 
other people. Spaciousness can be 
obtained by other means in areas 
having smaller dimensions 
which are intimate in scale. It is 
achieved through the manner in 
which the space is defined and re- 
lated to other spaces in order to 
give the occupant a sense of being 
unrestricted in his movements. 

In the of this 
house, one can see that not only 
are the spaces visually related to 
the surrounding landscape to se- 
cure a sense of outward expansion 
in addition to the upward expan- 
sion, but they are strongly related 
to each other through spatial ties 
and visual leads which invite the 
eye and suggest the possibility of 
movement through the space. As

can be seen in the plan, many of 
these “paths of movement” are di- 
rected toward and lead to the cor- 
ner openings, have been 
previously discussed.

One 
can move, both visually and phys- 


ically, toward the outside. It is | 
only as a person enters the house | 
and moves into the living room 
that the movement is “stopped” by 
the desk and the shelves above it.

But, as one 
can see in the photo of the living | 
room on page 104, although this 
movement is “stopped,” the lines 
of the shelf which forms the edge 
of the lower ceiling lead the eye 
around the corner. A deflection of | 
movement is established. One is 
not stopped completely but invited 
to turn. When one goes down the 
stairs, he is presented with a de- | 
lightful view of the mountain yal- 
ley seen through the glazed corner 
of the living room. 


IF addition to the changes in the 
vertical dimensions and the spatial 
leads which contribute to the spa- 
ciousness of the house, this quality 
is further reinforced by a consis- 
tent handling of materials and mo- 
tifs. The house does not consist of 
a collection of fascinating—but un- 
related—spaces, each of which is 
different in its treatment and han- 
dling. Instead each room is made 
a part of a larger whole. This con- 
sistent handling of materials and 
motifs is not limited to the interior. 
When inside the house and look- 
ing out, or when outside the house 
and looking in, one sees the same 
materials and motifs reoccurring. 
The denticulation of the 
fascia, seen from both inside and 
out, is repeated in the fireplace 
mantel. And it occurs in the shad- 
ow patterns cast by the roof upon 
the walls and floors. This denticu- 
lation is related in 
pattern on some of the concrete 
blocks. The square of the dentil is 
a reflection of the square of the 
masonry block and the 
with which some are textured.

Our pediatrician used to say that 
for the sake of their health, young 
children’s lives should be as mo- 
notonous as possible. I agree with 
him about monotony—except in 
the summer. When the days grow 
longer and balmier, what I call 
“easy family outings” are a boon 
to parents as well as to children. 

Seeing your child’s reaction to 
a ride on a merry-go-round, a visit 
to the zoo, an overnight trip on 
a train are the sort of things that 
make up a scrapbook of family 
memories. I'l] never forget my 
own feelings of pride and amuse- 
ment the first time we had our 
five-year-old twins with us in a 
motel. They loved every new gadg- 
et, from the swimming pool to the 
ice-making machine. The next 
morning the little girl was up first. 
She dressed and made her own 
bed, a chore she was not expected 
to do at home. Evidently she felt 
she should be on _ exceptionally 
good behavior at this resort. 

But the easy outings we treas- 
ure most and have continued to be 
our favorites started when the chil- 
dren were really small. When their 
father comes home early from 
work, we either take a picnic up 
the coast to the rocks or we eat on 
the pier. On the rocks, the chil- 
dren can explore the caves while 
we watch the sunset and cool off. 
On the pier, they watch the small 
fishing fleet come in while we’re 
having a cocktail. After a seafood 
dinner, we all walk along the 
beach; we sleep well at night. 


When They Reach School Age 


By the children reach 
school age, a summer vacation 
comes as a welcome relief from 
conformity and confinement. At 
first all they want to do is play. 
This can mean anything from 
rounding up the neighborhood 
gang and playing ball, riding 
bikes, going swimming—anything 
as long as it’s out-of-doors. Boys 
will originate war games or pitch 
a backyard tent or take a bag 
lunch and go hiking. Girls may 
decide to dress up. This leads to 
playing house or putting 
show. Either sex is apt to start on 


time 


on a 


some elaborate project. like build- 
ing a _ clubhouse “making 
money” by decorating jelly jars or 
setting up a lemonade stand. One 
summer our eldest, who had read 


or 


about time capsules, spent many 


happy hours digging holes and 


burying tin boxes filled with timely 


objects. He meant to unearth them _ 


at some later date, but I’m sure he 
outgrew the phase and never both- 
ered with them. Evenings, after 


dinner, they will play hide-and- — 


seek or catch fireflies or just sit on 
a neighbor’s porch and talk until 
they're called home to go to bed. 

This goofing off, as the children 
call it, is relaxing, restorative, and 
often quite imaginative, but at 
some point in the summer these 
lovely, purposeless games begin to 
pall. Then the school-age children 
are apt to ask, “What’s there to 
do?” 

One answer is to start the young- 
er children making collections of 
rocks, shells, butterflies, insects, 
etc. Such a hobby adds interest to 
hikes and picnics. Summer is a 
good time, too, to start eager little 
girls learning skills like knitting, 
needlework, sewing, and cooking. 
For the boys there is less variety, 
but they seem to relish painting 
fences, varnishing outdoor furni- 
ture, mowing lawns, and simple 
carpentry, such as hammering to- 
gether a skate board. 

Nor are a series of lessons a bad 
idea. Summer seems to be the ideal 
time to perfect nonacademic sub- 
jects, because there is more leisure 
to devote to them and progress is 
more marked. But then you can 
also play it cool. as one mother in 
Pasadena, California did. When 
her gang complained of the heat, 
she signed them up for a series of 


ice-skating lessons. While the rest - 


of the community was sweltering, 
they were having a merry time in 
the Polar Palace. 

Most communities have good 
museums of various sorts for day 
trips. Natural history, art, or 
science museums that can be vis- 
ited and revisited are a mother’s 
salvation on a rainy ‘day. To help 
enterprising parents even further, 
various Junior Leagues, Chambers 
of Commerce, and, in some locales, 
the Girls Scouts publish an up-to- 
date brochure of places of interest. 
In Los Angeles, one such booklet 
is called “Around the Town,” and 
it lists many out-of-the-way spots. 

Weekend longer outings, 
planned because the children are 
good travelers and are out of 
school, can be the high point of 
any summer vacation. In different 


or 


years we have taken our three on 
river trips, visits to National Parks, 
historical pilgrimages to New Eng- 
land, Washington, D.C., and Wil- 


liamsburg, a jaunt to Canada, and

another to Mexico. In every case 
it was the children’s enthusiasm 
for “sights” and historical monu- 
ments that made any travel ordeals 
unimportant. 

Other mothers report the same 
findings. One set of California par- 
ents, who had never adequately 
seen their home state, told me that 
they decided to take their eight- 
and ten-year-olds on a ten-day his- 
torical tour after the older had 
studied early California in school. 
Before they left, the children’s 
grandmother made up scrapbooks 
for each child. The opening page 
was a map of the state with their 
own route marked. Then, using 
the Auto Club’s strip maps, she 
pasted about a day’s journey every 
few pages. The blank pages were 
left for the children’s own journal, 
post cards, and any other leaflets 
and souvenirs they picked up along 
the way. The trip turned out to be 
beautiful, instructive, and easy be- 
cause the children either stretched 
out in the back of the station wag- 
on or were busy keeping their 
scrapbooks current. 

Another family with six rapidly 
maturing youngsters wanted very 
much to drive across the United 
States and back before their oldest 
left for college and for good. They 
talked over the possible vicissitudes 
involved in taking a large family, 
car, and trailer on a 10,000-mile, 
six-week trip. No one was daunted, 
so the parents asked the younger 
children, who didn’t receive much 
mail, to write to the Chambers of 
Commerce along the route for local 
tips. Once the trip started, they 
were the research department. The 
older boys were invaluable at 
hitching and unhitching the trail- 
er. Others would check the rest- 
rooms and sources of water. Every- 
one had a job. It was the mother’s 
self-appointed task to read to them 
the first thing in the morning 
when they were fresh and atten- 
tive. She read from Peter Farb’s 
Face of North America. He de- 
scribed the different types of coun- 
try—the desert, the grasslands, the 
bayous, and the mountain ranges. 
This was so successful that as a 
result of this summer trip one of 
the boys is now majoring in geol- 
ogy in college. 

This family and many others to 
whom I spoke are avid advocates 
of mountain hiking or pack trips 
with children. They feel that the 
newest generation is so urbanized, 
mechanized, and organized that the 
children would never have a first- 
hand knowledge of untampered na- 
ture if they didn’t take these camp- 
ing trips. The trips consist of walk- 
ing or riding horses from one state- 


maintained campsite to another. 
They say that the country is so 
beautiful and quiet, it is spiritual. 
There is no time schedule, no man- 
made noises, and very few humans. 
There is nothing to equal it. 

Luckiest, however, are the fam- 
ilies who have a second home, pref- 
erably in a small-town community. 
The advantages of being able to 
live part of the year in rural 
Maine, Cape Cod, North Carolina, 
or Minnesota, to name a few sum- 
mer favorites, are innumerable. 
From the children’s standpoint, go- 
ing to a summer place is the great- 
est. They have a new set of friends 
and new things to do—berry pick- 
ing, clamming, fishing, frog hunt- 
ing, playing in barns, going to 
band concerts, and savoring sim- 
ple pleasures. From the parents’ 
view, life in small towns is basic, 
real, and independent. The chil- 
dren get to know everyone from 
the firemen to the mayor. They 
learn fundamental facts like ani- 
mal breeding, preserving, and 
politicking. They are free to go 
into town or to roam the country- 
side. In short, small-town living 
seems to be perfectly geared to 
growing children. 


Teenagers 


A vacation with teenagers is 
something else again. Adolescents 
swing like pendulums. One minute 
they are limp and languid—the 
next they are crackling with charges 
of energy and ambition. Here, the 
role of the parent is primarily one 
of keeping a balance—encourag- 
ing the young people to do some- 
thing, but not everything. They 
need to take it easy, sleep late, let 
up on academic pressures; yet, if 
they laze about all summer, they’re 
bound to miss many of the learn- 
ing opportunities and cultural en- 
richments that may be savored dur- 
ing vacation instead of crammed 
into a school term. It’s up to par- 
ents to counsel their “big” children 
in moderation. | 

Nowadays, attending summer 
school is the thing to do among 
precollege students. Many of them 
take courses in literature and his- 
tory that require a lot of outside 
reading. 

If yours don’t, won’t, or can’t sign 
up for an extra session of school, 
it still behooves a parent to fan the 
young people’s intellectual and 
creative powers. It’s a rewarding 
responsibility to urge them to de- 
velop their own talents. At the same 
time, there are so many fields to 
hard to 
them to 


explore that it’s know 
where to apply 
themselves.

the foreground planting, which 
grows beyond the retaining wall. 

On the downhill side of the room, 
a “stockade” wall of massive red- 
_ wood bridge timbers, chinked with 
' horizontal slits of fixed glass, 
screens the room from the road be- 
low, yet allows intriguing glimpses 
of verdant landscape from inside. 
The soft, continuous light that fil- 
ters through this wall balances the 
concentrated, more brilliant light 
that comes in through the gables. 
The result is an interior atmos- 
phere of ambient luminosity that 
enhances the feeling of openness 
created by the canopy-like ceiling. 

The bedrooms are small, and al- 
though their walls go all the way 
to the ceiling—for privacy—they 
enjoy some of the advantages of 
vertical spaciousness found in the 
large living area. The glass gables 
are especially effective in the bed-

rooms because they seem to pro- 
ject the viewer far beyond the lim- 
ited dimensions of the rooms them- 
selves. In spite of their great open- 
ness, however, their triangular form | 
suggests the snug enclosure found 
in dormer-windowed rooms. 

An interesting variation on the 
projected-window theme is found 
in the north wall of the end bed- 
room (see plan on page 102). A V- 
shape bay window of decorative, 
obscure glass stands full length be- 
tween the floor and the sloped ceil- 
ing. It is only two feet wide, but be- 
cause of its prowlike protrusion 
into the outside, it contributes yet

_ Shopping is one of New York’s 
long-suit tourist attractions, real 
dream-sequence stuff, especially 
to visitors who live where goods 
and services are not available in 
broad variety. It’s the place to look 
for the off-beat and the hard-to- 
find, the source for such bedeviling 
items on a householder’s list as a 
replacement for a crystal prism for 
a chandelier or a spoon to match 
an obsolete silver pattern. 

Mirabile dictu, in this day when 
repair services seem harder and 
harder to get, New York is full of 
skilled craftsmen and _ specialists, 
people who can perform such feats 
as restoring your grandfather’s por- 
trait or repairing a precious rug 
or mending heirloom wedding lace. 

Kate Simon’s New York: Places 
and Pleasures, accurately billed as 
an “uncommon guidebook,” should, 
we think, be part of every visitor’s 
equipment, especially because of 
its shopping section. This lists al- 
phabetically the source of any 
heart’s desire, from acting lessons 
to zithers. Published by Meridian 
Books, it costs $1.95 (plus New 
York City’s four percent sales tax.) 

House BEAUTIFUL readers jun- 
keting to the Fair might well bear 
in mind that New York is also the 
country’s greatest showcase for 
specially fine home furnishings. It 
is your chance to see the full range 
of many makers’ fabrics, wall- 
papers, furniture, custom-order 
carpet, or accessories. They are 
displayed in “closed showrooms,” 
which means that they may be 
visited only by decorators and their 
clients, or by furniture dealers. The 
showrooms are sample rooms, in 
which only orders are taken. Noth- 
ing can be bought and carried 
away on the spot, and whatever is 
purchased must be bought through 
a decorator. In order to visit these 
showrooms, you must provide your- 
self with an introduction from your 
decorator before you leave home. 

There is a growing tendency for 
these showrooms to be centered 
within whole buildings. In a show- 
room center called Decorators 
Walk, 160 East 56 Street, you can 
see the wares of several firms— 
fabrics, wallcoverings, furniture, 
accessories, even original art. 

Buildings at 1063 Third Ave., 
between 62 and 63 Streets, and at 
305 East 63 Street, are more or 
less given over to decorative show- 
rooms. Down at 225 Fifth Avenue, 
the whole building is devoted to 


showrooms of china, glass, and ac- 
cessories. One of New York’s un- 
doubted public attractions, for 
which you need no special intro- 
duction, is the Design Center for 
Interiors, 415 East 53 Street, where 
fine home furnishings and decora- 
tive materials are exhibited. 

If you are intrigued by the an- 
tique, no streets in the world can 
vie with New York’s Second and 
Third Avenues for the number of 
dealers and the variety of their 
collections. Mind you, we’re not 
talking about bargains — these 
dealers are all pretty hep to what 
their goods are worth—but you 
couldn’t find a broader or more 
international choice. 

As a further help to getting 
around, the New York Convention 
and Visitors Bureau, 90 East 42nd 
Street, has a shopping guide that 
is offered free to out-of-towners. 

The place to find these assorted 
services? In the Yellow Pages of 
the Manhattan classified telephone 
directory—the Red Book. This is 
nearly 2,000 pages of where-to-find- 
it information that is worth a thor- 
ough browse-through. There’s a 
“Fix-it Shops” category of firms 
that will repair anything from 
handbags to Japanese lacquer. And 
if you still can’t find what you 
want, there’s the “Shopping Serv- 
ice” category, which lists people 
whose business it is to track down 
the elusive, whether it’s a special 
kind of repair shop or an out-of- 
print book. 

New York is not noted for bar- 
gains, and yet it offers some of the 
biggest buys in transportation 
you ll find anywhere. That impres- 
sive, one-world ride down Second 
Avenue, for instance, takes one 
hour and a half and costs a mere 
15 cents. You get a spectacular 
view of the lower city harbor from 
the deck of a Staten Island ferry 
boat, which still costs only a 
nickel. And when you take a taxi 
you get a full fifth-mile ride for 
the first 25 cents, and pay only five 
cents for each added fifth of a mile. 

Comparatively, this is inexpen- 
sive taxiing, considering that you 
can usually depend upon having 
some pungent commentary thrown 
in gratis. You are, unless you're 
ready for some back-talk, expected 
to tip no less than ten cents if the 
fare is a quarter, and certainly to 
up the tip proportionately with the 
fare. The ugly problem of tipping 
raises its head frequently in the 
Big City. Waiters expect 15 percent

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with 20 percent. Headwaiters who 
have been solicitous are usually 
given a piece of folding money. 
~The 15-cent subway ride is an- 
other phenomenal transportation 
bargain for visitors who are daring 
enough to venture down into the 
depths. One ride from the 
farthest reaches of Brooklyn prac- 
tically to Westchester County on 
one token, and adepts who know 
how to transfer can work out 
countless itineraries, including sea- 
shore junkets. 

It’s apparent that visitors will 
have ample opportunity to sample 
the exotic foods of other lands in 
a whole clutch of picturesque res- 
taurants at the Fair, which we 
expect will be all dressed up for 
the occasion. But out of 10,000 res- 
taurants in the city itself, there are 
hundreds that dedicate themselves 
to the special foods and customs of 
national groups. More often than 
not they are simple establishments, 
far more concerned with pleasing 
their regular patrons than with in- 
gratiating themselves to tourists. 

We couldn’t begin to list all 
we'd consider eligible for your at- 
tention, but a few come to mind 
which have particularly pleased us. 

German, Austrian, and some- 
times Hungarian dishes, available 
with a nice assortment of Moselles 
and Rhine wines and beers, are the 
specialty of the Hindenburg, 220 
East 86 Street, on the main street 
of the Yorkville section. It isn’t 
that you can’t find many a German 
restaurant up here, but this one 
has the scrumptious advantage of 
being associated also with an hon- 
est-to-goodness, old-fashioned Ger- 
man konditorei or pastry shop. Be- 
sides losing track of the calorie 
count with sawerbraten and spaet- 
zle, you can investigate the com- 
parative richness of things like 
punch torte, truffel torte, Schller- 
locken, and Wienerwaffeln. Natu- 
rally, there’s a musical accompani- 
ment, frequently operatic. 

On the southeast corner of 86 
Street and Second Avenue, you'll 
find a pretty accurate facsimile of 
a German bierstube,

If you’re in the home-furnishings 
showroom area and need a little 
lunch, you can discover what all 
the excitement is about Danish 
food at the Old Denmark delicates- 
sen on 57th Street at Lexington 
Avenue. At a little corner table 
they can accommodate about six 
people with a “salad” lunch, a 
sampling of the creamy—as_ op- 
posed to green-and-leafy—salads 
that the Danes do so magnificently 
and which are sold in the shop. 
Dessert is pound cake and coffee. 
It all tastes like the kind of perfect 
little snack a Danish aunt might 
put before you. The shop is a 
treasury of fancy groceries, fine 
delicatessen, and cheeses. 

It isn’t as if the town hasn’t a 
full complement of Middle Eastern 
and _ this-side-of-the-Orient restau- 
rants, where the great concentra- 
tion is usually on stuffed vine 
chick pea paste called 
hummus, and lamb. The dishes rare- 
ly seem as attractive as they sound. 
A Syrian restaurant we think 
makes all look and taste as it 
should is Mecca, at 6 East 30 
Street, which also has a dazzling 
collection of that honey-drenched, 
pistachio-peppered pastry to offer. 

In the Greek cuisine, and great 
fun to visit because you literally 
get your braised lamb and onions 
right off the stove and out of the 
oven, is Jimmy’s at 12 State Street, 
a stone’s throw from the Battery. 
Phone for a reservation, and bring 
your own wine. 

The town, like the rest of the 
entire world, seems to have blown 
up in a steamy explosion of es- 
presso coffee shops. For an experi- 
ence of a real old-fashioned one, 
with the right old-fashioned Italian 
cakes with your “Capuchin coffee,” 
try Ferrara at 195 Grand: Street. 

And if you sometimes think that 
there are more Chinese restaurants 
in New York than there are Coke 
machines, remember that there are 
many different kinds of Chinese 
restaurants, too. If you’ve always 
concentrated on the bean-sprout 
and crisp-noodle type of cookery, 
get yourself one noonday to 12 
Doyer Street, in the heart of China- 
town, and the Nom Wah Tea Par- 
lor, where the specialty of the 
house is Chinese pastry. This seems 
to consist of a limitless variety of 
dumpling surprises stuffed with 


leaves, 


-shrimp, meat, and vegetables, the 


kind of food you mightn’t expect 
the Chinese to come up with. @ 
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flower heads in good, clear colors. 
Which should be in your garden is 
a matter of personal preference. 

Several things must be consid- 
ered when making selections: the 
size of the garden, the width and 
length of the planting area, and the 
soil and climatic conditions. It is 
only common sense not to plant 
tall, slender plants where they will 
get the full force of strong winds, 
or to plant moisture-loving plants 
if your garden is high and dry. But 
we are not considering extremes 
here, only plants that thrive in 
good soil and in most locations. 

We must consider, along with the 
size of the planting area, the ulti- 
mate probable height of the plants 
selected (as nearly as we can de- 
termine from experience and from 
catalog descriptions), so that the 
plants, the border, and the garden 
will be in harmonious relationship. 

The following list includes most 
of the perennials that truly qualify 
as stately spires. There are sure to 
be some to serve your garden well. 


ACONITUM (monkshood) 

Well known in old gardens. 
Spark’s variety is perhaps the tall- 
est sort. Above the beautiful, shin- 
ing foliage rise tall, branched 
spikes crowded with blue helmet- 
shape flowers. Monkshood is hardy, 
easy to grow; it prefers moist soil 
and shade or semishade, and 
blooms from mid-September to 
October. It is particularly welcome 
in the late summer and fall, when 
a sturdy, frost-hardy blue peren- 
nial is hard to find. Caution: All 
parts of the plant are poisonous if 
eaten. But their natural place is in 
the back of a planting, out of 
reach of curious children. 


AGAPANTHUS (blue lily of the 
Nile) 

While not reliably hardy in cold 
climates, this might be experi- 
mented with. Good protection 
might bring it through. Or there is 
no reason why it can’t be used in 
tubs and wintered in the garage. 
The lovely, large clusters of hand- 
some lilylike blue flowers are 
borne on strong stems that spring 
from the graceful, deep-green orna- 
mental foliage. Several shades of 
blue are available. 


CAMPANULA (bellflower) 
These three campanulas make 
beautiful tall groupings: Milky 
bellflower (C. lactiflora) produces 
many stems from its clump of 
rounded, wrinkled leaves. Under 
good conditions, the flower spikes 
rise to five feet. The flowers, erect 


in large terminal panicles, are like 
open bells, in white, pale blue, or 
clear blue, and very lovely. 

C. latifolia, not as tall as C. 
lactiflora, has big, heart-shape 
leaves all the way up the stout 
stems. Permanent, long-lived, it can 
always be depended on to make a 
good show in the garden with its 
large, erect, tubular flowers of 
white, deep blue, or violet in loose 
terminal clusters. 

The third campanula is a bien- 
nial, C. pyramidalis. The tallest 
and most floriferous, it has a basal 
rosette of wide, shining leaves, with 
long racemes of starlike flowers in 
pale blue or white. An excellent 
plant for pot culture, this would 
be magnificent massed on the ter- 
race or in front of evergreens. 


CIMICIFUGA RACEMOSA 
(snakeroot) 

Handsome perennial, to six feet, 
with large palmate leaves, and tall 
spikes in July and August, bearing 
hundreds of small white flowers 
that give it a lovely, feathery ef- 
fect. It prefers a shady spot and 
should be kept well watered, but is 
perfectly hardy and adaptable. 
Not much bulk to a single plant, 
so group them. Good for cutting. 


DELPHINIUM 

One of the most stately plants, so 
well known it needs no description. 
Very effective in a perennial bor- 
der. A well-grown group is a truly 
captivating sight. Its height is as 
valuable as the wonderful range of 
colors—white, pale blue to deepest 
blue, mauve, violet, pink, purple, 
and many shades in between. It has 
been described as: “Flowers, a blue 
swarm, climbing to spire on spire.” 


DICTAMNUS (gas plant) 

While not among the tallest 
perennials, this one has so much 
character and beauty it must be 
included. It is an old-fashioned, 
showy plant, with good, dark-green, 
divided leaves, like the ash tree. 
Best grown singly to display its 
handsome contour and_ beauty. 
Once planted, it resents being dis- 
turbed; it will probably die if you 
move it, so leave it alone and give 
it plenty of room. It will develop 
into a magnificent specimen. The 
spikes of rosy-pink or white flowers 
are fine for cutting, and have a spe- 
cial and amusing characteristic 
that earned for it the name “gas 
plant.” The flowers secrete a vola- 
tile matter which may be ignited, 
without damage to the plant, in the 
evening on warm summer days.

DIGITALIS (foxglove) 

Everyone knows this lovely, old- 
fashioned plant. Usually biennial, 
but it seeds itself freely. There are 
some perennial kinds on the mar- 
ket, not as tall as or with bien- 
nials’ variety of colors. From the 
basal foliage rise towering, grace-

A plant of great antiquity, well 
known in medieval gardens. Park- 
inson said, in 1629, “The Crowne 
Imperial, for his stately beautiful- 
ness, deserveth the first place in 
this our Garden of Delight.” This 
is about the only early-spring plant 
of stately mien. It grows to about 
four feet and towers over the daf- 
fodils. It gives height to a border 
at a time of year when height is 
needed.

Plant the big musky bulbs in 
autumn; they will come up very 
early in the spring and produce 
stout, leafy stalks reaching up to 
four feet.

GALTONIA CANDICANS 
(summer hyacinth) 

A large bulb, native to South 
Africa. It produces basal blue- 
foliage, and, in July and 
August, four- to five-foot 
hung with nodding, tubular white 
flowers. Plant in groups. When 
they bloom there’s a_ sparkling 
mass of lovely white. Once, this 
plant was very popular, but now it 
is seldom seen. For graceful spires 
of white in the summer garden, 
galtonia is one of the most effective 
and charming plants. It is free 
from pests and easy to grow. 


HEMEROCALLIS (daylily) 

The most willing of all good per- 
ennials and, except for some of the 
composite family, the best source 
of large yellow flowers. Each flow- 
er lasts but one day; the name 
means “day-beauty,’ but each 
stalk bears, from June to Sep- 
tember, a succession of a dozen or 
more flowers, many stalks to a 
clump, so the plant remains in 
bloom a long time. It forms com- 
pact clumps, graceful stems, in 
some sorts to four or five feet. The 
flowers are softest pale yellow, soft 
apricot, old rose, orange-red, and 
intermediate shades. It is 
long-lived, hardy, and trouble-free. 


HIBISCUS 

Developed from the “marshmal- 
lows” that grow wild along the 
Eastern meadows. A superb plant 
and an excellent, tall border peren- 
nial. Needs full sun and plenty of 
room, but makes such a fine dis- 
play of flowers in August, continu- 
ing until frost, that it can be for- 
given for taking so much space. 
Flowers are large, wide open, pink, 
white, and red. 


HOLLY HOCK 

The most picturesque and charm- 
ing plant, an old-fashioned flower 
that has never lost its popularity. 
The stalks grow from six to eight 
feet.

of ®4-inch Novoply—an inexpensive 
fiberboard. 

In the kitchen, the counter tops 
are sheet vinyl mounted on a ply- 
wood base. This is a tough, long- 
lasting material, and easy to apply 
in sheet form. The informal dining 
table does double duty as a work 
counter. The kitchen cabinets are 
ready-made, with flush doors to 
establish a clean, unbroken line. 

All the fixed windows were built 
on the job. Some of the glass is 
used plate glass, called “salvaged 
plate.” The other windows are 
“crystal.” This has distortion that 
plate glass does not have, but it 
costs appreciably less. The sliding 
doors are steel. 

The floor plan was carefully cal- 
culated to divide the limited space 
for the greatest benefit of all the 
family. Private areas are small, so 
family areas can be larger. A 
change of ceiling height between 
the living area and kitchen further 
increases the sense of space, as 
does the wide outside deck. 

A very inexpensive and effective 
method was used to enrich the sim- 
plicity of the design. The basic de- 
sign grammar of the house was set 
by the board-and-batten — siding, 
used inside and out. It is, in effect, 
a regularly repeated rectangle. To 
pick up and reinforce this motif, 
there is a dentil course where the 
ceiling meets the wall. (It also con- 
ceals the caulking used here.)

fascia “reads” as a dentil along the 
edge of the roof. 

Even the brick of the terrace and 
2-by-4’s of the deck have the same 
character when seen head-on. This 
simple but effective device of estab- 
lishing a series of regularly re- 
peated rectangles—inside and out 


—adds richness without confusion. 

It was less expensive here to dig 
into the hillside as little as possi- 
ble and extend the deck above 
eround than to have dug deeper 
and filled in to make a terrace. 
The photographs show how the 
house was set into the hillside far 
enough to relate it to the land in- 
stead of perching it on the slope. 


‘ee USE of green oak for siding 
calls for some explanation. This is 
a local material cut by seli-em- 
ployed sawyers who thin out wood- 
lots and small stands of timber and 
cut the logs into lumber. Such 
sources of supply are to be found 
only where timber is available. 

In some states, as in New York 
where this house is located, you 
can write to the State Conservation 
Department and get a list of saw- 
yers and the products they have to 
offer. They have such things as 
green lumber, poles, log slices, and 
sawdust. These materials can be a 
great bargain if they don’t have to 
be transported too far. 

The white oak used for siding 
on this house was from a_ local 
sawyer. This is such tough wood 
that it can hardly be nailed when 
dry. But when green it is easy to 
nail. Wood shrinks as it dries, so 
a way must be devised to allow for 
the shrinkage. 

The problem was solved here 
with board-and-batten construction. 
The boards are put up as tightly 
together as possible and nailed in 
place. The narrow batten strip is 
put over the crack and nailed to 
one board only. As the board to 
which the batten is nailed shrinks 
away from the adjoining board, the 
batten moves with it. The batten 
covers the crack between the 
boards, hides marginal splitting. 

The exterior was finished with 
Cabot’s pigmented creosote shingle 
stain (gray). This was done to 
soften the raw look of unfinished 
wood, and to slow down the drying 
process: and thus reduce the de- 
gree of checking and splitting. The 
creosote in the stain serves to in- 
hibit the mildew that can develop 
on green wood in the deep shade 
on the north side of a house. 

The 
also helps to alleviate the bleach- 
ing problem. Wood exposed to di- 
rect sun bleaches to a lighter color 
than wood in the shade. The pig- 
ment reduces (but does not elimi- 
nate) the contrast between the 
shaded areas under the eaves and 
the areas in full sun. @
